AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  25th 
DAY  OF  JUNE,  1903. 

Present : 

THE  KING'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  memorial  from  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  dated 
the- 22nd  day  of  June,  1903,  in  the  words  following,  viz. : — 

"  Whereas  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  Her  late  Majesty  bearing  date  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March,  1893,  the  Rules  of  Court  thereto  annexed  were 
established  as  the  Rules  of  Court  for  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  in  its 
Admiralty  jurisdiction  ;  and  whereas  it  appears  to  us  expedient  that  Rule 
thirty-seven  of  the  aforesaid  Rules  of  Court,  whereby  it  is  amongst  other 
things  required  that,  in  an  action  for  necessaries  supplied  to  a  ship  elsewhere 
than  in  the  port  to  which  she  belongs,  the  affidavit  leading  to  the  warrant 
shall  state  to  the  best  of  the  deponents'  belief  no  owner  or  part  owner  of  the 
ship  was  domiciled  within  Canada  at  the  time  the  necessaries  were  supplied, 
shall  be  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  "The  Admiralty  Act 
of  1861  "  (as  extended  to  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  by  "  The  Colonial 
Courts  of  Admiralty  Act,  1890")  whereby  jurisdiction  is  given  to  entertain 
such  actions  for  necessaries  upon  it  being  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
court  that  at  the  time  of  the  institution  of  the  cause  no  owner  or  part  owner 
of  the  ship  is  domiciled  in  Canada. 

"  We  beg  leave  humbly  to  recommend  that  Your  Majesty  will  be  gra- 
ciously pleased  by  Your  Order  in  Council  to  direct  that  the  present  clause  (b) 
of  Rule  thirty-seven  of  the  Rules  of  Court  for  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada 
shall  be  rescinded  and  that  the  following  clause  which  has  been  duly  prepared 
by  the*  proper  authority  as  required  by  the  said  Colonial  Courts  of  Admiralty 
Act,  1890,  and  by  the  Admiralty  Act,  1891,  (Canada)  shall  be  substituted 
therefor  : — 

"  1  (b)  In  an  action  for  necessaries  the  national  character  of  the 
6  ship  and  that  to  the  best  of  the  deponents'  belief  no  owner  or  part 
'  owner  of  the  ship  is  domiciled  in  Canada  at  the  time  of  the  insti- 
'  tution  of  the  action.' 
"  Your  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  has  signi- 
fied his  concurrence  herein." 

His  Majesty,  having  taken  the  said  memorial  into  consideration,  was 
pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  to  approve  of  what  is 
therein  proposed.  And  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
the  Admiralty  are  to  give  the  necessary  directions  herein  accordingly.

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Apprehension  of  Japanese  Seamen  deserters. 


AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  9th  DAY 

OF  OCTOBER,  1903. 

Present : 

THE  KING'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  by  subsection  (1)  of  section  238  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1894,  it  is  provided  that  where  it  appears  to  His  Majesty  that  due 
facilities  are,  or  will  be,  given  by  the  Government  of  any  foreign  country  for 
recovering  and  apprehending  seamen  who  desert  from  British  merchant  ships 
in  that  country,  His  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  stating  that  such 
facilities  are  or  will  be  given,  declare  that  that  section  shall  apply  in  the  case 
of  such  foreign  country,  subject  to  any  limitations,  conditions,  and  qualifica- 
tions contained  in  the  Order  ; 

And  whereas  it  appears  to  His  Majesty  that  due  facilities  are  given  by 
the  Government  of  Japan  for  recovering  and  apprehending  seamen  who  desert 
from  British  merchant  ships  in  that  country  ; 

And  whereas  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  was  pleased,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1898,  to  apply  the 
provision  of  section  238  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  in  the  case  of 
Japan  ; 

And  whereas  since  the  date  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  in  Council  the 
Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  entered  into  by  Her  late  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Empress  of 
India,  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  dated  the  16th  day  of  July, 
1894,  has  been  brought  into  operation  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of 
article  XXL  thereof* ; 

And  whereas  under  article  XIV.  of  such  treaty  it  was  provided  that  the 
stipulations  therein  contained  for  the  recovery  of  deserters  from  the  vessels  of 
their  respective  countries  should  not  apply  to  the  subjects  of  the  country 
where  the  desertion  takes  place  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  repeal  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the 
19th  day  of  May,  1898,— 

Now  therefore  His  Majesty,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  Him  by 
the  hereinbefore  recited  subsection  (1)  of  section  238  of  the  Merchant  Ship- 
ping Act,  1894,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  is  pleased 
to  order  and  declare,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  and  declared,  that  from  and 
after  the  publication  hereof  in  the  London  Gazette,  seamen  not  being  slaves 
(and  not  being  British  subjects)  who,  within  His  Majesty's  dominions,  desert 
from  ships  belonging  to  subjects  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan  shall 
be  liable  to  be  apprehended  and  carried  on  board  their  respective  ships  ; 

And  His  Majesty  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  Him  by  the  provi- 
sions of  section  738  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  is  further  pleased  to  order  and  declare  that 
upon  and  after  the  publication  hereof  in  the  London  Gazette  the  Order  in 
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Council  made  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1898,  and  published  in  the  London 
Gazette  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  1898,  shall  be  revoked  and  the  same  is  hereby 
revoked  accordingly. 

And  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  tor  India  in  Council  are  to 
give  the  necessary  directions  herein  accordingly.

AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  9th  DAY 

OF  OCTOBER,  1903. 

Present : 

THE  KING'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-six,  a  Convention  (hereinafter  called  the  Berne  Convention) 
with  respect  to  the  protection  to  be  given  by  way  of  copyright  to  the  authors 
of  literary  and  artistic  works  was  concluded  between  Her  late  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria  and  the  foreign  countries  following,  that  is  to  say  : — Belgium,  Hayti, 
Switzerland,  France,  Italy,  Germany,  Spain,  and  Tunis. 

And  whereas  on  the  fifth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred 
and  eighty-seven,  the  ratifications  of  the  said  Convention  were  duly  exchauged 
between  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  and  the  aforesaid  countries. 

And  whereas  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  made  under 
the  authority  committed  to  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  by  the  Interna- 
tional Copyright  Acts,  184  4  to  1886,  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  make  provi- 
sion for  giving  rights  of  copyright  throughout  Her  Majesty's  dominions  to 
the  authors  of  literary  and  artistic  works  first  produced  in  any  of  the  said 
foreign  countries  (therein  referred  to  as  the  foreign  countries  of  the  Copyright 
Union)  and  otherwise  giving  effect  throughout  Her  Majesty's  dominions  to 
the  terms  of  the  said  Berne  Convention,  and  an  English  translation  of  the 
said  Convention  was  set  out  in  the  first  schedule  to  the  said  Order  in  Council. 

And  whereas  since  the  date  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  the  foreign 
countries  following,  namely : — Luxembourg,  Monaco,  Montenegro,  and  Nor- 
way have  acceded  to  the  said  Berne  Convention,  and  by  Orders  in  Council 
dated  respectively  the  tenth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-eight,  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  and  the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  and  made  under  the  authority  aforesaid,  the  provisions  of  the  said  Order 
in  Council  of  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  one  thoupand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-seven,  have  been  extended  to  the  last  mentioned  foreign  countries 
respectively. 
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And  whereas  an  additional  Act  to  the  said  Berne  Convention  was  agreed 
upon  between  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  and  the  following  foreign 
countries  for  the  purpose  of  varying  the  provisions  of  the  said  Berne  Conven- 
tion, namely : — Germany,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Luxembourg,  Spain,. 
Monaco,  Tunis,  France,  and  Montenegro,  and  the  ratifications  of  the  said 
additional  Act  were  on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  exchanged  between  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Vic- 
toria and  the  said  foreign  countries. 

And  whereas  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  seventh  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  made  under  the  authority 
aforesaid  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  was  phased  to  make  provision  lor 
varying  the  hereinbefore  recited  Order  in  Council  of  the  twenty-eighth  day 
of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  otherwise 
giving  effect  to  the  said  additional  Act  throughout  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
so  far  as  regards  the  foreign  countries  hereinbefore  named  as  parties  t<>  the 
said  additional  Act,  and  an  English  translation  ot  the  ^aid  additional  Act  is 
set  forth  in  the  schedule  to  the  Order  in  Council  now  in  recital. 

And  whereas  the  Republic  of  Hayti  having  duly  aceeded  to  the  said 
additional  Act,  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  seventh  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  was  by  Order  in  Council  of  the 
nineteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  extended 
to  the  said  republic. 

And  whereas  the  Empire  of  Japan  having  duly  acceded  to  the  said  Berne 
Convention  and  the  said  additional  Act,  the  said  Orders  in  Council  of  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  and  the  seventh  day  ot  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  were  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  eighth  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  extended  to  the  said  Empire  of  Japan. 

And  whereas  the  Principality  of  Montenegro  having  duly  denounced  the 
said  Berne  Convention  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  sixteenth  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  was  revoked  by  an  Order  in 
Council  of  the  eighth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  and  the  provisions  of  the  said  Orders  in  Council  of  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  November,  one  thousnnd  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  the 
seventh  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  have 
ceased  to  apply  to  the  said  Principality  of  Montenegro. 

And  whereas  the  foreign  countries  following,  namely: — Luxembourg, 
Monaco,  Norway  and  Japan,  together  with  the  foreign  countries  comprised 
in  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  now  constitute  the  foreign  coun- 
tries of  the  Copyright  Union  within  the  meaning  ot  the  said  Order  in  Coun- 
cil of  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-seven. 

And  whereas  it  has  been  intimated  to  His  Majesty's  Government  that 
the  Government  of  Denmark  have  notified  the  accession  of  that  country  to 
the  said  Berne  Convention  and  additional  Act  so  far  as  regards  the  Kingdom 
of  Denmark  and  the  Faroe  Islands,  but  excluding  Iceland,  Greenland,  and 
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the  Danish  Antilles  such  accession  to  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three. 

And  whereas  His  Majesty  in  Council  is  satisfied  that  the  said  Govern- 
ment of  Denmark  has  made  such  provisions  as  it  appears  to  His  Majesty 
expedient  to  require  for  the  protection  of  authors'  works  first  produced  in  His 
Majesty's  dominions. 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Coun- 
cil and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  committed  to  His  Majesty  by  the  Interna- 
tional Copyright  Acts,  1844  to  1886,  doth  order  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as 
follows  : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  commencement  of  this  Order  the  hereinbefore 
recited  Orders  in  Council  of  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  the  seventh  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  extend  to  the  Kingdom  of  Denmark 
and  the  Faroe  Islands. 

2.  This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  as  from  the  first  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  which  date  is  hereinbefore  referred  to  as 
the  commencement  of  this  Order. 

3.  And  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury  are  to  give 
the  necessary  orders  herein  accordingly.

AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  29th  DAY  OF 

JANUARY,  1904. 

Present  : 

the  king's  most  excellent  majesty  in  council. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  17th  day  of  March,  1875, 
after  reciting  that  by  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act, 
1862,  it  was  enacted  that,  whenever  it  was  made  to  appear  to  Her  late 
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Majesty  that  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant 
ships  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  the  principal  Acf,  had  been  adopted 
by  the  Government  of  any  foreign  country,  and  were  in  force  in  that  country, 
it  should  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  Order  in  Council,  to  direct  that  the 
ships  of  such  foreign  country  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in 
their  certificates  of  registry,  or  other  national  papers,  and  thereupon  it  should 
no  longer  be  necessary  for  such  ships  to  be  remeasured  in  any  port  or  place  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  but  such  ships  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the 
tonnage  denoted  in  their  certificates  of  registry  or  other  papers,  in  the 
same  manner,  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purposes,  in,  to,  and  for 
which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  certificates  of  registry  of  British  ships  was 
to  be  deemed  the  tonnage  of  such  ships,  and  reciting  that  it  had  been  made  to 
appear  to  Her  late  Majesty  that  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of 
tonnage  of  merchant  ships  then  in  force  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act, 
1854,  had  been  adopted  by  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain, 
with  the  exception  of  a  difference  in  the  mode  in  certain  steamers  of  estimating 
the  allowance  for  engine  room,  and  such  rules  were  then  in  force  in  that 
country,  having  come  into  operation  on  the  2nd  day  of  December,  1874,  Her 
Majesty  was  thereby  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to 
direct  as  follows  : — 

1.  As  regards  sailing  ships,  that  merchant  sailing  ships  of  the  said  King- 

dom of  Spain,  the  measurement  whereof  after  the  said  2nd  day  of 
December,  1874,  had  been  ascertained  and  denoted  in  the  registers 
and  other  national  papers  of  such  sailing  ships,  testified  by  the  date 
thereof,  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  such 
registers  and  other  national  papers  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the 
same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purpose,  in,  to  and  for  which  the  ton- 
nage denoted  in  the  certificate  of  registry  of  British  sailing  ships  was 
deemed  to  be  the  tonnage  of  such  ships. 

2.  As  regards  steamships,  that  merchant  ships  belonging  to  the  said  King- 

dom of  Spain  which  were  propelled  by  steam  or  any  other  power 
requiring  engine  room,  the  measurement  whereof  should,  after  the 
said  2nd  day  of  December,  1874,  have  been  ascertained  and  denoted 
in  the  registers  and  other  national  papers  of  such  steamships,  testi- 
fied by  the  dates  thereof,  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage 
denoted  in  such  registers  or  other  national  papers  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purpose,  in,  to  and  for 
which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  certificate  of  registry  of  British 
ships  was  deemed  to  be  the  tonnage  of  such  ships.  Provided,  never- 
theless, that  if  the  owner  or  master  of  any  such  Spanish  steamship 
desired  the  deduction  for  engine  room  in  his  ships  to  be  estimated 
under  the  rules  for  engine  room  measurement  and  deduction  ap- 
plicable to  British  ships  instead  of  under  the  Spanish  rule,  the  engine 
room  should  be  measured  and  the  deduction  calculated  according  to 
the  British  rules. 

And  whereas  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1862,  was 
repealed  by  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  but  by  section  745  of  the  latter 
Act  it  is  amongst  other  things  provided  that  any  Order  in  Council  made  under 
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any  enactment  thereby  repealed  shall  continue  in  force  as  if  it  had  been  made 

under  the  said  Act  of  1894  : 

And  whereas  by  section  84  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  it  is 

enacted  as  follows  : — 

84. — (1.)  Whenever  it  appears  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council  that 
the  tonnage  regulations  of  this  Act  have  been  adopted  by  any  foreign 
country,  and  are  in  force  there,  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  order 
that  the  ships  of  that  country  shall,  without  being  remeasured  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  dmoted 
in  their  certificates  of  registry  or  other  national  papers,  in  the  same 
manner,  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  ton- 
nage denoted  in  the  certificate  of  registry  of  a  British  ship  is  deemed 
to  be  the  tonnage  of  that  ship. 
(2.)  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  limit  the  time  during  which  the  Order 
is  to  remain  in  operation,  and  make  the  Order  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions and  qualifications  (if  any)  as  Her  Majesty  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, and  the  operation  of  the  Order  shall  be  limited  and  modified 
accordingly. 

(3.)  If  it  is  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  the  tonnage  of  any  foreign 
ship,  as  measured  by  the  rules  of  the  country  to  which  she  belongs^ 
materially  differs  from  that  which  would  be  her  tonnage  if  measured 
under  this  Act,  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  order  that,  notwith- 
standing any  Order  in  Council  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  this 
section,  any  of  the  ships  of  that  country  may,  for  all  or  any  of  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  be  remeasured  in  accordance  with  this  Act. 
And  whereas  by  section  30  of  the  Interpretation  Act,  1889,  it  is  enacted 
that  in  that  Act,  and  in  every  other  Act  whether  passed  before  or  after  the 
commencement  of  that  Act,  references  to  the  Sovereign  reigning  at  the  time 
of  the  passing  of  the  Act  or  to  the  Crown  shall,  unless  the  contrary  intention 
appears,  be  construed  as  references  to  the  Sovereign  for  the  time  being,  and 
that  Act  shall  be  binding  on  the  Crown  : 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  His  present  Majesty  that  the 
tonnage  of  Spanish  ships  as  measured  by  the  rules  concerning  the  measure- 
ment of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  of  Spain  materially  differs  from  that  which 
would  be  the  tonnage  of  such  ships  if  measured  under  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1894: 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty  in  Council  doth  order  that  notwithstanding 
the  hereinbefore  recited  Order  in  Council  dated  the  17th  day  of  March,  1^75, 
any  of  the  ships  of  Spain  may  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act,  1894,  be  remeasured  in  accordance  with  the  said  Act.

THE  KING'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  5th  day  of  May,  1873,  after 
reciting  that  by  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1862, 
it  was  enacted  that,  whenever  it  was  made  to  appear  to  Her  late  Majesty  that 
the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  for  the 
time  being  in  force  under  the  principal  Act,  had  been  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  any  foreign  country,  and  were  in  force  in  that  country,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  Order  in  Council,  to  direct  that  the  ships  of  such 
foreign  country  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  their  certi- 
ficates of  registry  or  other  national  papers,  and  thereupon  it  should  no  longer 
be  necessary  for  such  ships  to  be  remeasured  in  any  port  or  place  in  Her 
Majesty's  dominions,  but  such  ships  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage 
denoted  in  the  certificates  of  registry  or  other  papers,  in  the  same  manner,  to 
the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purposes,  in,  to  and  for  which  the  tonnage 
denoted  in  the  certificates  of  registry  of  British  ships  was  to  be  deemed  the 
tonnage  of  such  ships,  and  reciting  that  it  had  been  made  to  appear  to  Her 
Majesty  that  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant 
ships  then  in  force  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,  had  been 
adopted  by  the  President  of  the  French  Republic,  and  were  in  force  in  the 
French  dominions,  Her  Majesty  was  thereby  pleaded,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  direct  that  the  ships  of  France,  the  certificates  of 
French  nationality  and  registry  of  which  were  dated  on  or  after  the  first  day 
of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,  should  be  deemed  to 
be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  said  certificates  of  French  nationality  and 
registry. 

And  whereas  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1862,  was 
repealed  by  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  but  by  section  745  of  the 
latter  Act  it  is  amongst  other  things  provided  that  any  Order  in  Council  made 
under  any  enactment  thereby  repealed  shall  continue  in  force  as  if  it  had  been 
made  unaer  the  said  Act  of  1894  : 

And  whereas  by  section  84  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  it  is 
enacted  as  follows  : — 

84.  (1.)  Whenever  it  appears  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council  that' 
the  tonnage  regulations  of  this  Act  have  been  adopted  by  any  foreign 
country,  and  are  in  force  there,  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  order 
that  the  ships  of  that  country  shall,  without  being  remeasured  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted 
in  their  certificates  of  registry  or  other  national  papers,  in  the  same 
manner,  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  ton- 
nage denoted  in  the  certificate  of  registry  of  a  British  ship  is  deemed 
to  be  the  tonnage  of  that  ship. 
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(2.)  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  limit  the  time  during  which  the  Order 
is  to  remain  in  operation,  and  make  the  Order  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions and  qualifications  (if  any)  as  Her  Majesty  may  deem  expe- 
dient, and  the  operation  of  the  Order  shall  be  limited  and  modified 
accordingly. 

(3.)  If  it  is  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  the  tonnage  of  any 
foreign  ship,  as  measured  by  the  rules  of  the  country  to  which  she- 
belongs,  materially  differs  from  that  which  would  be  her  tonnage  if 
measured  under  this  Act,  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  order  that, 
notwithstanding  any  Order  in  Council  for  the  time  being  in  force 
under  this  section,  any  of  the  ships  of  that  country  may,  for  all  or 
any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  be  remeasured  in  accordance  with 
this  Act.  '  . 

And  whereas  by  section  30  of  the  Interpretation  Act,  1889,  it  is  enacted 
that  in  that  Act  and  in  every  other  Act  whether  passed  before  or  after  tho 
commencement  of  that  Act  references  to  the  Sovereign  reigning  at  the  time 
of  the  passing  of  the  Act  or  to  the  Crown  shall  unless  the  contrary  intention 
appears  be  construed  as  references  to  the  Sovereign  for  the  time  being  and 
that  Act  shall  be  binding  on  the  Crown  : 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  His  present  Majesty  that  the 
tonnage  of  French  ships  as  measured  by  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement 
of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  of  France  materially  differs  from  that  which 
would  be  the  tonnage  of  such  ships  if  measured  under  the  Merchant  Ship- 
ping Act,  1894  : 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty  in  Council  doth  order  that  notwithstanding 
the  hereinbefore  recited  Order  in  Council  dated  the  5th  day  of  May,  1873, 
any  of  the  ships  of  France  may  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  Mer- 
chant Shipping  Act,  1894,  be  remeasured  in  accordance  with  the  said  Act.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  has  received  a  telegram  from  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  drawing  attention  to 
His  Majesty's  proclamation  of  neutrality  on  the  occasion  of  the  war  between 
Japan  and  Russia.  The  text  of  the  proclamation  has  not  yet  come  to  hand. 
In  the  meantime  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  hereby  charges  and 
commands  all  subjects  of  His  Majesty  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to 
observe  strict  neutrality  in  and  during  the  aforesaid  war,  and  to  abstain  from 
violating  or  contravening  either  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  realm  in  that 
behalf,  or  the  law  of  nations  in  relation  thereto.  Attention  is  also  directed 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  A  ct  and  the  rules  based  thereon. 
All  British  subjects  are  warned  against  any  transgression  of  the  same. 
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The  following  rules  are  hereby  declared  to  be  in  force  forthwith  : — 

Rule  A. — No  ships  of  war  of  either  belligerent  may  use  British  waters  as 
places  of  resort  for  warlike  purposes  or  equipment,  or  may  leave  British  waters 
until  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  a  ship  of  either  belligerent  whether  a  ship 
of  war  or  a  merchant  ship. 

Rule  B. — Every  such  ship  of  war  shall  be  required  to  put  to  sea  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  entrance  unless  in  the  event  of  stress  of  weather 
or  necessity  for  repairs  or  provisions,  in  which  case  it  must  leave  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  certainly  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  of  completfon  of  repairs. 

Rule  B  is  subject  to  Rule  A  and  time  may  be  extended  accordingly.  No 
supplies  to  be  allowed  beyond  provisions  and  subsistence  for  crew  necessary 
for  immediate  use,  nor  coal,  beyond  what  can  take  the  ship  to  the  nearest  port 
of  its  own  country.  No  ship  can  coal  in  any  British  port  twice  within  three 
months.    No  prizes  can  be  brought  into  British  waters.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  has  received  a  further  telegram 
from  the  Right  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  directing 
that  the  following  additional  rules  be  added  to  those  already  published  touch- 
ing the  coaling  of  belligerent  vessels  of  war  in  British  ports  : — 

1.  During  continuation  of  hostilities  no  coal  to  be  supplied  to  war  ships  of 
either  of  the  belligerent  powers  except  on  a  written  authorization  of  the  com- 
petent port  authorities,  specifying  the  amount  of  coal  which  may  be  supplied ; 

2.  Before  issuing  any  authorization  for  the  supply  of  coal  to  any  belliger- 
ent war  ship,  the  port  authority  shall  obtain  a  written  declaration  duly  signed 
by  the  officer  commanding  such  war  ship,  of  the  destination  to  which  it  is 
proceeding  and  the  amount  of  coal  already  on  board.

Sir, — With  reference  to  my  telegram  communicating  to  you  the  rules 
for  the  observance  of  the  duties  of  neutrality  to  be  in  force  during  the  exist- 
ing state  of  war  between  Russia  and  Japan,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to 
you  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Foreign  Office,  embodying  those  rules, 
together  with  copies  of  His  Majesty's  proclamation  of  neutrality. 

I  have  to  request  that  you  will  cause  both  documents  to  be  immediately 
published  throughout  the  colony  under  your  Government,  referring  to  the 
Proclamation  or  notifications  you  may  have  already  issued  on  receipt  of  my 
telegraphic  instructions  on  the  subject,  and  that  you  will  not  fail  to  conform 
to  His  Majesty's  commands.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

JED  WARD,  R.  &  I. 

Whereas  We  are  happily  at  peace  with  all  Sovereigns,  Powers  and 
States : 

And  whereas  a  state  of  war  unhappily  exists  between  His  Majesty  the 
Emperor  of  all  the  Russias,  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  and 
between  their  respective  subjects,  and  others  inhabiting  wTithin  their  countries, 
territories,  or  dominions : 
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And  whereas  We  are  on  terms  of  friendship  and  amicable  intercourse 
with  each  of  these  Powers,  and  with  their  several  subjects,  and  others  inhabit- 
ing within  their  countries,  territories,  or  dominions  : 

And  whereas  great  numbers  of  Our  loyal  subjects  reside  and  carry  on 
commerce,  and  possess  property  and  establishments,  and  enjoy  various  rights 
and  privileges,  within  the  dominions  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  Powers,  pro- 
tected by  the  faith  of  treaties  between  Us  and  each  of  the  aforesaid  Powers : 

And  whereas  We,  being  desirous  of  preserving  to  Our  subjects  the  bless- 
ings of  peace,  which  they  now  happily  enjoy,  are  firmly  purposed  and  deter- 
mined to  maintain  a  strict  and  impartial  neutrality  in  the  said  state  of  war 
unhappily  existing  between  the  aforesaid  Powers  : 

We,  therefore,  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy 
Council,  to  issue  thi's  Our  Royal  Proclamation : 

And  We  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all  Our  loving  subjects 
to  govern  themselves  accordingly,  and  to  observe  a  strict  neutrality  in  and 
during  the  aforesaid  war,  and  to  abstain  from  violating  or  contravening 
either  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  realm  in  this  behalf,  or  the  law  of  nations 
in  relation  thereto,  as  they  will  answer  to  the  contrary  at  their  peri]  : 

And  whereas  in  and  by  certain  statute  made  and  passed  in  a  session  of 
Parliament  holden  in  the  33rd  and  34th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  late  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  Her  Majesty's 
Subjects  during  the  existence  of  hostilities  between  Foreign  States  with  which 
Her  Majesty  is  at  peace,''  it  is,  among  other  things,  declared  and  enacted  as 
follows :  — 

"  This  Act  shall  extend  to  all  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty,  including 
the  adjacent  territorial  waters  : — 

"  Illegal  Enlistment. 

"  If  any  person  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty,  being  a  British  sub- 
ject, within  or  without  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  accepts  or  agrees  to  accept 
any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign 
State  at  war  with  any  foreign  State  at  peace  with  Her  Majesty,  and  in  this 
Act  referred  to  as  a  friendly  State,  or  whether  a  British  subject  or  not,  within 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  induces  any  other  person  to  accept  or  agree  to 
accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any 
such  foreign  State  as  aforesaid, — 

"  He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punish- 
able by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ; 
and  imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or  without  hard 
labour. 

"  If  any  person  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty,  being  a  British  sub- 
ject, quits  or  goes  on  board  any  ship  with  a  view  of  quitting  Her  Majesty's 
dominions,  with  intent  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  a  friendly  State,  or, 
whether  a  British  subject  or  not,  within  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  induces 
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any  other  person  to  quit  or  to  go  on  board  any  ship  with  a  view  of  quitting 
Her  Majesty's  dominions  with  the  like  intent, — 

"  He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punish- 
able by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ;  and 
imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or  without  hard  labour. 
"If  any  person  induces  any  other  person  to  quit  Her  Majesty's  domin- 
ions or  to  embark  on  any  ship  within  Her  Majesty's  dominions  under  a  mis- 
representation or  false  representation  of  the  service  in  which  such  person  is 
to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent  or  in  order  that  such  person  may  accept  or 
agree  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval  ser- 
vice of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  a  friendly  State, — 

"  He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punish- 
able by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ;  and 
imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  with  or  without  hard  labour. 
"  If  the  master  or  owner  of  any  ship,  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty, 
knowingly  either  takes  on  board,  or  engages  to  take  on  board,  or  has 
on  board  such  ship  within  Her  Majesty's  dominions  any  of  the  following 
persons,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  illegally  enlisted  persons,  that  is  to  say  : — 
"  (1.)  Any  person  who,  being  a  British  subject  within  or  without  the 
dominions  of  Her  Majesty,  has,  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty, 
accepted  or  agreed  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  any 
friendly  State  : 

"  (2.)  Any  person,  being  a  British  subject,  who,  without  the  license  of 
Her  Majesty,  is  about  to  quit  Her  Majesty's  dominions  with  intent  to 
accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval  ser- 
vice of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  a  friendly  State : 

"  (3.)  Any  person  who  has  been  induced  to  embark  under  a  misrepresen- 
tation or  false  representation  of  the  service  in  which  such  person  is 
to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent  or  in  order  that  such  person  may 
accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  a  friendly 
State : 

"  Such  master  or  owner  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
and  the  following  consequences  shall  ensue,  that  is  to  say, — 

"(1.)  The  offender  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
either  of  such  punishments  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  before 
which  the  offender  is  convicted ;  and  imprisonment,  if  awarded, 
may  be  either  with  or  without  hard  labour ;  and 

"  (2.)  Such  ship  shall  be  detained  until  the  trial  and  conviction  or 
acquittal  of  the  master  or  owner,  and  until  all  penalties  inflicted 
on  the  master  or  owner  have  been  paid,  or  the  master  or  owner  has 
given  security  for  the  payment  of  such  penalties  to  the  satisfaction 
of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  or  other  magistrate  or  magistrate* 
having  the  authority  of  two  justices  of  the  peace ;  and 
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"  (3.)  All  illegally  enlisted  persons  shall  immediately  on  the  discovery  of 
the  offence  be  taken  on  shore,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  return  to 
the  ship. 

"Illegal  Shipbuilding  and  Illegal  Expeditions. 

"If  any  person  within  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  without  the  license  of 
Her  Majesty,  does  any  of  the  following  acts  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  (1.)  Builds  or  agrees  to  build,  or  causes  to  be  built  any  ship  with  intent 
or  knowledge,  or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same 
shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any 
foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly  State :  or 

"(2.)  Issues  or  delivers  any  commission  for  any  ship  with  intent  or 
knowledge,  or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall 
or  will  be  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign 
State  at  war  with  any  friendly  State  :  or 

"  (3.)  Equips  any  ship  with  intent  or  knowledge,  or  having  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly 
State  :  or 

"(4.)  Despatches,  or  causes  or  allows  to  be  despatched,  any  ship  with 
intent  or  knowledge,  or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the 
same  shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of 
any  foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly  State  : 

"Such  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an  offence  against 
this  Act,  and  the  following  consequences  shall  ensue  : 

"  (1.}  The  offender  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
either  of  such  punishments,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  before 
which  the  offender  is  convicted ;  and  imprisonment,  if  awarded, 
may  be  either  with  or  without  hard  labour  ; 

"  (2.)  The  ship  in  respect  of  which  any  such  offence  is  committed,  and 
her  equipment,  shall  be  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty  : 

"  Provided  that  a  person  building,  causing  to  be  built,  or  equipping  a 
ship  in  any  of  the  cases  aforesaid,  in  pursuance  of  a  contract  made  before  the 
commencement  of  such  war  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  of  the 
penalties  imposed  by  this  section  in  respect  of  such  building  or  equipping 
if  he  satisfies  the  conditions  following  (that  is  to  say)  : — 

"  (1.)  If  forthwith  upon  a  proclamation  of  neutrality  being  issued  by 
Her  Majesty  he  gives  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  State  that  he  is  so 
building,  causing  to  be  built,  or  equipping  such  ship,  and  furnishes 
such  particulars  of  the  contract  and  of  any  matters  relating  to,  or 
done,  or  to  be  done  under  the  contract  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  : 

"  (2.)  If  he  gives  such  security,  and  takes  and  permits  to  be  taken  such 
other  measures,  if  any,  as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  prescribe  for 
ensuring  that  such  ship  shall  not  be  despatched,  delivered,  or 
removed  without  the  license  of  Her  Majesty  until  the  termination 
of  such  war  as  aforesaid. 
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"  Where  any  ship  is  built  by  order  of  or  on  behalf  of  any  foreign  State 
when  at  war  with  a  friendly  State,  or  is  delivered  to  or  to  the  order  of  such, 
foreign  State,  or  any  person  who  to  the  knowledge  of  the  person  building  is 
an  agent  of  such  foreign  State,  or  is  paid  for  by  such  foreign  State  or  such 
agent,  and  is  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  such  foreign 
State,  such  ship  shall,  until  the  contrary  is  proved,  be  deemed  to  have  been 
built  with  a  view  to  being  so  employed,  and  the  burden  shall  lie  on  the 
builder  of  such  ship  of  proving  that  he  did  not  know  that  the  ship  was 
intended  to  be  so  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  such  foreign 
State. 

u  If  any  person  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty,  and  without  the 
license  ot  11  er  Majes'y, — 

"  By  adding  to  the  number  of  the  guns,  or  by  changing  those  on  board 
for  other  guns,  or  by  the  addition  of  any  equipment  for  war,  increases  or 
augments,  or  procures  to  be  increased  or  augmented,  or  is  knowingly  con- 
cerned in  increasing  or  augmenting  the  warlike  force  of  any  ship  which  at 
the  time  of  her  being  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  was  a  ship  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  any  foreign  State  at  war  with  any  friendly 
State, — 

"  Such  person  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall 
be  punishable  by  line  and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish- 
ments, at  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which  the  offender  is 
convicted  ;  and  imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  hard  labour. 
"  If  any  person  within  the  limits  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  and  with- 
out the  license  of  Her  Majesty  : 

"Prepares  or  fits  out  any  naval  or  military  expedition  to  proceed 
against  the  dominions  of  any  friendly  State,  the  following  consequences  shall 
ensue : 

"  (1.)  Every  person  engaged  in  such  preparation  or  fitting  out,  or  assist- 
ing therein,  or  employed  in  any  capacity  in  such  expedition,  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by 
fine  and  imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  before  which  the  offender  is  convicted  ;  and 
imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or  without  hard 
labour. 

"  (2.)  All  ships,  and  their  equipments,  and  all  arms  and  munitions  of 
war,  used  in  or  forming  part  of  such  expedition,  shall  be  forfeited 
to  Her  Majesty. 

"  Any  person  who  aids,  abets,  counsels,  or  procures  the  commission  of 
any  offence  aga  nst  this  Act  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  as  a 
principal  offender." 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  is  further  provided  that  ships  built, 
commissioned,  equipped,  or  despatched  in  contravention  of  the  said  Act,  may 
be  condemned  and  for!  cited  by  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty;  and 
that  if  the  Secretary  of  State  or  chief  executive  authority  is  satisfied  that 
there  ie  a  reasonable  and  probable  cause  lor  believing  that  a  ship  within  Our 
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dominions  has  been  or  is  being  built,  commissioned,  or  equipped,  contrary  to 
the  said  Act,  and  is  about  to  be  taken  beyond  the  limits  of  such  dominions, 
or  that  a  ship  is  about  to  be  despatched  contrary  to  the  Act,  such  Secretary 
of  State  or  chief  executive  authority  shall  have  power  to  issue  a  warrant 
authorizing  the  seizure  and  search  of  such  ship  and  her  detention  until  she 
has  been  either  condemned  or  released  by  process  of  law.  And  whereas 
certain  powers  of  seizure  and  detention  are  conferred  by  the  said  Act  on 
certain  local  authorities  ; 

Now,  in  order  that  none  of  Our  subjects  may  unwarily  render  themselves 
liable  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  said  statute,  We  do  hereby  strictly 
command  that  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  do  commit  any  act,  matter, 
or  thing  whatsoever  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  statute,  upon  pain 
of  the  several  penalties  by  the  said  statute  imposed  and  of  Our  high  dis- 
pleasure. 

And  We  do  hereby  further  warn  and  admonish  all  Our  loving  subjects, 
and  all  persons  whatsoever  entitled  to  Our  protection,  to  observe  towards 
each  of  the  aforesaid  Powers,  their  subjects,  and  territories,  and  towards  all 
belligerents  whatsoever  with  whom  We  are  at  peace,  the  duties  of  neu- 
trality ;  and  to  respect,  in  all  and  each  of  them,  the  exercise  of  belligerent 
rights. 

And  We  hereby  further  warn  all  Our  loving  subjects,  and  all  persons 
whatsoever  entitled  to  Our  protection,  that  if  any  of  them  shall  presume,  in 
contempt  of  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  of  Our  high  displeasure,  to  do 
any  acts  in  derogation  of  their  duty  as  subjects  of  a  neutral  Power  in  a 
war  between  other  Powers,  or  in  violation  or  contravention  of  the  law  of 
nations  in  that  behalf,  as  more  especially  by  breaking,  or  endeavouring  to 
break,  any  blockade  lawfully  and  actually  established  by  or  on  behalf  of 
either  of  the  said  Powers,  or  by  carrying  officers,  soldiers,  despatches,  arms, 
ammunition,  military  stores  or  materials,  or  any  article  or  articles  con- 
sidered and  deemed  to  be  contraband  of  war  according  to  the  law  or 
modern  usages  of  nations,  for  the  use  or  service  of  either  of  the  said  Powers 
that  all  persons  so  offending,  together  with  their  ships  and  goods,  will  right- 
fully incur  and  be  justly  liable  to  hostile  capture,  and  to  the  penalties 
denounced  by  the  law  of  nations  in  that  behalf. 

And  We  do  hereby  give  notice  that  all  Our  subjects  and  persons 
entitled  to  Our  protection  who  may  misconduct  themselves  in  the  premises 
will  do  so  at  their  peril,  and  of  their  own  wrong ;  and  that  they  will  in  no 
wise  obtain  any  protection  from  Us  against  such  capture  or  such  penalties  as 
aforesaid,  but  will,  on  the  contrary,  incur  Our  high  displeasure  by  such 
misconduct. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  this  eleventh  day  of  February \ 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  and 
in  the  fourth  year  of  Our  Reign. 


GOD  SAVE  THE  KING.

Mr  Lords, 

His  Majesty  being  fully  determined  to  observe  the  duties  of  neutrality 
during  the  existing  state  of  war  between  Russia  and  Japan  ;  being,  moreover, 
resolved  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  use  of  His  Majesty's  harbours, 
ports  and  coasts,  and  the  waters  within  His  Majesty's  territorial  jurisdiction, 
in  aid  of  the  warlike  purposes  of  either  belligerent,  has  commanded  me  to 
communicate  to  your  Lordships,  for  your  guidance,  the  following  rules, 
which  are  to  be  treated  and  enforced  as  His  Majesty's  orders  and  directions  : 

Rule  1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  present  state  of  war,  all  ships  of 
war  of  either  belligerent  are  prohibited  from  making  use  of  any  port  or  road- 
stead in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  the  Channel  Islands,  or  in 
any  of  His  Majesty's  colonies  or  foreign  possessions  or  dependencies,  or  of 
any  waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British  Crown,  as  a 
station  or  place  of  resort  for  any  warlike  purpose,  or  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining any  facilities  for  warlike  equipment ;  and  no  ship  of  war  of  either 
belligerent  shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  leave  any  such  port,  roadstead,  or 
waters  from  which  any  vessel  of  the  other  belligerent  (whether  the  same  shall 
be  a  ship  of  war  or  a  merchant  ship)  shall  have  previously  departed  until 
after  the  expiration  of  at  least  twenty-four  hours  from  the  departure  of  such 
last-mentioned  vessel  beyond  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  His  Majestj7. 

Rule  2.  If  there  is  now  in  any  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  subject  to 
the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British  Crown  any  ship  of  war  of  either  belli- 
gerent, such  ship  of  war  shall  leave  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  within 
such  time  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  as  shall  be  reasonable,  having  re- 
gard to  all  the  circumstances  and  the  condition  of  such  ship  as  to  repairs, 
provisions,  or  things  necessary  for  the  subsistence  of  her  crew  ;  and  if  after 
the  date  hereof  any  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  enter  any  such  port, 
roadstead,  or  waters,  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British 
Crown,  such  ship  shall  depart  and  put  to  sea  within  twenty-four  hours  after  her 
entrance  into  any  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters,  except  in  case  of  stress  of 
weather,  or  of  her  requiring  provisions  or  things  nece&oary  for  the  subsistence 
of  her  crew,  or  repairs  ;  in  either  of  which  cases  the  authorities  of  the  port, 
or  of  the  nearest  port  (as  the  case  may  be),  shall  require  her  to  put  to  sea  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  such  period  of  twenty-four  hours,  with- 
out permitting  her  to  take  in  supplies  beyond  what  may  be  necessary  for  her 
immediate  use  ;  and  no  such  vessel  which  may  have  been  allowed  to  remain 
within  British  waters  for  the  purpose  of  repair  shall  continue  in  any  such 
port,  roadstead,  or  waters,  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours  after 
her  necessary  repairs  shall  have  been  completed.    Provided,  nevertheless,  that

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in  all  cases  in  which  there  shall  be  any  vessels  (whether  ships  of  war  or  mer- 
chant ships)  of  both  the  said  belligerent  parties  in  the  same  port,  roadstead, 
or*  waters  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  His  Majesty,  there  shall  be  an 
interval  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  between  the  departure  therefrom 
of  any  such  vessel  (whether  a  ship  of  war  or  merchant  ship)  of  the  one  belli- 
gerent, and  the  subsequent  departure  therefrom  of  any  ship  of  war  of  the  other 
belligerent ;  and  the  time  hereby  limited  for  the  departure  of  such  ships  of 
war  respectively  shall  always,  in  case  of  necessity,  be  extended  so  far  as  may 
be  requisite  for  giving  efiect  to  this  proviso,  but  no  further  or  otherwise. 

Rule  3.  No  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  hereafter  be  permitted, 
while  in  any  such  port,  roadstead  or  waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion of  His  Majesty,  to  take  in  any  supplies,  except  provisions  and  such  other 
things  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  subsistence  of  her  crew,  and  except  so  much 
coal  only  as  may  be  sufficient  to  carry  such  vessel  to  the  nearest  port  of  her 
own  country,  or  to  some  nearer  named  neutral  destination,  and  no  coal  shall 
again  be  supplied  to  any  such  ship  of  war  in  the  same  or  any  other  port,  road- 
stead, or  waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  His  Majesty,  without 
special  permission,  until  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  time 
when  such  coal  may  have  been  last  supplied  to  her  within  British  waters  as 
aforesaid. 

Rule  4.  Armed  ships  of  either  belligerent  are  interdicted  from  carrying 
prizes  made  by  them  into  the  ports,  harbours,  roadsteads,  or  waters  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Channel  Islands,  or  any  of  His 
Majesty's  colonies  or  possessions  abroad. 

The  Governor  or  other  chief  authority  of  each  of  His  Majesty's  territories  or 
possessions  beyond  the  seas  shall  forthwith  notify  and  publish  the  above  rules.

— Military  weapons,  ammunition,  explosives,  and  materials, 
"  including  lead,  saltpetre,  sulphur,  &c,  and  machinery  for  making  them, 
u  uniforms,  naval  and  military,  military  accoutrements,  armour  plated  machin- 
"  ery,  and  materials  for  construction  or  equipment  of  ships  >f  war,  and  all  other 
"  goods  which,  though  not  coming  under  this  list,  are  intended  solely  for  use 
"  in  war.  Above  mentioned  articles  will  be  regarded  as  contraband  of  war 
"  when  passing  through  or  destined  lor  enemy's  army,  navy  or  territory. 

"Second  Class. — Provisions,  drinks,  horses,  harness,  fodder,  vehicles, 
"  coal,  timber,  coins,  gold  and  silver  bullion,  and  materials  for  construction  of 
"  telegraphs,  telephones,  railways.  Above-mentioned  articles  will  be  regarded 
"  as  contraband  of  war  when  destined  for  enemy's  army  or  navy,  or  in  such 
"  cases  where,  being  goods  arriving  at  enemy's  territory,  there  is  reason  to 
a  believe  they  are  intended  for  use  of  enemy's  army  or  navy.  Exception  has 
"  been  made  as  regards  articles  manifestly  intended  for  use  of  vessel  carrying 
"  them.

NOTICE  TO  SHIPBUILDERS  AND  OTHERS. 

"With  reference  to  the  war  now  in  progress  between  Russia  and  Japan, 
the  attention  of  shipbuilders  and  others  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Foreign  Enlistment  Act,  1870  (33  and  34  Vict.,  cap.  90),  sections  H,  9  and  23, 
which  indicate  their  duties  and  liabilities  in  the  matter  of  building  and  equip- 
ping ships  which  are  intended  to,  or  may,  be  used  in  military  or  naval  service 
of  the  belligerents. 

Section  8  provides  that  any  person  within  His  Majesty's  dominions  who 
without  royal  license  builds,  commissions,  equips,  or  despatches  any  ship 
with  intent  or  knowledge  or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same 
will  be  employed  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  belligerents,  shall  be 
liable  to  fine  and  imprisonment  and  the  forfeiture  of  the  ship  and  equip- 
ment. 

Any  person  building  or  equipping  such  a  ship  in  pursuance  of  a  contract 
made  before  the  commencement  of  the  war,  shall  not  be  liable  to  these  penal- 
ties if — 

(i.)  forthwith  upon  a  proclamation  of  neutrality  being  issued  by  His 
Majesty  he  gives  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  State  that  he  is  so 
building,  causing  to  be  built,  or  equipping  such  ship,  and  fur- 
nishes such  particulars  of  the  contract  and  of  any  matters  relat- 
ing to,  or  done,  or  to  be  done  under  the  contract  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Secretary  of  State  : 
(ii.)  he  gives  such  security,  and  takes  and  permits  to  be  taken  such 
other  measures,  if  any,  as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  prescribe 
for  ensuring  that  such  ship  shall  not  be  despatched,  delivered, 
or  removed  without  the  license  of  His  Majesty  until  the  termin- 
ation of  such  war  as  aforesaid. 
In  any  case  in  which  overtures  are  made  for  the  purchase  or  equipment 
of  such  ships  by  persons  who  do  not  satisfactorily  disclose  the  ultimate  des- 
tination of  the  ships,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  having  knowledge 
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of  the  fact  to  give  notice  to  the  Home  Secretary  in  order  that  he  might  take 
the  steps  which  he  is  empowered  by  the  23rd  section  of  the  said  Act  to  take 
so  as  to  ensure  that  such  vessels  should  not  be  employed  in  contravention  of 
the  said  Act.

1.  Articles  which  are  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  Germany, 
when  imported  into  Canada,  shall  be  subject  to  a  surtax  over  and  above  the 
duties  specified  in  schedule  "A"  to  the  Customs  Tariff,  1897, — such  surtax  in 
every  case  to  be  one-third  of  the  duty  specified  in  the  said  schedule. 

2.  Such  surtax  shall  also  apply  to  any  article  imported  into  Canada  when 
the  chief  value  of  the  article  was  produced  in  Germany,  although  it  may  have 
been  improved  or  advanced  in  value  by  the  labour  of  another  country — not- 
withstanding the  provisions  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  and  regulations 
thereunder. 

In  determining  whether  or  not  any  article  imported  into  Canada,  which 
has  been  produced,  improved  or  advanced  in  value  by  the  labour  of  any 
country  other  than  Germany,  is  subject  to  the  surtax  by  reason  of  a  portion 
of  the  value  thereof  having  been  produced  in  Germany,  the  fair  market  value 
of  the  article  or  material  grown,  produced  or  manufactured  in  Germany  which 
has  entered  into  the  manufacture  of  the  article  imported  into  Canada,  shall  be 
held  to  be  the  value  produced  in  Germany  within  the  meaning  of  the  Tariff 
Act  respecting  the  surtax. 

3.  Invoices  of  goods  imported  into  Canada  shall  be  further  certified  and 
signed  by  exporters  in  all  countries  in  one  of  the  following  forms,  as  herein- 
after prescribed,  viz.: —

stamped  on  all  invoices  of  goods  for  entry  under  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  in  Canada,  and  to  be  subscribed  by  the  persons  heretofore  authorized

on  stemmed  leaf  of  twenty-eight  cents  per  pound. 

5.  All  foreign  raw  leaf  tobacco  when  taken  for  use  in  such  licensed 
tobacco  manufactory  in  the  manufacture  of  cigarettes  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
duty  of  excise  (10  or  14  cts.)  paid  thereon,  pay  a  further  duty  of  excise  on 
unstemmed  leaf  of  thirty-seven  and  one-half  cents  per  pound,  and  on  stemmed 
leaf  of  fifty-three  cents  per  pound. 

6.  All  foreign  raw  leaf  tobacco  when  taken  for  use  in  such  licensed  cigar 
manufactory  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duty  of  excise  (10  or  14  cts.)  paid 
thereon,  pay  a  further  duty  of  excise,  on  unstemmed  leaf  of  sixteen  cents  per 
pound  and  on  stemmed  leaf  of  twenty-three  cents  per  pound. 

The  provisions  of  the  above  amendments  came  into  force  upon  the  first 
day  of  July,  1903.

The  part  of  a  section  line  chained  across  a  marsh  or  measured 
across  deep  water  by  means  of  a  triangulation,  shall,  up  to  half  a  mile,  be  paid 
as  opening  through  woods  when  the  body  of  water  is  surrounded  by  con- 
tinuous woods. 

10th.  A  further  payment  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  a  mile  shall  be  made 
for  surveying  the  meridian  outlines  of  a  township  when  such  outlines  are 
included  in  a  subdivision  survey  contract,  but  such  payment  shall  not  be 
made  for  re-surveying  or  re-tracing  meridian  outlines  previously  surveyed. 

15th.  A  payment  at  such  rate  as  the  Surveyor  General  may  allow  but 
not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  per  township,  may  be  made  for  the  determina- 
tion of  the  astronomical  direction  of  the  lines  of  the  survey. 

The  following  new  clause  was  added : — 

19th.  Upon  a  report  of  the  examiner  of  surveys  concurred  in  by  the 
Surveyor  General  stating  that  the  survey  of  a  certain  number  of  miles  in  a 
township  presented  unusual  difficulties  due  to  the  presence  of  marshes  too  deep 
to  be  waded  across,  or  to  the  crossing  of  large  rivers,  a  further  payment  at  the 
rate  of  four  dollars  per  mile  may  be  made  for  the  said  number  of  miles.

by  Order  in  Council  of  the  22nd  of  December,  1902,  were  rescinded  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor  : — 

1.  All  unappropriated  Dominion  lands  in  Manitoba,  the  North-west 
Territories  and  within  the  Yukon  Territory  shall  be  open  to  prospecting  for 
petroleum  by  an  individual  or  company  desiring  to  do  so.  In  case  there 
should  arise  any  dispute  as  to  whether  lands  are  or  are  not  unappropriated, 
the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  whose  decision 
shall  be  final  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  Minister  may  reserve  for  an  indi- 
vidual or  company  who  has  machinery  on  the  land  to  be  prospected,  an  area 
of  1,920  acres  for  such  period  as  he  may  decide. 

This  tract  of  land  may  be  selected  by  the  said  individual  or  company  so 
soon  as  the  machinery  has  been  placed  on  the  ground,  but  the  length  of  such 
tract  shall  not  exceed  three  times  its  breadth. 

2.  Should  oil  in  paying  quantities  be  discovered  by  a  prospector  on  any 
vacant  lands  of  the  Crown,  and  should  such  discovery  be  established  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  an  area  not  exceeding  640  acres  of 
land,  including  the  oil  well,  will  be  sold  to  the  person  or  company  making 
such  discovery  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  acre,  and  the  remainder  of  the  area 
reserved,  namely,  1,280  acres,  will  be  sold  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  acre.  The 
patent  for  the  land  will  convey  the  surface  and  the  petroleum,  but  will  exclude 
all  other  minerals.

provided  further  that  the  owner  of  the  claim  prior  to  the  first  appearance  of 
this  advertisement  shall  cause  to  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  spot  on  the  claim, 
and  in  the  office  of  the  mining  recorder  for  the  district,  a  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion to  advertise  the  survey  of  the  claim,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  plan  of  the 
survey  prepared  and  certified  correct,  under  oath  by  a  Dominion  land 
surveyor.  The  survey  shall  be  accepted  as  defining  absolutely  the 
boundaries  of  the  claim  surveyed,  provided  it  remains  unprotested  during  the 
period  of  publication.  If,  however,  within  the  time  specified  the  survey  is 
protested,  the  protest  shall  be  heard  and  decided  upon  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  sub-clause  2  of  section  43a  of  the  mining  regulations.  The 
publication  of  the  notice  of  survey  as  above  provided  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu 
of  the  notice  and  publication  required  by  sub-clauses  (d)  and  (e)  of  section  43 
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of  the  said  quartz  mining  regulations.  If  notice  of  survey,  however,  is  not 
given  until  the  expenditure  required  by  sub-clause  (a)  of  section  43  of  the 
regulations  has  been  incurred,  then  the  notice  required  by  that  section  of  the 
regulations  must  be  given."

The  timber  agent,  however,  may  permit 
any  free  miner  to  cut  and  remove  from  the  claim  timber  for  his  own  use  for 
mining  purposes,  when  such  timber  cannot  otherwise  be  had  within  a  reason- 
able distance,  but  no  such  permit  shall  convey  the  right  to  cut  or  remove 
timber  required  by  the  holder  of  the  claim  for  his  mining  operations. 

"  In  the  Yukon  Territory  the  timber  on  a  mineral  claim  shall,  subject  to 
the  rights  existing  at  the  time  of  the  application  therefor,  be  reserved  until 
the  mining  recorder  certifies  that  the  same  is  required  for  use  in  connection 
with  mining  operations  actually  in  progress  on  such  mineral  claim,  when  the 
right  to  use  such  timber,  or  any  portion  thereof,  free  of  dues,  may  be  given 
the  holder  of  such  mineral  claim  by  the  Crown  timber  and  land  agent  with 
the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  the  territory.  The  commissioner,  how- 
ever, may  authorize  the  timber  agent  to  issue  a  permit  to  any  free  miner  to 
cut  and  remove  from  such  mineral  claim  timber  required  by  him  for  his  own 
use  in  mining  operations  when  such  timber  cannot  otherwise  be  obtained  by 
such  free  miner  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  place  of  his  mining 
operations."

during  such  period  prior  to  his  having  been  so  adjudged  as  he  shall  be  shown 
to  have  been  insane. 

"  (b.)  The  commissioner  of  the  Yukon  Territory  may  either  cause  the 
mining  property  of  any  deceased  or  insane  person  to  be  worked  in  the  usual 
manner,  or  may  cause  the  working  of  such  property  to  be  dispensed  with  for 
such  periods  as  the  necessity  of  the  case  may  in  his  opinion  demand  ;  and  he 
may  also,  if  he  sees  fit,  cause  the  public  administrator  of  the  territory  to 
take  possession  of  such  mining  property  until  it  is  administered  by  him  under 
the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  respecting  the  administration  of  the  estates 
of  deceased  or  insane  persons  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
made  or  passed,  or  until  such  mining  property  has  been  taken  possession  of  by 
any  person  or  persons  entitled  to  take  possession  ot  it  under  letters  of  admin- 
istration granted  by  the  proper  court  in  that  behalf. 

"  (c.)  All  charges  and  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by  the  com- 
missioner or  the  public  administrator,  or  by  any  person  acting  under  the  in- 
structions of  either  of  them,  in  or  about  the  working  of  the  said  mining  prop- 
erty or  in  taking  or  keeping  possession  thereof,  shall  be  and  remain  a  first 
charge  against  the  same,  until  paid  to  the  commissioner  or  public  adminis- 
trator, as  the  case  may  be."

opposing  the  petition,  the  stenographer  shall  in  such  case  be  entitled  to  be 
paid  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  one  hundred  words."

Fat  cattle  carried  on  the  upper  or  spar  deck  must  be  given  a 
space  of  2  feet  6  inches  clear  in  width,  by  8  feet  clear  in  length,  and  not  less 
than  6  feet  3  inches  in  height  each  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  more  than  four  head 
of  cattle  be  allowed  in  each  pen,  except  at  the  end  of  a  row,  where  five  cattle 
may  be  allowed  together,  provided,  however,  that  five  cattle  each  1,000  lbs. 
weight  or  under,  commonly  known  as  stockers,  may  be  carried  in  a  pen 
instead  of  four  fat  cattle,  provided  that  when  five  stockers  are  carried  in  a  pen 
instead  of  four  fat  cattle,  the  pen  shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet  8  inches  clear  in 
width.    Cows  in  calf  are  to  be  given  the  same  space  as  fat  cattle  are  given. 

In  ships  fitted  with  permanent  iron  fittings  with  alley- ways  not  less  than 
&  feet  in  width  and  fitted  with  approved  and  sufficient  means  of  ventilation, 
fat  cattle  may  be  carried  on  the  second  deck  in  a  space  of  2  feet  6  inches  in 
width,  provided  that  no  cattle  are  carried  on  the  hatches.  If  cattle  are  carried 
on  the  hatches,  the  space  for  each  animal  in  the  compartment  must  be  2 
feet  8  inches  in  width.  Cattle  carried  on  the  third  deck  must,  in  all  cases, 
have  a  space  of  2  feet  8  inches  each  in  width. 

It  was  also  ordered  that  the  present  provision  for  alley- ways  provided  by 
rule  No.  4  of  the  said  rules  and  regulations  should  be  repealed  and  the  fol- 
lowing substituted  therefor : — 

Alley-ways  between  the  pens  must  not  be  less  than  2  feet  wide,  except 
forward  and  aft  where  they  may  be  not  less  than  18  inches  for  a  distance  of 
21  feet  4  inches  from  the  end  of  the  ship  inwards,  and  no  feed  shall  be  placed 
or  stowed  in  the  alley-ways.    In  any  case  in  which  more  than  four  rows  of 
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cattle  are  carried,  transverse  alley-ways  shall  be  made  at  each  end  of  a  com- 
partment and  opposite  hatches  from  which  food  or  water  is  supplied  as  may 
be  required  by  the  inspector.

Rowan  had  been  transferred,  was  constituted  and  appointed  as  a  port  for 
registration  of  ships  under  the  above  cited  Act.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  13th  of  January,  1904,  the  last  paragraph  of 
the  fourth  section  of  the  Canadian  rules  and  regulations  for  the  shipping  of 
live  stock  as  amended  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  23rd  July,  1903,  was 
repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor  : — 

"  Alley-ways  in  front  and  between  pens  used  for  feeding  and  watering 
cattle  must  have  a  width  of  3  feet,  except  at  ends  of  alley-ways  in  bow  and 
stern  of  ship,  and  where  obstructions  less  than  3  feet  in  length  occur,  the 
width  may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  18  inches ;  alley- ways  in  front  and 
between  pens  used  for  feeding  and  watering  horses  must  have  a  minimum 
width  of  3  feet.  Two  or  more  athwartship  alley-ways  at  least  18 
inches  wide  must  be  left  on  each  side  of  deck  so  that  the  scuppers  can  be 
readily  reached  and  kept  clear  of  obstructions.  For  sheep  athwartship  alley- 
ways not  less  than  18  inches  wide  in  the  clear  shall  be  left  between  pens 
and  fore-and-aft  alley-ways  3  feet  wide  in  front  of  each  pen,  except  at 
obstructions  and  at  ends  of  alley- ways,  as  provided  for  cattle,  there  may  be  a 
minimum  width  of  18  inches.    When  two  tiers  of  sheep  are  carried,  the 
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minimum  width  of  the  fore-and-aft  alley- ways  in  bow  and  stern  of  ship  shall 
be  2  feet  clear  of  all  obstructions.  Sufficient  space  must  be  left  at  the  sides 
of  hatches  to  permit  the  feed  in  the  hold  to  be  readily  removed  and  handled." 

It  was  further  ordered  that  no  feed  or  other  obstruction  shall  be  placed 
or  stowed  in  alley-ways.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th  of  January,  1904,  a  pilotage  district 
was  established  to  be  known  as  the  pilotage  district  for  the  River  Saguenay,

"  To  embrace  all  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River  Saguenay  and  its  tribu- 
taries, and  the  waters  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence  at  its  mouth  within  a  radius 
of  seven  miles  from  the  front  range  lighthouse  at  Pointe  Noire,  on  the  west- 
ern side  of  the  mouth  of  the  river." 

Pilotage  to  be  compulsory.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  of  February,  1904,  in  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  13  of  the  Pilotage  Act,  chapter  80  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Canada,  the  pilotage  district  of  Yale  and  New  Westminster,  in 
the  province  of  British  Columbia,  as  constituted  by  Order  in  Council  dated 
15th  April,  1879,  was  divided  into  two  districts,  namely  : — 

The  more  southerly  district  to  be  known  as  the  New  Westminster  pilot- 
age district,  and  to  embrace  all  the  waters  north  of  the  international  boun- 
dary line,  east  of  mid-channel  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  and  south  of  the  north 
boundary  of  the  electoral  district  of  New  Westminster  prolonged  westwardly 
into  the  Gulf  of  Georgia. 

The  more  northerly  district  to  be  known  as  the  Vancouver  district,  and 
to  embrace  all  the  remainder  of  the  waters  formerly  comprised  in  the  Yale 
and  New  Westminster  district,  and  to  be  governed  by  the  pilotage  board  at 
present  appointed  for  that  district. 

Pilotage  to  be  compulsory. 

Pilotage  commissioners  for  the  first  mentioned  district  to  be  known  as 
the  New  Westminster  district  were  appointed.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  26th  of  February,  1904,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  70  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  as  amended  by  57-58  Vic- 
toria, chapter  41,  a  board  to  be  called  the  "  Lighthouse  Board  of  Canada," 
was  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report,  from  time  to  time,  upon  all  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  selection  of  lighthouse  sites,  the  construction  and  main- 
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tenance  of  lighthouses,  fog-alarms  and  all  other  matters  assigned  to  the  Minis- 
ter of  Marine  and  Fisheries  by  section  2  of  chapter  70  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
of  Canada.

43.  If  any  raft,  boom  or  tow  of  lumber  in  any  form  is  taken  into  or 
moored  in  Snug  Cove,  Bowen  Island,  British  Columbia,  a  navigable  channel, 
at  least  100  feet  wide,  must  be  left  for  the  passage  of  vessels  and  a  clear 
space  with  a  radius  of  300  feet  from  the  outer  end  of  the  government  wharf 
must  also  be  left ;  and  the  owner,  master  or  person  in  charge  of  any  towboat 
or  timber  violating  this  regulation  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
§20  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  such  offence.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  11th  of  April,  1904,  in  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  subsection  3  of  section  3  of  the  Steamboat  Inspection  Act  of 
1898,  as  amended  by  subsection  3  of  section  1  of  chapter  66  of  the  statutes  of 
1903,  the  Order  in  Council  of  27th  January,  1898,  imposing,  with  certain  exemp- 
tions, the  provisions  of  the  Canadian  Steamboat  Inspection  Act  on  steamboats 
registered  elsewhere  than  in  Canada,  but  carrying  passengers  to  and  from 
Canada,  was  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor,  namely  : — 

That  the  Steamboat  Inspection  Act,  and  the  amendments  thereto, 
together  with  the  Canadian  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  inspection  of 
steamboats  be  applied  to  passenger  steamboats,  other  than  steamboats  holding 
passenger  certificates  from  His  Majesty's  Board  of  Trade,  registered  elsewhere 
than  in  Canada,  engaged  in  carrying  passengers  from  one  port  or  place  in 
Canada  to  another  port  or  place  in  Canada,  or  on  any  of  the  lakes,  rivers  or 
coasts  of  Canada,  or  engaged  in  carrying  passengers  from  any  port  or  place 
in  Canada  to  any  port  or  place  out  of  Canada,  or  from  any  port  or  place  out  of 
Canada  to  any  port  or  place  in  Canada  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Act  and  the  amendments  thereto  which  require  Canadian  passen- 
ger steamboats  to  carry  Canadian  certificated  engineers,  be  not  applied,  when 
vol.  i — D 
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such  steamboats  have  engineers  in  charge  holding  appropriate  certificates 
issued  by  the  authorities  of  the  country  in  which  they  are  registered,  or  other 
engineers'  certificates  valid  in  Canada,  for  the  position  in  which  they  are  em- 
ployed, and  that  the  Canadian  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  inspection 
of  boilers  while  in  course  of  construction  be  not  applied,  and  that  the  boilers 
of  such  steamboats  be  deemed  to  have  been  inspected  by  a  Canadian  steam- 
boat inspector,  while  in  course  of  construction,  and  that  the  affidavit  of  the 
boiler  maker,  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations,  be  dispensed  with,  and 
that  the  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  inspection  of  safety  valves  be  not 
applied,  and  that  the  safety  valves  of  the  boilers  of  such  steamboats  be  passed, 
if  the  inspector  is  satisfied  that  they  are  in  good  reliable  working  order  and  of 
sufficient  dimensions  to  discharge  all  the  surplus  steam  the  boilers  can  generate 
beyond  the  working  pressure  allowed,  when  under  full  fires  and  engine 
stopped,  and  provided  that  the  inspector  considers  the  construction  of  the 
valves  to  be  such  as  will  ensure  safety. 

It  was  further  ordered  that  the  owner  or  master  of  every  such  steamboat 
shall  pay  yearly  every  year  a  rate  or  duty  for  the  inspection  of  such  steam- 
boat of  eight  cents  per  ton  for  every  ton  gross  which  such  steamboat  measures.

"No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy,  sell,  or  have  in  his  possession, 
lobsters  between  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  and  the  last  day  of 
April  then  next  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and  along  that  part  of 
the  coast  of  Cape  Breton  Island,  in  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia,  or  the 
waters  thereof,  from  Red  Point,  between  Martin  Point  and  Point  Michaux, 
in  the  Island  of  Cape  Breton,  and  extending  to  and  around  Cape  North, 
as  far  as  and  including  Cape  St.  Lawrence;  also  the  coasts  and  waters  of 
all  the  islands  known  as  the  Magdalen  Islands,  including  Bird  Rocks  and 
Bryon  Island ;  also  the  north  shore  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  from  the 
Bay  of  Blanc  Sablon  in  the  province  of  Quebec,  westward  to  the  head  of 
tide,  embracing  the  coasts  and  waters  of  all  the  islands  adjacent  to  the  said 
shore,  and  including  the  Island  of  Anticosti,"  was  amended  so  as  to  permit  of 
lobster  fishing  on  the  coasts  and  waters  of  all  the  islands  known  as  the 
Magdalen  Islands,  including  Bird  Rocks  and  Bryon  Island,  to  begin  on  the 
20th  April  and  end  on  the  25th  June  in  each  year.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  15th  of  April,  1904,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Pilotage  Act,  chapter  80  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada 
and  its  amendments,  a  pilotage  district  was  established  in  the  province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  the  boundaries  whereof  to  include  the  waters  adjoining  the 
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county  of  Inverness  from  the  southern  boundary  thereof  at  Port  Hawkesbury 
northward  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  townships  of  Port  Hood  and 
Ainsley,  in  the  said  county  of  Inverness ;  and  pilotage  commissioners  were 
appointed  for  the  district  above  mentioned.

44  The  fee  payable  on  a  4  commercial  license,'  for  pound-net  fishing,  shall  be 
fifty  dollars  for  each  pound-net  included  in  the  license."

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  27th  of  April,  1904,  the  Order  in  Council  of 
the  30th  day  of  May,  1893,  whereby  certain  privileges  in  regard  to  exemption 
from  certain  provisions  of  the  Steamboat  Inspection  Act  were  granted  to 
steamships  registered  elsewhere  than  in  Canada  but  engaged  in  carrying 
freight  in  the  coasting  trade  of  Canada  when  such  steamships  hold  certificates 
of  inspection  from  the  Imperial  Board  of  Trade  or  from  44  English  Lloyds," 
and  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  3rd  day  of  May,  1901,  admitting  steamships 
of  the  class  above  mentioned  holding  certificates  of  inspection  from  the  socie- 
ties known  as  44  Bureau  Veritas  "  and  the  44  British  Corporation  for  the  Survey 
and  Registration  of  Shipping  "  to  the  privileges  accorded  to  steamships  holding 
certificates  from  the  Imperial  Board  of  Trade  or  from  44  English  Lloyds,"  were 
cancelled  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof,  namely  : — 

All  steamships  registered  elsewhere  than  in  Canada  but  engaged  in 
carrying  freight  only  from  one  port  or  place  in  Canada  to  another  port  or 
place  in  Canada,  or  on  any  of  the  lakes,  rivers  or  coasts  of  Canada,  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  Canadian  Steamboat  Inspection  Act  unless 
they  have  a  certificate  for  the  then  current  year  from  His  Majesty's  Board 
of  Trade,  or  from  44  English  Lloyds,"  or  from  44  French  Lloyds,"  or  from 
vol.  i — dJ 
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the  "  British  Corporation  for  the  Survey  and  Registration  of  Shipping,"  or 
from  the  society  "Det  Norske  Veritas "  known  as  "  Norwegian  Lloyds," 
in  which  case  such  steamships  shall  be  exempt  from  all  the  provisions 
of  the  Canadian  Steamboat  Inspection  Act,  .provided,  however,  that  such 
steamships  shall  be  required  to  carry  engineers  with  valid  certificates  issued 
by  the  country  in  which  they  are  registered,  or  engineers  with  certificates 
valid  in  Canada.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  2nd  of  May,  1904,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  section  16  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  95  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  section  5  of  the  general  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  British 
Columbia,  established  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  3rd  day  of  March,  1894, 
providing  that  no  nets  other  than  drift-nets  shall  be  used  for  catching  salmon 
of  any  size,  was  rescinded  and  the  following  regulations  were  substituted  in 
lieu  thereof : — 

1.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  to  use  a  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine, 
in  the  waters  of  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  shall  be  (a)  a  British  subject 
resident  in  Canada ;  and  (b)  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries  of  his  bona  fide  intention  to  use  the  privilege  for 
which  he  applies. 

2.  Each  application  for  a  license  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  "  marked  " 
cheque  for  the  amount  of  the  required  fee,  such  cheque  to  be  returned  by  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  in  the  event  of  the  application  being 
refused. 

3.  No  more  than  one  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  license  shall  be 
granted  to  one  applicant  being  a  fisherman,  eligible  in  terms  of  sect  ion  1. 

Not  more  than  four  trap-net,  four  purse-seine  and  four  drag-seine  licenses 
shall  be  granted  to  each  company,  firm  or  person  for  each  cannery  or  curing 
establishment  operated  by  such  company,  firm  or  person. 

4.  No  license  shall  be  transferable  except  by  the  sanction  of  the  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries  on  application  to  be  made  in  writing,  and  any  license 
which  shall  not  be  used  by  the  holder  thereof,  shall  be  annulled  and  cancelled  ; 
and  licenses  issued  in  connection  with  a  cannery  or  curing  establishment  shall 
be  cancelled  if  such  licenses  are  not  used,  or  if  the  establishment  in  connection 
with  which  they  are  issued  cease  to  be  operated  within  a  period  of  one  year. 

5.  All  applications  for  trap-net,  purse-seine  and  drag-seine  licenses,  shall 
be  made  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year. 

6.  The  export,  for  the  purpose  of  canning  or  manufacture  of  fresh  salmon 
captured  in  trap-nets  in  the  waters  of  British  Columbia,  is  prohibited.  Contra- 
vention of  this  prohibition  shall  entail  cancellation  of  the  license  held  by  the 
parties  found  guilty  of  exporting  fresh  salmon  for  canning  or  any  process  of 
manufacture. 

7.  All  nets  and  fishing  boats  shall  be  numbered,  and  every  boat  shall 
have  its  number  and  the  initials  of  its  owner  painted  on  it  in  a  conspicuous 
manner,  and  every  trap-net  shall  have  the  initials  of  its  owner  or  owners,  as 
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well  as  the  number,  legibly  marked  on  wood  or  metal,  painted  white  ;  and 
every  purse-seine  shall  have  the  initials  of  it3  owner,  as  well  as  the  number, 
marked  on  buoys  floating  on  the  water,  attached  to  each  end  of  the  net,  and 
such  names  and  numbers  shall  be  permanently  kept  on  such  nets  and  boats 
during  the  fishing  season,  and  shall  be  so  placed  and  kept  as  to  be  visible  at 
all  times.  Any  net  or  fishing  boat  used  without  such  number  or  initials 
marked  thereon,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation  on  view,  by  any 
fishery  officer. 

8.  No  purse-seine,  drag-seine,  gill-net  or  other  fishing  gear  shall  be  fished 
with  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  of  any  trap,  measured  in  the 
nearest  direction,  nets  or  gear  used  by  the  owner  of  the  trap  alone  being 
excepted. 

PURSE-SEINES. 

9.  (a)  Length : — Purse-seines  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  fathoms  in 

length  ; 

(b)  Mesh : — The  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches 

extension  measure  ; 

(c)  Annual  fee: — Fifty  dollars. 

DRAG-SEINES. 

10.  (a)  Length: — Drag-seines  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  fathoms  in 

length ; 

(b)  Mesh  : — The  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches 

extension  measure  ; 

(c)  Annual  fee: — Twenty-five  dollars. 

TRAP-NETS  (FLOATING  AND  STAKED). 

11.  (a)  Length  : — The  total  extreme  length  of  any  trap-location  or  trap 

shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  feet ; 

(b)  Mesh  : — The  mesh  of  the  trap,  crib,  heart  or  pot,  shall  not  be  less 

than  two  and  a  half  inches  extension  measure.  The  mesh  of 
the  leader  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches ; 

(c)  Annual  fee: — Seventy-five  dollars; 

(dy  Limitation  of  location  : — A  trap  under  license  shall  be  located  in 

a  definite,  fixed  location,  as  described  on  the  license  ; 
(e)  Distance  between  traps: — Hearts,  cribs,   pots,    etc.,  shall  be  of 
moderate  and  reasonable  size,  and  shall  not  extend  unduly  from 
the  leader.    No  trap-location,  trap  or  part  of  trap-location,  shall 
be  allowed  nearer  in  any  direction  than  four  hundred  fathoms 
from  the  next  trap-location,  trap,  or  part  of  a  trap-location  or 
trap,  measuring  in  a  straight  line  between  the  nearest  points  of 
the  said  locations  or  traps. 
12.  The  use  of  trap-nets  and  seines  is  prohibited  within  three  miles  of  the 
mouth  of  a  navigable  river,  and  within  half  a  mile  of  the  mouth  of  a  salmon 
stream,  or  in  any  special  locality  named  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries. 
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13.  Any  person  or  persons  about  to  construct  a  cannery  or  curing  estab- 
lishment, may  be  granted  trap-net,  purse-seine  and  drag-seine  licenses,  as 
provided  in  section  3,  on  the  condition  that  such  cannery  or  curing  establish- 
ment is  completed  and  properly  equipped  within  one  year  after  the  date  of 
the  application  made  for  such  licenses.  Failing  this  completion  of  the  cannery 
or  cubing  establishment,  the  license  shall  lapse,  and  all  claim  to  priority  shall 
be  forfeited. 

14.  The  infraction  of  any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  and  conditions  by 
any  party  or  parties  holding  fishery  privileges  under  such  regulations  and 
conditions,  shall  entail  the  cancellation  of  the  said  privileges.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  5th  of  May,  1904,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  section  16  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  95  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
the  general  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  Quebec,  established  by 
the  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  day  of  July,  1889,  were  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  section: — 

"3a  (1.)  No  eel-weir,  trap  or  other  apparatus  for  eel-fishing,  shall  be  set 
in  the  months  of  July  or  August  in  any  year  ; 

"  (2.)  The  mesh  for  an  eel-weir,  trap  or  other  apparatus  for  eel-fishing,  shall 
be  not  less  than  one  and  one-eighth  inches  bar  measure ; 

"  (3.)  No  leader  or  any  part  of  an  eel-weir,  trap  or  other  apparatus  for  eel 
fishing,  shall  exceed  in  height  the  height  of  the  pot  or  terminal  part  of  the 
said  weir,  trap  or  other  apparatus  for  eel-fishing. 

"  (4.)  The  taking  of  eels  under  30  inches  in  length  is  prohibited,  and  such 
eels,  if  captured,  shall  be  liberated  alive."

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  11th  of  May,  1904,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  16  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  95  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  section  7  of  the  general  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of 
Quebec,  established  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  day  of  July,  1889, 
creating  a  close  season  for  salmon  fishing,  was  rescinded,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

"  Salmon  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  between  the  31st  day 
of  July  and  the  1st  day  of  May,  in  the  province  of  Quebec  :  Provided  always 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  and  kill  salmon  with  a  rod  and  line, 
in  the  manner  known  as  fly-surface  fishing,  from  the  1st  day  of  February  to 
the  15th  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  on  the 
north  shore  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  east  of,  but  not  including  the 
Natashquan  River  where  fly-surface  fishing  shall  be  lawful  from  the  1st  day 
of  February  to  the  31st  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive."

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  16th  of  May,  1904,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  section  3  of  chapter  36  of  the  Act  54-55  Victoria,  "  The  Live  Stock  Ship- 
ping Act,"  the  annexed  rules  and  regulations  for  governing  the  exportation 
of  live  stock  from  Canada  to  Europe  were  made  and  all  previous  rules  and 
regulations  and  Orders  in  Council  prescribing  them  were  cancelled  : — 


Regulations  respecting  the  Shipping  of  Live  Stock  from  Canada. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Governor  in  Council  by  the  third 
section  of  the  Act  respecting  the  shipping  of  live  stock,  54-55  Victoria,  chap- 
ter 36,  intituled  "An  Act  respecting  the  Shipping  of  Live  Stock,"  the  follow- 
ing regulations  are  prescribed  for  ships  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  live 
stock  from  any  port  or  place  in  Canada  to  any  port  or  place  out  of  Canada,  not 
being  a  port  or  place  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  in  Newfoundland, 
or  in  St.  Pierre,  or  Miquelon,  or  in  Bermuda,  or  in  any  of  the  West  India 
Islands,  or  in  Mexico,  or  in  South  America. 

Interpretaticn  : — The  expression  "  cattle  "  means  bulls,  oxen,  cows  and 
heifers  one  and  two  years  old,  and  the  expression  "  horses  "  includes  mares. 


APPLICATION  FOR  INSPECTION. 


No.  1.  The  master,  owner,  or  agent  of  every  ship  intending  to  take  on 
board  live  stock  for  transportation  from  Canada,  shall,  if  such  ship  requires  to 
be  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  hereinbefore  mentioned,  apply  for 
inspection  in  writing  to  the  inspector  of  the  port  at  which  the  live  stock  is  to 
be  shipped,  whereupon  the  inspector  will  take  the  steps  necessary  to  inspect 
the  vessel,  and  determine  whether  she  is  a  safe,  seaworthy  and  suitable  ship 
for  the  transportation  of  live  stock  on  the  voyage  intended. 

(2.)  If  the  inspector  approves  of  the  vessel  he  should  notify  the  owner, 
master  or  agent,  that  he  may  proceed  to  fit  up  the  ship  as  required  by  these 
regulations,  but  if  the  vessel  has  been  previously  fitted  for  the  transportation 
of  live  stock,  in  a  manner  not  consistent  with  these  regulations,  the  inspector 
shall  require  compliance  with  these  requirements  in  all  respects  before  issuing 
his  certificate. 

(3.)  Live  stock  must  not  be  carried  on  any  part  of  the  vessel  where  they 
will  interfere  with  the  proper  management  of  the  ship,  or  with  the  efficient 
working  of  the  necessary  boats,  or  with  the  requisite  ventilation  of  the  vessel. 


CATTLE  AND  SHEEP. 


Space. 

No.  2.  Fat  cattle  carried  on  the  upper  or  spar  deck  must  be  given  a  space 
of  2  feet  6  inches  clear  in  width,  by  8  feet  clear  in  length,  and  not  less  than  6 
feet  3  inches  in  height  each  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  more  than  four  head  of 
cattle  be  allowed  in  each  pen,  except  at  the  end  of  a  row,  where  five  cattle 
may  be  allowed  together  ;  provided,  however,  that  five  cattle  each  1,000  lbs. 
weight  or  under,  commonly  known  as  stockers,  may  be  carried  in  a  pen  instead 
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of  four  fat  cattle,  provided  that  when  five  stackers  are  carried  in  a  pen  instead 
of  four  fat  cattle,  the  pen  shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet  8  inches  clear  in  width. 
Cows  in  calf  are  to  be  given  the  same  space  as  fat  cattle  are  given. 

In  ships  fitted  with  permanent  iron  fittings  with  alley-ways  not  less  than 
3  feet  in  width,  and  fitted  with  approved  and  sufficient  means  of  ventilation, 
fat  cattle  may  be  carried  on  the  second  deck  in  a  space  of  2  feet  6  inches  in 
width,  provided  that  no  cattle  are  carried  on  the  hatches.  If  cattle  are  car- 
ried on  the  hatches,  the  space  for  each  animal  in  the  compartment  must  be  2 
feet  8  inches  in  width.  Cattle  carried  on  the  third  deck  must  in  all  cases  have 
a  space  of  2  feet  8  inches  in  width. 

(2.)  United  States  cattle  shipped  from  any  port  in  Canada,  carried  on  the 
upper  or  spar  deck  must  be  allowed  a  space  of  2  feet  6  inches  in  width  by  8  feet 
in  depth  per  head,  but  such  United  States  cattle  when  so  shipped  between 
decks  must  be  allowed  a  space  of  2  feet  8  inches  in  width  by  8  feet  in  depth, 
except  in  the  case  of  regular  cattle  ships  with  satisfactory  ventilation,  which 
may  fit  with  an  allowance  of  2  feet  6  inches  in  width.  No  more  than  four 
head  of  cattle  will  be  allowed  in  each  pen,  except  at  the  end  of  a  row  where 
five  may  be  allowed  together.  Provided,  however,  that  cattle  under  1,000 
lbs.  in  weight  may  be  allowed  a  width  of  2  feet  3  inches. 

(3.)  Pens  for  sheep  shall  not  be  less  than  7  feet  in  height  divided  into  two 
equal  compartments,  and  not  more  than  eight  or  ten  sheep  will  be  counted 
equal  to  one  fat  ox  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  inspector. 

DECKS. 

No.  3.  Cattle  shall  not  be  carried  on  more  than  three  decks ;  and  every 
deck  on  which  cattle  are  carried  must  be  provided  with  sufficient  ventilation 
as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

UPPER  DECK  FITTINGS. 

No.  4.  Stanchions,  wooden. — Stanchions  must  be  of  good  sound  spruce 
timber,  not  less  than  3  by  5  J  inches,  placed  at  proper  distances  from  centres, 
against  ship's  rail  and  secured  to  the  rail  by  a  hook  of  not  less  than  f-inch 
wrought-iron  with  nut  screw.  If  the  bulwarks  are  open,  the  foot  of  stanchions 
must  be  secured  by  filling  pieces  2x3  inches  placed  outside  of  rail  stanchions, 
to  which  the  outside  planking  shall  be  nailed,  and  the  whole  secured  by 
through  bolts  and  nuts.  A  piece  of  2  x  3  inches  or  2-inch  plank  shall  be  fast- 
ened to  outside  of  stanchion  and  run  up  to  underneath  rail  to  chock  stanchion 
down.  Outside  stanchions  shall  extend  up  sufficient  height  to  form  stanchions 
for  a  hand-rail  where  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  seamen.  If  the  bul- 
warks are  not  open,  the  foot  of  the  stanchion  shall  be  secured  by  a  bracing  of 
2  x  3-inch  sound  lumber  from  the  back  of  each  stanchion.  Outside  stanchions 
at  top  of  pen  shall  be  properly  secured  to  fore  and  aft  stringer  beams  or  plate 
not  less  than  5|x2  inches.  Inside  stanchions  must  be  placed  directly  in  line 
without  board  stanchions,  to  be  set  up  so  that  the  5J-inch  way  of  the  stanchions 
shall  set  fore  and  aft,  and  properly  secured  at  top  to  fore  and  aft  stringer 
beams  or  plates  not  less  than  5Jx2  inches,  firmly  secured  at  foot  to  deck  and 
floorings  to  keep  from  lifting. 
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Stanchions,  iron. — These  may  be  used  in  place  of  wooden  stanchions,  and 
should  not  be  less  than  2  inches  in  diameter,  set  in  iron  sockets  above  and 
below  and  fastened  with  nut  and  bolt. 

Beams. — Beams  or  rafters  must  be  of  good  sound  lumber,  2x6  inches, 
suitably  placed,  to  run  clear  across  the  ship  where  practicable.  Should  any 
house  or  deck  fittings  be  in  the  way,  then  butt  up  close  to  same.  These  beams 
shall  be  shouldered  on  the  stanchions  and  made  secure  with  chocks  nailed  or 
otherwise  properly  fastened  to  stanchions. 

Angle  iron  frames. — Angle  iron  frames  fitted  from  side  to  side  on  upper 
deck,  10  feet  8  inches  apart,  may  be  used  instead  of  wooden  stanchions  and 
beams. 

Head  or  breast  boards. — Head  boards  shall  be  not  less  than  1J  x  12 
inches,  of  good  sound  lumber,  and  well  secured  on  the  pen  side  of  the  stan- 
chions. A  double  stanchion  to  secure  head  board  shall  be  set  up  at  each  end 
of  pen.  A  bolt  of  iron,  f  inch  in  diameter,  shall  pass  through  the  double 
stanchions  and  head  board  secured  by  a  nut  and  screw.  All  head  boards  shall 
have  holes  bored  through  them  at  proper  distances  to  tie  the  animals. 

Foot  boards. — Foot  boards  shall  be  of  the  same  material  as  head  boards, 
properly  nailed  to  stanchions  on  the  inside  of  same. 

Division  boards. — Division  boards  shall  be  of  lj-inch  x  12-inch  sound 
lumber,  fitted  perpendicularly  and  arranged  so  that  they  divide  the  animals 
into  pens  of  four,  or,  at  end  of  row  into  pens  of  five. 

Flooring. — Flooring  for  the  deck  shall  be  of  sound  1-inch  boards  laid 
fore  and  aft  on  scantlings  2x3  inches  laid  athwartship  on  the  deck  at  18- 
inch  centres,  and  the  whole  well  secured.  Where  very  heavy  cattle  are  stalled 
thicker  flooring  should  be  used. 

It  is  optional  with  the  owners  whether  they  use  sheathing  on  their  ship 
with  wooden  decks,  or  whether  they  secure  the  foot-locks  to  the  decks,  but 
iron  decks  must  in  all  cases  be  sheathed.  Cement  may  be  used  instead  of 
wood  sheathing  with  foot-locks  moulded  in  the  same. 

Foot-locks. — Foot-locks  shall  be  of  good  sound  spruce  or  pine  lumber,  or 
hardwood,  ljx3  inches,  laid  fore  and  aft  of  ship,  properly  secured  to  sheath- 
ing or  deck,  placed  17,  16,  22  and  16  inches  apart  (the  first  one  distant  17 
inches  from  the  trough),  nailed  when  practicable  with  4-inch  nails  through  into 
deck  strips  and  braced  by  similar  locks  placed  athwart  18  inches  apart,  and 
nailed  through  the  deck  strips. 

Outside  planking. — All  the  outside  planking  on  open  and  closed  rail 
ships,  must  be  properly  laid  fore  and  aft  of  ship  and  nailed  to  the  backs  of 
stanchions,  and  battened  after  the  1st  of  November.  Nothing  less  than  1J- 
inch  spruce  or  pine  is  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

Planking  roof  of  shelter  deck  to  be  erected  on  upper  deck. — The  planks 
or  boards  to  be  nailed  on  this  deck  should  be  not  less  than  1-inch  sound 
lumber  12  inches  wide,  laid  on  purlins,  with  4  inches  of  space  between  the 
boards ;  the  space  to  be  fitted  with  a  block  of-  4  x  1  inch  at  back  and  front 
plates  or  stringers  and  at  the  purlins  to  give  additional  support  to  the 
second  covering,  which  is  to  be  of  boards  of  the  same  dimensions,  laid  over 
the  4-inch  openings  of  lower  boarding. 
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UNDER  DECK  FITTINGS. 

Stanchions. — Stanchions  shall  be  of  good  sound  spruce  lumber  not  less 
than  3  x  5  J-inches  set  up  at  proper  distances  from  centres  so  that  the  5 J-inch 
way  of  same  shall  stand  fore  and  aft  and  jammed  in  tight  between  the  two 
decks,  properly  braced  on  head  and  from  side  to  side  of  ship ;  this  bracing 
shall  be  of  2  x  3-inch  spruce  or  pine,  and  be  properly  butted  against  each 
stanchion.  Where  it  is  found  impracticable  to  run  these  braces  across  ship, 
by  reason  of  hatches,  &c,  coming  in  the  way,  then  *they  shall  be  well  braced 
from  hatch  coamings  and  from  the  obstruction  which  prevents  running  braces 
from  side  to  side.  The  heads  of  these  stanchions  shall  be  braced  fore  and  aft 
by  2  x  3-inch  pieces  well  nailed  on  each  stanchion  and  running  fore  and  aft 
close  up  to  the  lower  edge  of  the  ship  beams  and  butted  at  each  end  of 
compartment  and  against  themselves,  or  chocked  in  underneath  beam  and 
well  nailed  to  heads  of  stanchions.  If  upper  and  lower  decks  are  wood  then 
the  stanchions  set  up  between  decks  may  be  secured  by  well  cleating  to  each 
deck  by  heads  and  heels  of  same. 

Head  or  breast  boards,  foot  boards,  division  boards,  flooring  and  foot- 
locks  shall  be  of  the  same  dimensions  as  those  on  the  upper  deck  and 
fastened  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  have  holes  bored  at  proper  distances 
to  tie  animals. 

Troughs. — Suitable  troughs  whether  on  upper  or  under  decks  shall  be 
formed  on  the  foot  boards  about  12  inches  wide,  when  required.  Troughs  for 
sheep  must  be  kept  water-tight. 

Casing  for  steering  gear. — A  suitable  casing  must  be  placed  over  the 
ship's  steering  gear  when  found  necessary. 

ALLEY-WAYS. 

Alley- ways  in  front  and  between  pens  used  for  feeding  and  watering  cattle 
must  have  a  width  of  3  feet,  except  at  ends  of  alley-ways  in  bow  and  stern 
of  ship,  and  where  obstructions,  less  than  3  feet  in  length,  occur,  the  width 
may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  18  inches ;  alley- ways  in  front  and  between 
pens  used  for  feeding  and  watering  horses  must  have  a  minimum  width  of 
3  feet.  Two  or  more  athwartship  alley- ways  at  least  18  inches  wide  must  be 
left  on  each  side  of  deck  so  that  scuppers  can  be  readily  reached  and  kept 
clear  of  obstructions.  For  sheep  athwartship  alley- ways  not  less  than  18 
inches  wide  in  the  clear  shall  be  left  between  pens  and  fore  and-aft  alley-ways 
3  feet  wide  in  front  of  each  pen,  except  at  obstructions  and  at  ends  of  alley- 
ways, as  provided  for  cattle,  there  may  be  a  minimum  width  of  18  inches. 
When  two  tiers  of  sheep  are  carried,  the  minimum  width  of  fore-and-aft 
.alley-ways  in  bow  and  stern  of  ship  shall  be  2  feet  clear  of  all  obstructions. 
Sufficient  space  must  be  left  at  the  sides  of  the  hatches  to  permit  the  feed 
in  the  hold  to  be  readily  removed  and  handled.  No  feed  or  other  obstruction 
shall  be  placed  or  stowed  in  alley-ways. 

VENTILATION. 

No.  5.  Each  compartment  containing  cattle  must  have  at  least  four  bell- 
mouthed  ventilators,  of  not  less  than  18  inches  inside  diameter,  and  with  top 
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exceeding  7  feet  in  height,  two  situated  at  each  end  of  the  compartment,  or 
have  some  other  system  of  ventilation  of  which  the  inspector  approves,  but 
in  every  case  the  ship  must  always  be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of 
fans  worked  by  steam  to  ensure  good  and  sufficient  ventilation  for  the  cattle. 

No.  6.  No  cattle  shall  be  loaded  along  the  alley-ways  by  engine  room 
unless  side  of  said  engine  room  is  covered  by  1-inch  lumber  making  a  3- 
inch  air-space  between. 

No.  7.  No  cattle  shall  be  loaded  on  hatches  on  decks  above  cattle,  nor 
shall  any  merchandise,  freight  or  food  for  cattle  be  loaded  on  said  hatches, 
but  said  hatches  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  clear,  but  cattle  may  be  carried 
on  the  lowest  hatch  provided  that  a  space  on  such  hatch  of  twelve  feet 
square  be  at  all  times  kept  clear  and  free ;  and  no  cattle  shall  be  carried  on 
any  part  of  the  vessel,  where  in  ordinary  course  of  navigation,  they  would 
interfere  with  the  proper  management  of  the  vessel,  or  would  interfere  with 
the  efficient  working  of  the  boats. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

No.  8.  Convenient  and  suitable  stowage  shall  be  provided  under  deck  for 
feed  for  cattle  ;  but  hay  to  the  extent  of  50  pounds  for  each  head  of  cattle  for 
consumption  in  the  River  and  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  may  be  stowed  on  deck 
properly  covered,  and  must  be  the  first  hay  used.  The  inspector  must  be 
satisfied  as  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  food  and  water  provided  for  the 
cattle.  Hay  must  be  in  bales  and  grain  in  bags,  and  bales  and  bags  must  be 
marked  in  a  legible  manner  with  the  name  of  the  person  who  ships  the  cattle 
for  which  the  feed  is  intended,  and  the  cattle  shipper  shall  furnish  the  inspector 
with  a  statement  of  the  quantity  of  hay  and  grain  supplied  by  him,  and  the 
number  of  cattle  shipped  by  him  for  the  intended  voyage. 

No.  9.  All  vessels  will  carry  not  less  than  four  hogsheads  of  over  100  gallons 
capacity,  for  each  100  head  of  cattle,  and  these  shall  be  filled  with  fresh  cold 
water  before  sailing  and  re-filled  as  emptied,  unless  the  vessel  is  fitted  with 
water  pipes  suitably  placed  and  fitted  with  taps  for  watering  the  cattle. 

No.  10.  Shippers  of  cattle  will  require  to  furnish  a  foreman  and  attendants 
to  take  charge  of  the  cattle  on  board  ship,  and  there  shall  be  three  attendants 
including  the  foreman  for  every  one  hundred  head  of  cattle  upon  steamships 
having  water  pipes  extending  the  entire  length  of  both  sides  of  compartments^ 
but  upon  steamships  not  so  fitted  there  shall  be  four  attendants,  including  the 
foreman,  for  every  one  hundred  head  of  cattle  shipped.  Shippers  are  required 
to  notify  the  inspector  at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  sailing  of  the  ship  of 
the  name  of  the  foreman  to  be  in  charge  of  their  shipment  and  of  the  names 
of  the  attendants,  and  must  furnish  the  inspector  with  satisfactory  evidence 
of  their  sobriety,  experience,  ability  and  general  good  conduct,  and  every  such 
foreman  and  cattle  attendant  shall  sign  the  ship's  articles  of  agreement  before 
the  ship  clears  on  her  intended  voyage,  and  be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the 
master,  and  the  inspector  shall  see  that  the  eating  and  sleeping  accommoda- 
tions for  the  cattle  attendants  and  foreman  are  as  good  as  the  same  accom- 
modations provided  for  the  crew  of  the  ship,  livery  ship's  articles  of 
agreement  signed  by  the  foreman  and  attendants  shall  clearly  state  the  wages 
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to  be  paid  to  each.  The  foreman  and  attendants  must  report  themselves  to 
the  inspector  at  least  six  hours  before  the  sailing  of  the  ship. 

No.  11.  Cattle  will  be  tied  with  a  rope  not  less  than  f  inch  in  diameter, 
which  shall  not  be  used  more  than  once. 

No.  12.  False  decks  on  which  cattle  have  been  loaded  must  be  removed 
and  the  manure  and  dirt  cleaned  away  before  the  ship  receives  another  cargo 
of  cattle. 

No.  13.  The  inspector  may,  in  case  he  finds  any  of  the  fittings  are  worn, 
decayed  or  unsound,  require  the  same  to  be  replaced  before  he  clears  the 
vessel.  He  will  also  supervise  the  loading  of  cattle  and  see  that  they  are 
properly  stowed  and  tied  and  that  all  the  requirements  of  these  regulations 
have  been  complied  with. 

No.  14.  Water  condensers  shall  be  on  board  in  good  working  order  and 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  provide  eight  gallons  every  twenty-four  hours,  of  fresh 
cold  water  for  each  head  of  cattle  carried,  whether  the  ship  is  fitted  with 
water  ballast  tanks  or  not. 

No.  15.  Live  stock  shall  not  be  taken  on  board  until  the  loading  of  the 
cargo  has  been  completed  unless  the  consent  of  the  inspector  in  writing  to  do 
otherwise  is  first  obtained. 

No.  16.  The  backs  of  pens  are  to  be  lined  with  1  inch  boards  to  the  height 
of  4  feet,  nailed  to  back  stanchions  on  inside  making  the  backs  of  the  pens 
flush  and  smooth,  if  the  inspector  deems  it  necessary. 

No.  17.  The  work  throughout  must  be  well  nailed  and  strongly  put 
together,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector. 

No.  18.  If  the  ship  is  not  lighted  by  electric  lights,  the  inspector  should 
see  that  sufficient  ship's  lanterns  are  provided  to  light  between  decks,  when 
live  stock  i3  carried. 

No.  1 9.  Passages  must  be  left  so  the  scuppers  can  be  reached  and  kept 
clean. 

No.  20.  Any  disputes  arising  under  these  regulations  in  regard  to  providing 
for  the  health,  security  and  safe  carriage  of  live  stock  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  who  may  decide  the  matter ;  or  the  Minister 
may  refer  it  to  any  person  considered  competent  by  him,  and  in  either  event 
the  decision  of  the  Minister,  or  of  such  person,  shall  be  final. 

No.  21.  For  the  better  protection  of  the  health  of  the  live  stock,  no 
cattle  or  horses  shall  be  taken  on  board  except  cattle  or  horses  which  have 
been  inspected  and  passed  as  regards  health  by  a  duly  appointed  government 
veterinary  inspector. 

No.  22.  Horses  shall  not  be  taken  on  board  until  the  loading  of  the  cargo 
has  been  completed  unless  the  consent  of  the  inspector  to  do  otherwise  in 
writing  is  first  obtained. 

(2.)  Stalls  for  horses  shall  not  be  less  than  2  feet  6  inches  wide  in  the 
clear  for  horses  weighing  1,200  lbs.  or  less.  For  horses  over  1,200  lbs.  in 
weight,  the  stall  shall  not  be  less  than  2  feet  8  inches  in  the  clear.  In  every 
case  the  stall  must  be  8  feet  deep. 

(3.)  The  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  stalls  and  fittings  shall  be 
of  substantial  character  and  of  such  dimensions  as  the  inspector  deems 
necessary. 
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(4.)  The  inspector  shall  see  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  good  food  is  placed 
on  board  ship  for  each  horse  and  that  suitable  arrangements  are  made  for  a 
sufficient  supply  of  fresh  water  so  that  no  condensed  water  shall  be  used. 
The  food  supply  shall  not  be  less  ttian  15  pounds  of  hay,  7  pounds  of  bran 
and  3  pounds  of  oats  for  each  horse  per  day,  and  the  inspector  may  refuse  to 
issue  the  certificate  rendered  necessary  under  the  Act  above  referred  to  until 
the  inspector  is  satisfied  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  food  on  board 
for  horses. 

(5.)  Shippers  of  horses  will  require  to  furnish  attendants  to  take  charge 
of  horses  on  board  ship  and  there  shall  not  be  more  than  eighteen  horses  in 
charge  of  one  attendant.  Shippers  are  required  to  notify  the  inspector  at  least 
twelve  hours  before  the  sailing  of  the  ship  of  the  names  of  the  attendants,  and 
must  furnish  the  inspector  with  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  sobriety, 
experience,  ability  and  general  good  conduct,  and  every  attendant  shall  sign 
the  ship's  articles  of  agreement  before  the  ship  clears  on  her  intended  voyage, 
and  be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  master,  and  the  inspector  shall  see  that 
the  eating  and  sleeping  accommodations  for  the  attendants  are  as  good  as  the 
same  accommodations  provided  for  the  crew  of  the  ship.  Every  ship's 
articles  of  agreement  signed  by  the  attendants  shall  clearly  state  the  wages  to 
be  paid  to  each.  The  attendants  must  report  themselves  to  the  inspector  at 
least  six  hours  before  the  sailing  of  the  ship.

"6.  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  buy,  sell  or  have  in  possession 
any  round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor 
any  long  oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  of  outer  shell. 

"  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  and  that 
may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  returned  to  the  water  alive,  at  the  costf 
and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on  whom,  in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the 
proof  of  actual  liberation. 

"  Provided  always  that  persons  holding  fishery  licenses,  may  obtain  from 
the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  permission  to  fish  for  and  catch  small 
oysters  for  the  purpose  of  planting  or  stocking  oyster  beds."

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province, 
in  one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  than  eight  small 
or  large-mouthed  black  bass,  four  maskinonge,  twelve  pickerel  (dore)  or  four 
lake  trout. 

10.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  pro- 
vince, in  one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled 
trout  or  brook  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds, 
and  no  greater  number  than  thirty  speckled  trout  or  brook  trout,  though  said 
number  weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

11.  No  small  or  large  mouthed  black  bass  less  than  ten  inches  in  length  ; 
no  speckled  trout  less  than  six  inches  in  length ;  no  pickerel  (dore)  less  than 
fifteen  inches  in  length,  or  no  maskinonge  less  than  thirty  inches  in  length 
shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water,  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or 
had  in  possession ;  but  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  any  of  the  fish  mentioned 
of  less  than  the  minimum  measurement  named, — which  measurement  shall  be 
from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail, — shall  immediately  return 
such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken,  alive  and  uninjured. 

12.  The  sale  and  export  of  speckled  trout,  black  bass  and  maskinonge,  is 
hereby  prohibited  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  this  Order  in 
Council,  provided,  however,  that  any  person  from  a  foreign  country,  fishing 
in  the  waters  of  the  province,  and  applying  and  paying  for  an  angler's  permit, 
may,  upon  leaving  the  province,  when  the  same  are  accompanied  by  him, 
take  with  him  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing. 

It  was  moreover  ordered  that  any  previous  Orders  in  Council  which  are 
in  conflict  with  these  regulations,  be  rescinded  in  so  far  as  the  province  of

An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of 
money  for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  years 
ending  respectively  the  30th  June,  1904,  and  the 
30th  June,  1905. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.] 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

T  AT  HERE  AS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency  Preamble. 
VV  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Gilbert  John  Elliot,  Earl  of 
Minto,  Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  the  estimates  accom- 
panying the  said  messages,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned 
are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service  of 
Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  financial  years  end- 
ing respectively  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  four,  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  five,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with 
the  public  service  :  May  it  therefore  please  Your  Majesty  that 
it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Ex- 
cellent Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  that  : — 


1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Appropriation  Act  (No.  2),  short  title. 
1904. 


2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  there  $2,485,409.80 
may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  f^**^/0* 
two  million  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  four  hun-  i903ni904fear 
dred  and  nine  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  towards  defraying 

the  several  charges  and  expenses  of  the  public  service, 
from  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three,  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  four,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  set  forth  in 
schedule  A  to  this  Act. 

3.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  there  $29,437,891.53 
may  he  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  Inanda/year 
twenty-nine  million  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand  1904-1905.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Bank  Act. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  51  of  The  Note  issue  at 
Bank  Act,  any  bank  to  which  that  Act  applies  may  issue  and  ggr|2in 
reissue  at  any  office  or  agency  of  the  bank  in  any  British  colony  possession 
or  possession  other  than  Canada,  notes  of  the  bank  payable  to  Canada an 
bearer  on  demand  and  intended  for  circulation  in  such  colony 

or  possession,  for  the  sum  of  one  pound  sterling  each,  or  for 
any  multiple  of  such  sum,  or  for  the  sum  of  five  dollars  each, 
or  for  any  multiple  of  such  sum,  of  the  dollars  in  commercial 
use  in  such  colony  or  possession,  provided  the  issue  or  reissue 
of  such  notes  is  not  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  such  colony  or 
possession. 

2.  No  issue  of  notes  of  the  denomination  of  five  such  dollars,  Governor  in 
or  any  multiple  thereof,  shall  be  made  in  any  such  British  g° "ate for 
colony  or  possession  unless  and  until  the  Governor  in  Council,  circulation, 
on  the  report  of  the  Treasury  Board,  determines  the  rate,  in 
Canadian  currency,  at  which  such  notes  shall  be  circulated  as

An  Act  authorizing  the  Government  of  Canada  to 
purchase  the  Canada  Eastern  Railway  and  to 
take  possession  of  the  Fredericton  and  Saint 
Mary's  Railway  Bridge. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  190 Jr.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  acquisition  by  Preamble, 
the  Dominion  of  the  Canada  Eastern  Railway;  and 
whereas  the  Fredericton  and  Saint  Mary's  Railway  Bridge 
Company  has  made  default  in  payment  of  the  advances  of 
money  paid  to  it  by  the  Governor  in  Council  under  chapter  26  1887,  c.  26. 
of  the  statutes  of  1887,  and  of  interest  thereon,  which  said 
advances  and  interest  were  made  a  first  charge  and  lien  and 
were  duly  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  all  the  property,  real 
and  persona],  of  the  said  Bridge  Company,  and,  by  reason 
of  such  default,  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  the 
rights,  franchises,  easements  and  privileges  of  the  said  Bridge 
Company  became,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act  and  mortgage, 
forfeited  to  the  Crown  :  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 


1.  The  Governor  in  Council  is  authorized  to  purchase  from  Purchase  of 
the  Alexander  Gibson  Railway  and  Manufacturing  Company,  Authorized 
and  the  said  company  is  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  to  His 
Majesty,  the  whole  of  the  railway  and  undertaking  formerly 
belonging  to  the  Canada  Eastern  Railway  Company,  but  now 
vested  in  the  Alexander  Gibson  Railway  and  Manufacturing 
Company,  having  been  sold,  transferred  and  assigned  to  that 
company,  pursuant  to  and  by  virtue  of  chapter  59  of  the  1898,  c.  53. 
statutes  of  1898,  including  the  main  and  branch  lines  of  the 
said  railway,  and  all  buildings,  fixtures  and  appurtenances 
appertaining  thereto,  together  with  all  the  rights,  franchises, 
powers,  privileges  and  property  held  or  exercisable  in  respect 
thereof  or  in  connection  therewith  ;  and  upon  such  purchase  To  be  part  of 
being  effected  the  said  railway  and  its  branch  lines  shall  railway™611* 
become  and  form  part  of  the  Government  railways   system  system, 
and  be  operated  as  such. 
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2.  It  shall  be  made  a  condition  of  such  purchase  that  the 
said  railway  and  undertaking  shall  be  conveyed  to  His  Majesty 
free  and  clear  from  all  charges,  liens  and  encumbrances  affect- 
ing it  under  or  by  virtue  or  in  respect  of  any  mortgages,  bonds, 
debentures,  preference  stocks,  or  other  securities,  or  otherwise 
howsoever.

lidating  them  into  shares  of  a  larger  par  value;  but  no  such 
consolidated  share  shall  exceed  the  par  value  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

"  2.  For  the  purpose  of  such  consolidation,  the  company 
shall  have  the  power  to  purchase  fractions  of  shares,  and  the 
company  shall  be  bound  to  sell  any  shares  held  by  them  within 
a  delay  of  two  years."

tioned in  items  224,  226,  228  and  231  in  schedule  A  to  The 
Customs  Tariff,  1897,  the  special  duty  of  customs  on  which 
shall  not  exceed  fifteen  per  cent  ad  valorem,  nor  more  than 
the  difference  between  the  selling  price  and  the  fair  market 
value  of  the  article. 

2.  The  expression  "export  price"  or  "selling  price"  in  "Export 
this  section  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include  the  exporter's  E^gf^*1"1 
price  for  the  goods,  exclusive  of  all  charges  thereon  after  their  price"  defined, 
shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported  directly  to  Canada. 

8.  This  section  shall  apply  to  imported  round  rolled  wire  Wire  rods, 
rods  not  over  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  notwith- 
standing that  such  rods  are  on  the  customs  free  list :  Provid- 
ed, however,  that  the  special  duty  of  customs  on  such  wire 
rods  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  per  cent  ad  valorem. 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Gover-  Evasion  of 
nor  in  Council,  on  a  report  from  the  Minister  of  Customs,  that  ^mode  ofy 
the  payment  of  the  special  duty  by  this  section  provided  for  is  consignment 
being  evaded  by  the  shipment  of  goods  on  consignment  with- 
out sale  prior  to  such  shipment,  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
in  any  case  or  class  of  cases  authorize  such  action  as  is  deemed 
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necessary  to  collect  on  such  goods  or  any  of  them  the  same 
special  duty  as  if  the  goods  had  been  sold  to  an  importer  in 
Canada  prior  to  their  shipment  to  Canada. 

5.  If  the  full  amount  of  any  special  duty  of  customs  is  not 
paid  on  goods  imported,  the  customs  entry  thereof  shall  be 
amended  and  the  deficiency  paid  upon  the  demand  of  the 
collector  of  customs. 

6.  The  Minister  of  Customs  may  make  such  regulations  as 
are  deemed  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  for  the  enforcement  thereof. 

7.  Such  regulations  may  provide  for  the  temporary  exemp- 
tion from  special  duty  of  any  article  or  class  of  articles,  when 
it  is  established  to  the  satisiaction  of  the  Minister  of  Customs 
that  such  articles  are  not  made  in  Canada  in  substantial  quan- 
tities and  offered  for  sale  to  all  purchasers  on  equal  terms. 

8.  Such  regulations  may  also  provide  for  the  exemption 
from  special  duty  of  any  article  whereon  the  duty  in  schedule 
A  is  equal  to  fifty  per  cent  ad  valorem  or  upwards,  or  when 
the  difference  between  the  fair  market  value  of  the  goods  and 
the  selling  price  thereof  to  the  importer  as  aforesaid  amounts 
only  to  a  small  percentage  of  their  fair  market  value. 

9.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  goods  of  a  class  subject  to 
excise  duty  in  Canada. 

250.  This  Act  shall  be  held  to  have  come  into  force  on  the 
eighth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  and 
to  have  applied  to  all  goods  imported  or  taken  out  of  ware- 
house for  consumption  on  or  after  that  day,  and  to  have  also 
applied  to  goods  previously  imported  for  which  no  entry  for 
consumption  was  made  before  that  day,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  Act  :  Provided,  that  all  goods  actually  pur- 
chased on  or  before  the  seventh  day  of  June,  in  this  year,  at 
any  place  out  of  Canada,  for  importation  into  Canada,  on 
evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Customs  of  the 
purchase  having  been  so  made,  and  all  goods  in  warehouse  in 
Canada  on  that  day,  may  be  entered  for  duty  at  the  rate  of 
duty  in  force  immediately  before  that  day  (without  special 
duty)  notwithstanding  any  increase  in  customs  duties  under 
this  Act  ;  but  this  proviso  shall  cease  to  have  force  and  eifect 
after  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in  this  year.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Fisheries  Act. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1-  The  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  95  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  is  r.s.c,  c.  95, 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  section  immediately  after section  added, 
section  6  : — 

"  6a.  No  one  shall,  at  any  time,  engage  in  the  manufacture  whale 
from  whales  of  oil  or  other  commercial  product,  and  no  vessel  ^Jing1  and 
or  boat  shall  be  employed  in  the  whale  fishery,  except  under  vessels  to  be 
license  from  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  under  a llcensed- 
penalty  not  "exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  less  than 
three  hundred  dollars. 

"  2.  The  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  may  issue  licenses  Conditions, 
under  this  section,  under  the  following  conditions  : — 

"  (a.)  No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  site  of  the  factory  has  Approval 
been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  andofsite- 
no  site  shall  be  approved  within  fifty  miles  of  any  other  whale 
factory,  or  in  such  proximity  to  any  inhabited  place  or  places 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries, 
may  cause  any  danger  or  detriment  to  the  public  health ; 

"(6.)  No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  applicant  therefor  Assurance  of 
has  given  assurances  to  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  conduct  oZ 
of  a  satisfactory  nature,  that  he  (the  applicant)  is  in  a  position  business, 
to  convert  any  whale  captured  into  commercial  products  with- 
in twenty-four  hours  of  the  landing  of  such  whale,  and  that  he 
is  also  in  a  position  to  conduct  his  whale  factory  and  business 
in  such  a  manner  that  no  noxious  or  deleterious  matter  will 
be  introduced  into  any  public  waters,  bays,  creeks,  rivers  or 
harbours  ; 

"  (c.)  No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  applicant  has  filed  Plans  of 
with  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  plans  and  specifica-  machinery, 
tions  of  the  machinery  to  be  contained  in  the  proposed  factory, 
and  particulars  of  the  reduction  process  ;  and  the  machinery 
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proposed  to  be  used  shall  be  of  a  kind  already  proved  efficient 
for  such  purposes,  and  of  the  most  approved  type  theretofore 
used  in  the  whaling  industry. 

"  3.  No  license  shall  be  for  a  period  exceeding  nine  years  : 
Provided  always  that  the  Governor  in  Council  may  renew  a 
license  in  favour  of  the  licensee  from  time  to  time  for  periods 
of  nine  years,  upon  receipt  of  an  application,  in  writing,  for  a 
renewal,  six  months  previously  to  the  termination  of  the  cur- 
rent period. 

"  4.  The  holder  of  any  such  license  shall  not  operate  more 
than  one  whaling  steamer  in  connection  with  the  whale 
factory  under  license. 

"  5.  The  license  shall  become  void  and  forfeited  unless  the 
factory  named  therein  is  erected,  equipped  and  working  with- 
in two  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  license. 

"  6.  The  fee  charged  on  each  such  license  shall  be  eight 
hundred  dollars  for  the  first  year,  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  second  year,  and  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  the  third  and 
each  ensuing  year,  and  the  fee  on  all  subsequent  licenses  for 
the  same  factory  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  such  fee 
shall  be  payable  to  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  first 
on  the  issue  of  the  license,  and  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  each 
year  thereafter  :  Provided  that  the  Governor  in  Council,  after 
the  first  two  years,  may  exact,  in  lieu  of  such  fee,  a  sum  equal 
to  two  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  of  each  factory,  which 
shall  be  payable  as  aforesaid. 

"  7.  Every  license,  upon  cause  shown,  after  one  month's  notice 
in  writing  to  the  licensee,  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture  for  any 
infraction  of  this  section,  or  any  regulation  under  it,  or  for 
failure  to  fulfil  and  carry  out  the  assurances  required  under 
paragraph  (b)  of  subsection  2  of  this  section  ;  and  in  the  case 
of  forfeiture,  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  may, 
without  any  suit  or  other  proceedings  at  law,  and  without 
compensation,  cancel  the  license. 

"  8.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make 
such  regulations  as  to  him  seem  necessary  for  carrying  out 
and  enforcing  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  for 
controlling  and  regulating  the  manufactures  carried  on  in  the 
licensed  factories,  and  the  disposal  of  all  refuse  therefrom. 

"  9.  Boats  known  as  '  tow-boats '  shall  not  be  used  by  any 
one  in  the  prosecution  of  the  whaling  industry,  and  no  vessel 
other  than  the  vessel  from  which  the  whales  have  been  cap- 
tured or  killed,  shall,  by  any  method  or  contrivance,  bring  or 
tow  into  port  any  whale  for  manufacture  or  other  purpose ; 
but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  any  one,  other  than  the 
holder  of  a  license,  or  his  employees,  from  towing  any  dead 
whale  to  land,  and  having  it  manufactured  or  otherwise  dis- 
posing of  it  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section, 

"  10.  No  one  shall  pursue,  capture,  shoot  or  kill  any  whale 
within  the  distance  of  one-half  nautical  mile  of  any  vessel  or 
boat  not  at  anchor  or  engaged  in  any  kind  of  fishing,  or  within 
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one  nautical  mile  of  any  vessel  or  boat  at  anchor  or  engaged 
in  any  kind  of  fishing. 

"11.  No  one  shall  have  in  his  possession,  or  use  in  the  prohibited 
catching  or  killing  of  whales,  any  contrivance  which  does  not  contrivances, 
include  a  harpoon,  with  a  whaling  line  attached  thereto,  fixed 
or  fastened  to  the  boat  or  vessel  from  which  the  whale  is 
captured  or  killed. 

"  12.  Every  one  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section,  Penalty, 
or  of  the  regulations  made  hereunder,  for  which  violation  no 
penalty  is  herein  specially  provided,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  and  not  less  than  fi  fty  dollars.

"  120.  In  the  following  provisions  respecting  binder  twine  "Dealer" 
the  word  4  dealer '  shall  be  held  to  mean  the  person  or  firm  defined, 
manufacturing,  or  importing,  or  having  in  his  or  its  possession 
for  sale,  or  exposing  or  offering  for  sale,  any  binder  twine. 

"  121.  Upon  or  attached  to  every  ball  of  binder  twine  sold  Labels, 
or  offered  for  sale  in  Canada  there  shall  be  a  label  with  the 
name  of  the  dealer  and  the  number  of  feet  of  twine  per  pound 
in  the  ball  marked  or  stamped  thereon  :    Except  that  binder  Ou  twine  for 
twine  manufactured  in  Canada  for  export  need  not  be  labelled  export, 
with  the  name  of  the  dealer,  but  there  shall  be  attached  to

"  3.  All  balls  of  binder  twine  not  properly  and  correctly 
labelled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  next  preced- 
ing section  shall  be  confiscated  to  the  Crown,  and  may  be 
seized  upon  view  by  the  inspector  of  binder  twine. 

"  4.  If  it  is  shown  that  in  any  lot  of  binder  twine  one  ball 
of  binder  twine  in  every  twenty  or  less  number  of  balls  of 
binder  twine  in  the  lot  are  not  properly  and  correctly  labelled, 
it  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  all  the  balls  in  the  lot  are 
not  properly  and  correctly  labelled,  and  the  burden  of  proof 
shall  lie  upon  the  dealer  to  show  that  the  balls  in  the  lot  are 
properly  and  correctly  labelled. 

"  123.  The  inspector  of  binder  twine  or  any  other  person 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
relating  to  binder  twine  may  enter  upon  any  premises  and 
make  an  examination  of  any  packages  of  binder  twine,  whether 
such  packages  are  on  the  premises  of  a  dealer  or  are  on  other 
premises,  or  are  in  the  possession  of  a  railway  or  steamship 
company  ;  and  any  person  who  obstructs  or  refuses  to  permit 
the  maldng  of  any  such  examination  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and 
in  default  of  payment  of  such  penalty  and  costs  shall  be  liable 
to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  unless  such  penalty  and  costs  are  sooner 
paid."

6.  The  existing  inspection  divisions  are  hereby  continued, 
subject  to  change  of  boundaries  as  hereinbefore  provided  ; 
that  is  to  say  : — 

(a.)  The  eastern  inspection  division,  which  consists  of  all 
that  portion  of  Ontario  lying  east  of  Port  Arthur,  and  the  pro- 
vinces of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince 
Edward  Island ; 

(6.)  The  Manitoba  inspection  division,  which  consists  of 
the  province  of  Manitoba,  the  North-west  Territories,  British 
Columbia,  and  that  portion  of  the  province  of  Ontario  lying 
west  of,  and  including,  the  existing  district  of  Port  Arthur.

7.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  estab- 
lish inspection  districts  within  any  inspection  division,  and 
determine,  and  from  time  to  time  vary  the  boundaries  ot 
such  districts,  and  in  and  for  each  such  district  may  appoint 
an  inspector  and  deputy  inspectors  of  grain. 
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Where  the  division  has  not  been  divided  into  districts  or  Local  limits 
where  districts  have  not  been  established  therein,  or  where  htspectorsby 
for  any  reason  it  is  considered  expedient  so  to  do,  the  Governor  the  Minister, 
in  Council  may  appoint  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  in 
and  for  any  division,  and  in  such  case  the  Minister  may,  from 
time  to  time,  assign  to  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  local 
limits  within  which  they  shall  perform  their  duties  under  this 
Act. 

Chief  inspectors,  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  shall  Qualifications 
hold  office  during  pleasure,  and  shall.be  appointed  only  from  ^0^tt°^ ' 
among  duly  qualified,  persons,  certified  as  such  by  a  board  of  suspend, 
grain  examiners  as  hereinafter  provided.    The  chief  inspector 
of  any  division  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any  inspector  or 
deputy  inspector  for  cause. 

lO.  An  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  shall  not  ordinarily  Limitation 
act  as  such  except  within  the  district  for  which  he  is -appointed  "faction, 
or  the  local  limits,  if  any,  assigned  to  him ;  but  the  Minister, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  chief  inspector  of  a  division, 
may  authorize  and  require  any  inspector  or  deputy  inspector 
to  act  temporarily  in  another  district  or  beyond  such  limits.  • 

11*  An  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  who  is  appointed  in  When  local 
and  for  a  division,  and  to  whom  no  local  limits  have  been  asTi'gL^ 
assigned,  may  act  as  such  anywhere  within  the  division. 

IS.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  inspecting  officers  to  inspect  Duties  of 
grain  when  called  upon  so  to  do  by  the  owner  or  possessor  ^erging 
thereof  or  his  authorized  agent,  and  without  unreasonable 
delay  to  issue  his  certificate  of  such  inspection,  specifying  the 
grade  of  such  grain  ;  but,  before  undertaking  an  inspection  or 
issuing  a  certificate,  an  inspecting  officer  shall  require  the  pro- 
duction of  satisfactory  evidence  of  ownership  or  possession  or 
authorized  agency. 

13.  Chief  inspectors,  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  shall  Salaries, 
respectively  be  paid  such  salaries  as  are  determined  by  the 
Governor  in  Council. 

14.  All  chief  inspectors,  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  of  Continuance 
wheat  and  other  grain,  or  of  wheat  and  other  grain  and  hay,  ^er^n* 
at  present  in  office,  shall  respectively,  until  otherwise  provided,  office. 

be  chief  inspectors,  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  of  grain 
under  this  Act  in  and  for  the  divisions  and  districts  respectively 
for  which  they  have  been  appointed,  or  with  authority  to  act 
within  such  local  limits  as  have  been  assigned  to  them  respect- 
ively, and  be  entitled  in  respect  of  their  duties  as  such  to 
the  salaries  or  fees  to  which  they  have  respectively  been  here- 
tofore entitled  in  respect  of  the  like  duties,  but  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  affect  the  rights  and  powers  of  any  existing  inspec- 
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tor  of  wheat  and  other  grain  and  hay  in  regard  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  hay. 

15.  Every  chief  inspector,  inspector  or  deputy  inspector 
shall,  before  acting  as  such,  take  and  subscribe  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  an  oath  of  office  in  the  form  or  to  the  effect 
following  : — 

I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear,  that  I  will  faithfully,  truly 
and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment,  skill  and  under- 
standing, execute  and  perform  the  office  of  chief  inspector  of 
grain  (or  inspector  of  grain,  or  deputy  inspector  of  grain)  and 
that  I  will  not,  directly  "or  indirectly,  by  myself  or  by  any 
other  person  or  persons  deal,  or  trade  in  any  grain  on  my 
account,  or  upon  the  account  of  any  other  person  or  persons, 
while  I  continue  such  chief  inspector  (or  inspector,  or  deputy 
inspector).    So  help  me  God. 

16.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time, 
appoint  in  and  for  any  division  or  district  such  number  of  fit 
and  skilful  persons  as  he  deems  properly  qualified,  to  be  a 
board  of  grain  examiners,  to  examine  and  test  the  ability  and 
fitness  of  applicants  for  certificates  of  qualification  to  act  as 
chief  inspectors,  inspectors,  or  deputy  inspectors. 

17.  The  members  of  any  such  board  shall  be  known  as 
grain  examiners  and  shall  hold  office  during  pleasure,  and  each 
of  them  before  acting  as  a  grain  examiner  shall  take  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  an  oath  in  the  form  following,  or  to  the 
same  effect : — 

I,  A.  B.,  do  swear  that  I  will  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
personally  or  by  means  of  any  person  or  persons  in  my  behalf 
receive  any  fee,  reward  or  gratuity  whatever  by  reason  of  any 
function  of  my  office  of  grain  examiner,  except  such  as  I  am 
entitled  to  receive  by  law,  and  that  I  will  therein  well  and 
truly,  in  all  things,  act  without  partiality,  favour  or  affection, 
and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  understanding.  So  help 
me  God. 

IS.  The  oath  of  office  required  under  this  Act,  taken  by  any 
chief  inspector  or  other  inspecting  officer,  weighmaster  or 
assistant  weighmaster,  or  by  any  member  of  a  board  of  grain 
examiners,  or  by  any  member  of  a  grain  survey  board,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  and  be  filed  in  the  department,  and  the  justice 
of  the  peace  administering  the  oath  shall  keep  in  his  custody 
a  copy  thereof  certified  by  him  as  such  ;  and  any  copy  so  cer- 
tified by  such  justice  of  the  peace  or  by  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such 
oath.

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2©.  ~No  person  shall  be  appointed  as  chief  inspector,  inspec-  inspector 
tor,  or  deputy  inspector  in  any  division  who  has  not  been  ex-  certificate, 
amined  by,  and  received  a  certificate  of  qualification  to  act  as 
chief  inspector,  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  from,  the  board  of 
grain  examiners  of  the  division  or  of  some  district  therein. 

21.  When  a  board  of  grain  examiners  grants  any  certifi-  Report  to 
cate  of  qualification  a  report  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  made  to  dePartment- 
the  department. 

22«  Every  board  of  grain  examiners  shall  collect  from  each  Fees  for 
candidate  coming  before  the  board  for  examination,  before  of  ^^dates 
such  examination  is  held,  a  fee  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars, 
such  fee  to  be  divided  among  the  members  of  the  board  in 
such  manner  as  the  board  directs.

25.  Inspecting  officers  shall  grade  all  grain  in  accordance  Grading  of 
with  the  grades  defined  in  this  Act,  and  samples  shall  be  grain- 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  inspector  of  each  division 

in  accordance  with  such  grades  for  the  purpose  of  grading  and 
of  appeals  therefrom  to  a  grain  survey  board  or  to  the  chief 
inspector  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained. 

26.  The  chief  inspectors  and  the  inspectors  for  the  division  Samples  to  .be 
shall,  not  later  than  the  first  week  in  October  in  each  year, furmshed- 
furnish  official  standards  of  grain  as  established  by  them  under 

this  Act,  when  requested  to  do  so  by  any  person ;  and  each 
standard  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  specific  statement  that  it 
is  a  sample  of  the  oflicial  grade.  For  all  samples  so  furnished 
the  inspector  shall  make  such  charge  as  is  approved  by  the 
Minister. 

27.  If  a  considerable  portion  of  the  crop  of  wheat  or  any  Commercial 
other  grain  for  any  one  year  in  any  division  has  any  marked  srades- 
characteristics  which  exclude  it,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  pro- 
ducer, from  the  grade  to  which  it  otherwise  belongs,  special 
grades  may  be  established  therefor  in  the  manner  provided  in 

the  four  sections  next  following,  and  shall  be  called  and  known 
as  commercial  grades. 
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28.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint,  for  any  division 
or  district,  as  a  grain  standards  board,  such  number  of  fit  and 
skilful  persons  as  he  deems  properly  qualified,  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  such  commercial  grades  and  of  choosing  sam- 
ples of  such  grades  to  be  the  standards  therefor;  and  the 
appointment  of  such  persons  by  the  Governor  in  Council  shall 
be  held  to  be  permanent  and  effective  until  superseded  and 
replaced  by  other  appointments  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  only  select 
and  establish  the  standards  found  necessary,  to  be  designated 
as  "commercial  grade";  and  in  the  inspection  of  all  grain 
other  than  that  subject  to  be  graded  as  commercial  grade,  the 
inspectors  shall  be  governed  by  the  grades  established  by  this 
Act. 

29.  The  chief  inspector  shall  distribute  portions  of  all  stan- 
dard samples  so  chosen  to  such  persons  as  the  Minister  from 
time  to  time  directs,  and  in  the  inspection  of  grain  of  the  char- 
acter described  \n  section  27  inspecting  officers  shall  be  governed 
by  the  samples  so  chosen. 

Special  nv.ks. 

30.  The  packages  containing  the  samples  so  distributed, 
and  the  certificates  granted  by  inspecting  officers  in  relation  to 
such  grain,  shall  be  marked  "  commercial  grade."

31.  A  grain  standards  board  shall  be  summoned  for  the 
establishment  of  commercial  grades  and  the  selection  of  sam- 
ples thereof  whenever  the  chief  inspector  of  the  division  or 
three  members  of  the  board  notify  the  chairman  of  the  board 
that  such  a  course  is  necessary. 

Grain  survey  $2.  The  Governor  in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of 
board'  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  Toronto  and  Montreal  respectively,  may 
appoint  for  any  eastern  division  or  district  a  grain  survey 
board  composed  of  such  number  of  fit  and  skilful  persons  as 
is  in  each  case  considered  necessary  or  convenient,  and  such 
board  shall  have  the  powers  and  be  charged  with  the  duties 
hereinafter  defined  and  set  forth,  which  powers  and  duties 
shall  be  exercised  and  performed  in  accordance  with  any 
regulations  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  in  that  behalf. 

33.  Any  grain  survey  board  may  make  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  anything  herein  contained  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  for  the  better  carrying 
out  of  its  business,  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  tariff  of  fees 
for  survey  services,  subject  to  the  provision  of  section  85  of  this 
Act. 

Oath  of  office.  34.  rpne  members  of  a 'grain  survey  board,  before  acting 
as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  in  such  form  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Governor  in  Council. 
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35.  Whenever,  in  a  division  or  district  for  which  a  grain  ^pJ2alutes 
survey  board  has  been  appointed,  the  owner  or  possessor  of  to  gliding 
any  grain  inspected  therein  is  not  satisfied  with  the  inspecting  of  grain, 
officer's  grading  of  such  grain,  he  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
chiet  inspector,  who  shall  view  a  proper  sample  of  the.  grain 
respecting  which  the  grading  is  in  dispute,  drawn  or  secured 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  him,  and  give  his  decision  thereon, 
which  shall  be  final,  unless  the  owner  or  possessor,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  the  notification  thereof, 
makes  further  appeal  to  the  grain  survey  board  for  the  divi- 
sion or  district,  in  which  case  the  said  board  shall  give  a  final 
decision  to  settle  the  grading  of  the  grain  in  dispute;  but 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  owner  or  possessor 
of  the  grain  appealing  directly  from  the  inspecting  officer  to 
the  said  board,  whose  decision  in  all  cases  shall  be  final  and 
binding  on  all  parties,  and  the  inspecting  officer  shall  issue  a 
certificate  accordingly  :    Provided  always  that  no  appeal  shall  Proviso, 
be  considered  in  any  case  where  -the  identity  of  the  grain  in 
dispute  has  not  been  preserved. 

2.  If  the  grading  of  the  inspecting  officer  is  confirmed  by  Costs  of 
the  board,  the  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  aPPeaL 
or  possessor  of  the  grain,  otherwise  by  the  inspecting  officer ; 
but  the  costs  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
dollars.

38.  No  inspecting  officer  shall  inspect  grain1  being  laden  or  inspection 
about  to  be  laden  on  vessels  or  cars  after  dark  or  in  wet  wea-  ^rfck 
ther,  except  on  receipt,  personally,  or  through  the  office  of  the  weather, 
chief  inspector,  of  an  application  from  the  owner  or  possessor 

of  the  grain  or  his  authorized  agent,  written  upon  one  of  the 
printed  forms  furnished  by  the  department  and  signed  by  such 
owner  or  his  authorized  agent,  relieving  him,  the  inspecting 
officer,  from  responsibility  for  damage  which  may  be  caused 
by  such  wet  weather,  darkness,  or  for  loss  arising  from  errors 
liable  to  occur  in  an  inspection  under  such  circumstances  ;  but  Personal 
in  every  case  of  such  inspection,*  the  inspecting  officer  shall  be  officer.06  °f 
personally  present  when  the  grain  is  actually  delivered  on 
board. 

39.  The  Minister  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  any  in-  Report  of 
spector  or  deputy  inspector  to  make  such  returns  or  reports  of  insPector- 
his  official  acts  to  the  department,  or  to  any  officer  thereof, 
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board  of  trade,  or  chamber  of  commerce,  in  such  form,  and 
containing  such  particulars  and  information  as  he  deems 
expedient. 

Account  40.  Every  inspector  of  grain  shall  keep  a  proper  book  or 

books  in  which  he  shall  from  time  to  time  enter  an  account  of 
all  grain  inspected  and  the  amount  paid  for  such  inspection. 

Books  open  to     41.  For  the  purpose  ot  verifying  any  statement  made  by  an 
inspection.     inspecting  officer  of  the  quantity  of  grain  inspected  or  weighed 
by  him  at  any  elevator,  the  books  kept  in  connection  with  such 
elevator  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  autho- 
rized officer  of  the  department. 

Examination  42.  All  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors  of  grain  shall,  at 
termfnaiin  a^  times  during  ordinary  business  hours,  be  at  full  liberty 
elevators.      to  examine  all  grain  stored  in  any  public  terminal  elevator ; 

and  all  proper  facilities  shall  be  extended  to  them  by  the  ware- 
houseman, his  agents  and  servants,  for  an  examination,  and 
all  parts  of  public  terminal  elevators  shall  be  open  to  examina- 
tion and  inspection  by  any  inspector  or  deputy  inspector. 

4S.  Every  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  who,  on  applica- , 
tion  to  him,  made  personally  or  by  writing,  left  at  his  office  on  1 
any  lawful  day  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  by  any  owner  or 
possessor  of  grain,  neglects  or  refuses  to  proceed  forthwith  to  j 
such  inspection,  if  he  is  not  at  the  time  of  such  applica- 
tion employed  in  inspecting  elsewhere,  shall,  for  every  such 
neglect  or  refusal,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  person  so  applying 
twenty  dollars,  over  and  above  all  the  damages  occasioned  to 
the  person  complaining  by  such  neglect  or  refusal,  recover- 
able in  a  summary  way  before  any  one  justice  of  the  peace  on 
the  oath  of  one  credible  witness  other  than  such  complainant. 

44.  Every  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  who — 
(a.)  without  authority  inspects  grain  out  of  the  local  limits 

for  which  he  is  appointed,  or 
(6.)  gives  any  wilfully  false  or  untrue  certificate,  or 
(c.)  connives  at  or  is  privy  to  any  fraudulent  evasion  of  this 
Act,  or 

(d.)  otherwise  violates  any  provision  of  this  Act — 
shall,  for  each  such  offence,  on  summary  conviction  before  two 
justices  of  the  peace  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  shall  forfeit  his  office,  and  ha  disqualified  from  ever 
after  holding  the  same. 

Unauthorized     45.  Every  person,  not  thereunto  duly  authorized  under  this 
persons.        Act,  who  in  any  manner  whatever  assumes  the  title  or  office 
of  inspector  or  deputy  inspector,  or  issuea  any  certificate  pur- 
porting to  establish  the  quality  of  any  grain  or  hay,  shall  for 
every  such  offence,  on  summary  conviction,  be  liable  to  a 
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penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  Penalty 
not  exceeding  three  months. 

46.  Every  person  who,  with  a  fraudulent  intention,  uses  an  Fraudulent 
inspector's  certificate  or  bill  of  inspection  in  connection  with  Rector's 
grain  other  than  the  grain  in  connection  with  which  such  certificate, 
certificate  or  bill  op  inspection  was  issued,  is  guilty  of  an  indict- 
able offence  and  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing three  years  or  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  Penalty, 
dollars,  or  to  both. 

47.  Any  person  who  directly  or  indirectly  gives  or  offers,  Bribes, 
or  promises  to  give,  or  procure  to  be  given,  any  bribe,  recom-  ^fence  to 
pense  or  reward  to,  or  makes  any  collusive  agreement  with,  influence 
any  inspector  or  deputy  inspector,  or  who  makes  use  of,  or  insPector- 
threatens  to  make  use  of,  any  force,  violence  or  restraint,  or 
inflicts  or  threatens  the  infliction  of  any  injury  or  loss  upon 

any  inspector  or  deputy  inspector,  or  upon  any  other  person, 
in  order  to  improperly  influence  such  inspector  or  deputy  in- 
spector in  the  performance  of  his  duties  under  this  Act,  is 
guilty  of  an  indictable  offence  and  liable  to  imprisonment  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  two  years  or  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Penalty, 
two  hundred  dollars,  or  to  both. 

48.  Every  action  brought  against  any  person  for  anything  Limitation 
done  under  this  Act,  or  contrary  to  its  provisions,  shall  be  commencing 
commenced  within  six  months  next  after  the  right  to  bring  suits  under 
such  action  accrued,  and  not  afterwards ;  and  the  defendant thls  Act* 
therein  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  that  the  thing  was 

done  under  this  Act,  and  may  give  this  Act  and  the  special 
matter  in  evidence  at  any  trial  thereof ;  and  if  it  appears  so  to 
have  been  done,  then  the  judgment  shall  be  for  the  defendant ; 
and  if  the  plaintiff  is  non-suited  or  discontinues  his  action  after  Costs, 
the  defendant  has  appeared,  or  if  judgment  is  given  against 
the  plaintiff,  the  defendant  shall  recover  all  costs  and  have 
the  like  remedy  therefor  as  defendants  have  in  other  cases. 

49.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  any  person  from  sell-  Sale  by 
ing  or  buying  grain  by  sample,  regardless  of  its  grades.  sample. 

50.  The  fees  for  the  inspection  of  grain  shall  be  as  follows  :  Fees. 
For  inspecting  grain  in  sacks,  one-third  of  a  cent  per  cental  ; 

for  inspecting  grain  in  bulk,  per  car  load,  forty  cents  ;  in 
cargoes,  per  one  thousand  bushels,  fifty  cents. 

51.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  Alteration 
increase  or  reduce  the  fees  for  the  inspection  of  grain,  and  may  of  fees- 
prescribe  scales  of  fees  differing  from  each  other  for  the  several 
divisions. 

52.  The  inspection  and  weighing  fees  upon  grain  inspected  Fees  to  be 
or  weighed  within  any  division  or  district  shall  be  treated  as  advanced3 
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advanced  charges,  to  be  paid  by  the  carrier  or  warehouseman 
in  whose  possession  the  grain  is  at  the  time  of  its  inspection 
or  weighing,  and,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  paid 
through  the  chief  inspector  or  inspectors  into,  and  shall  form 
part  of,  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada,  and  ac- 
counts thereof  shall  be  kept  in  such  manner  and  in  such 
detail  as  is  from  time  to  time  determined  by  the  Minister.

Penalties  for 
contravention. 


53.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Act, — 

(a.)  for  the  guidance  and  government  of  chief  inspectors, 
inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors,  boards  of  grain  examiners, 
grain  standards  boards,  grain  survey  boards  and  members 
of  such  boards  respectively,  and  others  concerned  in  the 
administration  of  the  A  ct,  and 

(6.)  generally  such  as  are  deemed  necessary,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  accord- 
ing to  their  true  intent  and  meaning  and  for  the  better  attain- 
ment of  its  objects — 

and  may  by  any  such  regulations  impose  penalties  for 
violations  thereof  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  costs,  such 
penalties  to  be  recoverable  on  summary  conviction. 


Regulations  as 
to  terminal 
and  public 
elevators. 


54.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  also  make  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  as  to  the  method  of  dealing 
with  terminal  and  public  elevators  and  grain  warehouses,  and 
requiring  the  proprietors,  lessees  or  managers  of  such  elevators 
and  warehouses  to  take  out  licenses  and  to  pay  any  prescribed 
fees  therefor,  and  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  as  such,  and  their  compliance  with  all  laws 
relating  thereto. 


Appointments 
of  chief  weigh  - 
master  and 
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Oath  of  office 
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55.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  in  and  for  each 
division  a  chief  weighmaster,  whose  duties  and  powers  shall 
be  defined  by  Order  in  Council,  and  may  also,  in  any  place 
where  inspection  of  grain  is  authorized  under  this  Act,  or 
where  is  situate  any  public  terminal  elevator,  appoint  a  weigh- 
master and  such  assistants  as  are  necessary ;  and  such  weigh- 
masters  and  assistants  shall  receive  such  compensation,  by  tees 
or  otherwise,  as  is  determined  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

2.  Every  weighmaster  or  assistant  weighmaster  so  appointed 
shall,  before  exercising  the  duties  of  his  office,  subscribe  to  an 
oath  of  office  and  furnish  a  guarantee  bond  in  such  amount  as 
the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  directs. 


Combination 
of  offices. 


56.  The  offices  of  chief  weighmaster  and  chief  inspector  in 
each  division  may  be  combined  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Governor  in  Council. 


Powers  and  W«  The  weighrnasters  and  assistants  in  each  division  shall, 
duties  of       under  the  direction  of  the  chief  weighmaster,  supervise  and 

weighrnasters.  n  .  °  r      *  , 
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have  exclusive  control  of  the  weighing  of  grain  inspected, 
subject  to  inspection  or  otherwise,  or  received  into  or  shipped 
out  from  public  terminal  elevators. 

58.  Every  such  weighmaster  or  assistant  shall  give  upon  Certificate  as 
demand  to  any  person  having  weighing  done  by  him,  a  certifi-  evidence- 
cate  under  his  hand,  showing  the  amount  of  each  weight,  the 
number  of  each  car  or  cargo  weighed,  the  initial  of  the  car,  the 
place  where  weighed,  the  date  of  weighing  and  the  contents  of 
the  car  or  cargo,  and  such  certificate  shall  be,  in  all  cases,  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained. 


59-  All  weighmasters  and  their  assistants  shall  make  true  Record  to 
'  weights,  under  the  penalties  in  this  Act  provided,  and  keep  a  be  kev*" 
correct  record  of  all  weighing  done  by  them  at  the  places  for 
which  they  are  appointed,  in  which  record  shall  be  entered  an 
accurate  account  of  all  grain  weighed,  or  the  weighing  of 
which  was  supervised  by  them  or  their  assistants,  giving  the 
amount  of  each  weight,  the  number  of  each  car  weighed,  the 
initial  letter  of  each  car  or  the  name  of  each  vessel,  the  place 
where  weighed,  the  date  of  weighing,  and  the  contents  of  the 
car  or  cargo. 

60.  The  fees  for  the  weighing  of  grain  shall  be  such  as  Fees, 
are  determined  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  who  may  from 
time  to  time  increase  or  reduce  them. 


61.  The  chief  weighmaster  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  Rules  and 
for  the  weighing  of  grain  in  his  division  subject  to  the  approval  regulations, 
of  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce. 

62.  If  any  owner,  lessee  or  other  occupant  of  any  terminal  interfering 
elevator,  by  himself  or  by  his  agent  or  employee,  refuses  or  weighmaster. 
prevents  a  weighmaster  or  any  of  his  assistants  from  having 

access  to  such  elevator  or  to  any  scales  therein  or  connected 
therewith,  in  the  regular  performance  of  their  duties  in  super- 
vising the  weighing  of  grain  in  accordance  with  this  Act,  he  Penalty, 
shall,  upon  summary  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 


PART  II.

All  grain  shipped  from  any  public  elevator  within  the 
e^™torbll°    eastern  inspection  division  shall  be  shipped  out  as  graded 
into  such  elevators  by  the  inspecting  officers  ;  provided  how- 
Re-inapection  ever,  that  should  any  person  interested  in  such  grain  have 
tion  alleged,   reason  to  believe  that  it  has  gone  out  of  condition  or  has  deter- 
iorated in  quality  since  it  was  originally  inspected,  any  inspec- 
tor may,  at  his  request,  re-inspect  such  grain  ;  and  in  case  he 
finds  that  it  is  out  of  condition  or  has  become  deteriorated  in 
quality  he  shall  endorse  across  the  face  of  the  original  certifi- 
cate a  statement  of  the  facts,  with  the  date  and  place  where 
the  re-inspection  was  made,  and  shall  attach  his'  signature 
thereto ;  but  under  no  circumstances  shall  such  grain  be  mixed 
or  re-erraded.

65.  If  otherwise  shipped,  a  certificate  for  a  straight  grade 
shall  be  refused  and  the  quantity  of  each  grade  composing  the 
mixed  cargo  (or  car-load,  if  shipped  by  rail)  shall  be  written 
across  the  face  of  the  certificate. 


Grain  of  same 
grade  kept 
together. 


Proviso. 


66.  All  grain  of  the  same  grade  shall  be  kept  together  and 
stored  only  with  grain  of  a  similar  grade  :  Provided,  however, 
that  should  different  grades  be  loaded  together  in  the  same 
compartment  of  any  vessel  at  any  point  within  the  division, 
a  certificate  shall  be  issued  for  such  mixed  cargo,  which  cer- 
tificate shall  have  written  across  its  face  a  statement  of  the 
quantities  of  each  grade  entering  into  the  composition  of  such 
mixed  cargo ;  but  no  certificate  for  a  straight  grade  shall  be 
issued  for  such  mixed  cargo.

67.  When  any  lot  of  grain  is  so  situated  that  the  inspecting 
officer  cannot  obtain  such  samples  thereof  as  he  considers 
necessary  to  a  thorough  inspection,  inspection  shall  be  refused.

68.  Duplicate  inspection  certificates  shall  accompany  all 
grain  inspected  east  of  Port  Arthur  to  its  destination  in  Can- 
ada, and  no  reinspection  shall  be  permitted  unless  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  the  grain  has  gone  out  of  condition  or 
has  deteriorated  in  quality  since  it  was  originally  inspected, 
in  which  case  any  inspecting  officer  may  inspect  such  grain  and 
if  he  finds  that  it  has  so  gone  out  of  condition  or  deteriorated, 
he  shall  issue  a  certificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts; 
provided  always  that  no  such  inspection  shall  take  place  unless 
the  identity  of  the  grain  has  been  preserved. 

69.  All  inspection  and  weighing  fees  shall  be  treated  as 
"  advanced  charges  "  to  be  paid  by  the  carrier  in  whose  pos- 
session the  grain  is  at  the  time  of  its  inspection  or  weighing. 
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PART  III. 

SPECIAL  PROVISIONS  AS  TO  MANITOBA  INSPECTION  DIVISION. 

70.  The  provisions  contained  in  this  part  relate  only  to  Manitoba 
the  Manitoba  inspection  division,  and  they  apply  to  all  grain  DivSn?n 
grown  in  that  division,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  provisions  in 

Part  I.  of  this  Act  inconsistent  with  them  or  dealing  with 
like  matters. 

71.  Inspecting  officers  shall  be  required  and  instructed,  on  Samples  of 
and  after  the  coming  into  force  of  this  Act,  to  grade  in  accord-  £radm£- 
ance  with  this  Act  all  grain  defined  therein,  and  standard 
samples  shall  be  made  in  accordance  therewith  for  the  purpose 

of  grading  and  surveys. 

72.  Should  the  climatic  or  other  conditions  result  in  the  Convening  of 
production  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  gram,  other  than  dlrdsboai-d. 
oats,  not  capable  of  being  included  in  the  classification  pro- 
vided for  in  this  Act,  the  grain  standards  board  for  the  divi- 
sion shall  be  convened  for  the  selection  of  commercial  grades 

and  samples  Whenever  the  chairman  of  the  said  board  is 
notified  by  the  chief  inspector  or  five  members  of  the  said 
board  that  such  a  course  is  necessary;  and  inspecting  officers 
shall  grade  all  classes  of  grain  which  cannot  be  graded  accord- 
ing to  this  Act,  in  accordance  with  the  commercial  samples  so 
selected  by  the  board. 

73.  The  chief  inspector  and  the  inspectors  for  the  division  Limitation 
shall,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  furnShin? 
furnish  official  samples  of  grain  as  established  by  them  under  samples, 
this  Act  when  requested  to  do  so  by  any  person,  such  sample 

to  be  accompanied  by  a  specific  statement  that  it  is  a  sample 
of  the  official  grade.    The  inspectors  shall  also  supply  cargo 
samples  when  required.    For  all  samples  so  furnished  the  Charge  for 
inspectors  shall  make  such  charge  as  is  approved  by  the samp  es' 
Minister. 

74.  All  grain  placed  in  public  elevators  or  warehouses  east  ^P^tion 
of  Winnipeg,  in  the  division,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection,  Winnipeg, 
both  inwards  and  outwards. 

75.  All  grain  produced  in  the  North-west  Territories  and  pram  to  be 
in  Manitoba,  passing  through  the  Winnipeg  district  en  route  Winnipeg"1 
to  points  to  the  east  thereof,  shall  be  inspected  at  Winnipeg  or  district. 

a  point  within  the  district,  and  on  all  grain  so  inspected,  the 
inspection  shall  be  final  as  between  the  western  farmer  or 
dealer  and  the  Winnipeg  dealer.  Any  grain  inspected 
at  Winnipeg  or  other  western  point  may  be  reinspected  Remspection 
at  Fort  William  or  at  other  terminal  elevators  in  the  division  William, 
without  additional  charge  ;  but  any  grain  not  inspected 
west  of  Fort  William  shall  be  inspected  at  that  point,  and 
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a  certificate  shall  be  issued  on  payment  of  the  usual  fee  : 
Proviso.  Provided  that  when,  owing  to  extreme  pressure  of  business, 
any  railway  company,  or  other  transportation  company,  finds 
that  cars  containing  grain  are  being  unduly  delayed  for  in- 
spection purposes  in  Winnipeg,  then  the  company  upon 
notification  to,  and  with  the  consent  of,  the  chief  inspector  (or 
in  his  absence,  the  inspector),  may  remove  a  special  number  of 
cars  to  Fort  William,  without  inspection  at  Winnipeg. 

Grain  shipped  76.  AH  grain  shipped  for  eastern  points  from  any  public 
elevators! mt°  elevator  within  the  division  shall  be  shipped  only  as  graded 

into  such  elevators  by  the  inspecting  officers  :  Provided  that 
Proviso.        when  grain  has  deteriorated  or  changed  condition  in  storage, 

the  inspecting  officer  shall  issue  only  a  certificate  in  accordance 

with  the  facts.

77.  If  othorwise  shipped,  a  Manitoba  certificate  for  a 
straight  grade  shall  be  refused,  and  the  quantity  of  each  grade 
composing  the  mixed  cargo  (or  carload,  if  shipped  by  rail)  shall 
be  written  across  the  face  of  the  certificate.

78.  All  grain  of  the  same  grade  shall  be  kept  together  and 
stored  only  with  grain  of  a  similar  grade,  and  a  selection  of 
different  qualities  of  the  same  grade  is  prohibited :  Provided, 
however,  that  should  grain  of  different  grades  be  loaded 
together  in  the  same  compartment  of  any  vessel,  at  any  point 
within  the  division,  a  certificate  ^hall  be  issued  for  such  mixed 
cargo,  which  certificate  shall  have  written  across  its  face  a 
statement  of  the  quantities  of  each  grade  entering  into  the 
composition  of  such  mixed  cargo,  but  no  certificate  for  a  straight 
grade  shall  be  issued  for  such  mixed  cargo. 

79.  The  certificates  of  inspection  given  by  inspecting  officers 
shall  in  all  cases  accompany  the  grain  to  its  destination.  No 
certificate  shall  be  issued  east  of  the  Manitoba  inspection  divi- 
sion for  Manitoba  grain,  whether  such  grain  goes  forward  in 
bulk  or  in  cars  :  Provided,  however,  that  should  any  person 
interested  in  such  grain  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  gone 
out  of  condition  or  has  deteriorated  in  quality  since  it  was 
originally  inspected,  any  inspector  may  at  his  request  inspect 
such  grain,  and  in  case  he  finds  that  it  is  out  of  condition  or 
has  become  deteriorated  in  quality  he  shall  endorse  across  the 
face  of  the  original  certificate  a  statement  of  the  facts,  with  the 
date  and  place  where  the  reinspection  was  made,  and  shall 
attach  his  signature  thereto  ;  but  under  no  circumstances  shall 
such  grain  be  mixed  or  re-graded. 

80.  When  grain  shipped  from  any  elevator  is  being  syste- 
matically reduced  in  quality  below  the  general  average  quality 
of  the  grain  of  similar  grades  in  the  bins  of  the  public  eleva- 
tors, the  chief  inspector  shall  instruct  inspecting  officers  that 
no  such  grain  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  inspection  except  on  a 
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lower  grade.    The  inspectors  shall  at  all  times  keep  careful  investigation 
watch  on  grain  received  into  terminal  elevators,  and,  if  they  find  Rector, 
any  grain  being  received  as  above  described,  shall  at  once 
notify  the  chief  inspector,  who  shall  make  an  investigation 
forthwith  and  take  action  accordingly. 

81*  Whenever,  in  a  division  or  district  for  which  a  g*rain  ^fpj^alJ^ca^e 
survey  board  has  been  appointed,  the  owner  or  possessor  of  to  grading*3 
any  grain  inspected  therein  is  not  satisfied  with  the  inspecting 
officer's  grading  of  such  grain,  he  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
chief  inspector,  who  shall  view  a  proper  sample  of  the  grain 
respecting  which  the  grading  is  in  dispute,  drawn  or  secured 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  him,  and  give  his  decision  thereon, 
which  shall  be  final  unless  the  owner  or  possessor,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  the  notification  thereof, 
makes  further  appeal  to  the  grain  survey  board  for  the  divi- 
sion or  district,  in  which  case  the  said  board  shall  give  a  final 
decision  to  settle  the  grading  of  the  grain  in  •  dispute  ;  but 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  owner  or  possessor  of 
the  said  grain  appealing  directly  from  the  inspecting  officer  to 
the  said  board,  whose  decision  in  all  cases  shall  be  final  and 
binding  on  all  parties,  and  the  inspecting  officer  shall  issue  a 
certificate  accordingly  :  Provided  always  that  no  appeal  shall  £Wiso. 
be  considered  in  any  case  where  the  identity  of  the  grain  in 
dispute  has  not  been  preserved. 

2.  If  the  grading  of  the  inspecting  officer  is  confirmed  by  Costs  of 
the  board  the  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  appea ' 
or  possessor  of  the  grain,  otherwise  by  the  inspecting  officer ; 
but  the  costs  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
dollars. 

82.  "Whenever  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  between  Selected 
any  farmer  selling  wheat  and  any  wheat  buyer  as  to  the  and  sentTo^ 
grading  of  such  wheat,  the  farmer,  while  taking  the  price  chief  inspector 
offered  for  his  wheat  as  of  lower  grade  than  that  to  which,  in  Sspute.°f 
his  opinion,  it  belongs,  may  insist  on  a  sample  being  selected 

and  agreed  on  between  buyer  and  seller,  which  sample,  of  at 
least  two  quarts  in  quantity,  shall  be  parcelled  and  sealed  and 
sent  to  the  chief  inspector  ;  and  the  chief  inspector  shall  grade 
the  said  wheat  without  delay  and  make  a  return  of  his  grading 
to  both  parties ;  and  if  the  chief  inspector  finds  the  said  wheat 
to  be  of  a  higher  grade  than  that  on  which  the  price  had  been 
already  paid,  then  the  said  buyer  shall  pay  to  the  farmer  afore- 
said the  difference  between  the  price  already  paid  and 
that  which  should  have  been  paid  in  the  first  instance  had 
the  grade  afterwards  fixed  by  the  chief  inspector  been  agreed 
upon  at  the  time  of  the  sale. 

83.  The  grain  survey  board  for  the  division  shall  consist  Grain  Survey 
of  twelve  competent  persons,  six  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  Board- 

by  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  and  three 
each  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  of  the  province  of  Mani- 
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toba  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  North-west 
Territories,  respectively,  and  approved  by  the  Minister ;  and 
such  board  shall  be  governed  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  by  such  general  regulations  as  are  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  Council. 

Powers  to  84.  The  said  board  may  make  by-laws,  subject  to  the 
make  by-laws.  approvaj  0f  the  Governor  in  Council,  for  the  better  carrying 

on  of  their  business,  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  schedule 

of  fees  for  survey  services. 

85.  The  offices  of  the  said  board  shall  be  in  the 
city  of  Winnipeg ;  but  for  the  purpose  of  better  conducting 
any  particular  survey,  they  or  any  number  duly  appointed  in 
any  special  case,  may  hold  sittings  at  any  other  place  in  the 
division. 

Oath  of  office.  S6.  The  members  of  the  said  board,  before  acting  as  such, 
shall  take  an  oath  of  office  in  such  form  as  is  prescribed  by 
the  Minister. 

87.  In  the  case  of  uncleaned  grain  inspected  in  the  division, 
the  inspecting  officer  shall  state  in  his  certificate  the  percentage 
of  dirt  necessary  to  be  cleaned  out  at  terminals  in  order  to 
clean  the  grain  to  the  grade  certified :  Provided  that  where 
the  grain  is  found  to  be  excessively  dirty,  or  when  by  reason 
of  the  admixture  of  other  grain  it  is  in  the  opinion  of  the 
inspecting  officer  impracticable  to  ascertain  the  percentage  of 
dirt  or  such  other  grain  to  be  removed,  the  inspecting  officer 
may  require  the  grain  to  be  cleaned  before  granting  a  straight 
grade  therefor. 


PART  IV. 

GRADES. 

Qualities  of       88.  The  grades  of  grain  shall  be  as  follows  : —

not  less  than  60  pounds  to  the  bushel.

"No.  3  spring  wheat  shall  comprise  all  sound  wheat  not  good 
enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  2,  weighing  not  less  than  .56 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Rejected  spring  wheat  shall  comprise  all  spring  wheat  fit 
for  warehousing,  but  too  low  in  weight  or  otherwise  unfit  to 
be  graded  as  No.  3. 
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Goose  Wheat. 

No.  1  Goose  wheat  shall  be  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  Goose  wheat, 
less  than  61  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  G-oose  wheat  shall  be  plump  and  reasonably  clean, 
weighing  not  less  than  59  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  Goose  wheat  shall  comprise  such  as  is  not  good 
enough  to  be  graded  as  No.. 2,  reasonably  clean,  and  weighing 
not  less  than  fifty-five  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Winter  Wheat. 

Extra  white  winter  wheat  shall  be  pure  white  winter  Winter  wheat, 
wheat,  sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less  than  62 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  1  white  winter  wheat  shall  be  pure  white  winter 
wheat,  sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less  than  60 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  white  winter  wheat  shall  be  white  winter  wheat, 
sound  and  reasonably  clean,  weighing  not  less  than  58  pounds 
to  the  bushel. 

No.  1  reel  winter  wheat  shall  be  pure  red  winter  wheat, 
sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less  than  62  pounds 
to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  red  winter  wheat  shall  be  red  winter  wheat,  sound 
and  reasonably  clean,  weighing  not  less  than  60  pounds  to  the 
bushel. 

No.  1  mixed  winter  wheat  shall  be  white  and  red  winter 
wheat  mixed,  sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less  than 
61  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  mixed  winter  wheat  shall  be  white  and  red  winter 
wheat  mixed,  sound,  plump  and  clean,  weighing  not  less  than 
59  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  winter  wheat  shall  include  winter  wheat  not  clean 
and  plump  enough  to  be  graded  No.  2,  weighing  not  less  than 
57  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Corn. 

No.  1  white  corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry,  clean  and  in  Com. 
all  other  respects  No.  1  corn. 

No.  2  white  corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry  and  reasonably 
clean. 

No.  3  white  corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry  and  reasonably 
clean,  but  otherwise  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  2. 
(  No.  1  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry,  clean  and 
in  all  other  respects  No.  1  corn. 

No.  2  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean. 

No.  3  yellow  corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry  and  reason- 
ably clean,  but  otherwise  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  2. 
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No.  2  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn,  sound,  dry  and  reasonably 
clean. 

No.  3  corn  shall  be  mixed  corn,  dry  and  reasonably  clean, 
but  otherwise  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  2. 

All  corn  that  is  damp,  dirty,  in  a  heating  condition  or  from 
any  other  cause  unfit  for  the  preceding  grades  shall  be  graded 
"  rejected." 

Oats. 

Oats.  No.  1  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  clean  and  free  from  other 

grain  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  34  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and 
reasonably  free  from  other  grain  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than 
32  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  to 
be  graded  No.  2,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  30  pounds  to 
the  bushel. 

No.  4  white  oats  shall  be  sound,  but  otherwise  not  equal  to 
No.  3,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  28  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Black  oats. — The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  black  oats 
shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2, 
3  and  4  white  oats,  except  that  the  former  shall  be  black. 

Mixed  oats. — The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  mixed  oats, 
shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2, 
3  and  4  white  oats,  except  that  the  former  shall  be  black  and 
white  mixed. 

White  clipped  oats. — The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  white 
clipped  oats  shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of 
Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  white  oats,  except  that  the  former  shall  weigh 
not  less  than  38,  36  and  34  pounds  to  the  bushel,  respectively. 

Rye. 

Rye.  No.  1  rye  shall  be  sound,  clean  and  shall  weigh  not  less 

than  58  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  rye  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  reasonably 
free  from  other  grain,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  56  pounds 
to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  rye  shall  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  to,  be  graded 
No.  2  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  55  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Rejected  rye,  shall  include  such  as  is  unsound,  musty,  dirty 
or  from  any  other  cause  unfit  to  be  graded  No.  3. 

Barley. 

Barley.  No.  1  barley  shall  be  plump,  bright,  sound,  clean  and  free 

from  other  grain. 

No.  2  barley  shall  be  reasonably  clean  and  sound,  but  not 
bright  and  plump  enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  1,  and  shall  be 
reasonably  tree  from  other  grain,  and  weigh  not  less  than  48 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 
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No.  3  extra  barley  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  No. 
2  barley,  except  in  weight  and  colour,  weighing  not  less  than 
47  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  barley  shall  include  shrunken  barley,  weighing  not 
less  than  45  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  4  barley  shall  include  all  barley  equal  to  No.  3,  weigh- 
ing not  less  than  44  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Peas. 

No.  1  peas  shall  be  white,  clean,  sound,  not  worm  eaten,  peas. 
and  free  from  bugs. 

No.  2  peas  shall  be  reasonably  clean  and  sound  and  rea- 
sonably free  from  worm  eaten  and  buggy  peas. 

No.  3  peas  shall  be  such  as  are  too  dirty  to  be  graded 
No.  2  or  are  worm  eaten  or  buggy. 

Marrowfat  peas.  The  grades  of  1,  2  and  3  marrowfat  peas 
shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  preceding  grades  Nos. 
1,  2  and  3  except  that  the  former  shall  be  of  the  white-eyed 
and  blatk-eyed  varieties. 

Mixed  peas  shall  be  sound  and  may  contain  a  variety  of 
peas  not  elsewhere  classified. 

Buckwheat. 

No.  1  buckwheat  shall  be  sound,  clean,  dry  and  free  from  Buckwheat, 
other  grain,  weighing  not  less  than  50  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  buckwheat  shall  be  sound,  clean  and  dry,  weighing 
not  less  than  48  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  buckwheat  shall  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  to 
be  graded  as  No.  2,  weighing  not  less  than  45  pounds  to  the 
bushel. 

All  good  buckwheat  that  is  slightly  damp,  but  fit  for  ware- 
housing, or  which  is  too  dirty  to  be  graded  No.  3,  shall  be 
classed  as  "  No  grade,"  in  the  discretion  of  the  inspector. 

"  No  Established  G-rade,"  shall  include  all  grain  not  classi- 
fied in  the  foregoing. 

89.  The  following  grades  apply  only  to  grain  grown  in  the  Grain  grown 
Manitoba  division,  and  in  respect  of  the  several  kinds  of  grain  divisfon.0  a 
specified  shall  so  apply  to  the  exclusion  of  the  grades  defined 
in  section  88  : — 

Spring  Wheat. 

Extra  Manitoba  hard  wheat  shall  weigh  not  less  than  62  Spring  wheat, 
pounds  per  bushel,  shall  be  plump,  sound  and  well  cleaned,  and 
shall  contain  not  less  than  eighty-five  per  cent  of  hard  red 
Fife  wheat. 

No.  1  Manitoba  hard  wheat  shall  be  plump,  sound  and  well 
cleaned,  weighing  not  less  than  60  pounds  to  the  bushel, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  hard 
red  Fife  wheat. 
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No.  1  hard  white  Fife  wheat  shall  be  sound  and  well 
cleaned  weighing  not  less  than  60  pounds  to  the  bushel, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  sixty  per  cent  of  hard 
white  Fife  wheat,  and  shall  not  contain  more  than  twenty-five 
per  cent  of  soft  wheat. 

No.  1  Manitoba  northern  wheat  shall  be  sound  and  well 
cleaned,  weighing  not  less  than  60  pounds  to  the  bushel, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  sixty  per  cent  of  hard  red 
Fife  wheat. 

No.  2  Manitoba  northern  wheat  shall  be  sound  and  reason- 
ably clean  of  good  milling  qualities  and  fit  for  warehousing, 
weighing  not  less  than  58  pounds  to  the  bushel,  and  shall  be 
compoped  of  at  least  forty-five  per  cent  of  hard  red  Fife  wheat. 

Any  wheat  not  good  enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  2  Mani- 
toba Northern,  shall  be  graded  No.  3  Manitoba  Northern  in 
the  discretion  of  the  inspector. 

Scoured  wheat  shall  not  be  graded  higher  than  No.  3  Man- 
itoba Northern. 

Oats. 

Extra  No.  1  Manitoba  oats  shall  be  white,  sound,  clean  and 
free  from  other  grain,  shall  contain  95  per  cent  of  white  oats, 
and  shall  weigh  not  less  than  38  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  1  Manitoba  oats  shall  be  sound,  clean  and  free  from 
other  grain  ;  shall  contain  90  per  cent  of  white  oats,  and  shall 
weigh  not  less  than  35  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  2  Manitoba  oat3  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  rea- 
sonably free  from  other  grain,  and  shall  weigh  not  less  than 
34  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  oats  shall  be  sound  but  not  clean  enough  or  sufficient- 
ly free  from  other  grain  to  be  graded  as  No.  2,  and  shall 
weigh  not  less  than  34  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Any  oats  not  good  enough  to  be  graded  No.  2  shall  be 
graded  No.  3  in  the  discretion  of  the  inspector. 

Barley. 

No.  1  Manitoba  barley  shall  be  plump,  bright,  sound,  clean 
and  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  2  Manitoba  barley  shall  be  reasonably  clean  and  sound 
but  not  bright  and  plump  enough  to  be  graded  as  No.  1,  and 
shall  be  reasonably  free  from  other  grain,  and  weigh  not  less 
than  48  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  extra  Manitoba  barley  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same 
as  No.  2  barley,  except  in  colour,  weighing  not  less  than  47 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 

No.  3  Manitoba  barley  shall  include  shrunken  or  otherwise 
slightly  damaged  barley,  weighing  not  less  than  45  pounds  to 
the  bushel. 

No.  4  Manitoba  barley  shall  include  all  barley  equal  to  No. 
3,  weighing  less  than  45  pounds  to  the  bushel. 
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Rye. 

No.  1  Manitoba  rye  shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned.  Rye. 

No.  2  Manitoba  rye  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and 
reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

All  rye  which  is  from  any  cause  unfit  to  be  graded  as  No.  2 
rye,  shall  be  graded  as  "  rejected." 


Flax  Seed. 


No.  1  north-western  Manitoba  flax  seed  shall  be  mature,  Flax  seed, 
sound,  dry  and  sweet  and  contain  no  more  than  12§  per  cent 
of  damaged  seed,  and  weigh  not  less  than  53  lbs.  to  the  bushel 
of  commercially  pure  seed. 

No.  1  Manitoba  flax  seed  shall  be  mature,  sound,  dry  and 
sweet  and  contain  not  more  than  25  per  cent  of  damaged  seed 
and  weigh  not  less  than  52  lbs.  to  the  bushel  of  commercially 
pure  seed. 

All  flax  seed  which  is  immature  or  musty  or  which  contains 
more  than  25  per  cent  damaged  seed,  and  is  fit  for  warehous- 
ing and  testing  not  less  than  49  lbs.  to  the  bushel  of  commer- 
cially pure  seed,  shall  be  "  rejected."  ♦ 

Flax  seed  that  is  damp,  warm,  mouldy,  musty  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  warehousing,  shall  be  "  No  grade." 

To  test  flax  seed,  one  pound  of  average  seed  shall  be  taken 
from  the  sample  tested,  and  the  impurities  or  foreign  matter 
therein  shall  be  removed  as  near  as  possible  by  the  use  of  two 
sieves  of  32-gauge  wire  cloth,  one  with  meshes  3x16  and  the 
other  with  meshes  16  x  It)  to  the  square  inch.  The  percentage 
of  impurities  and  weight  per  bushel  of  the  commercially  pure 
seed  shall  be  determined  by  the  use  of  proper  testing  scales.

3.  Any  grain   that  is   unsound,  musty,    dirty,   smutty,  ^^°""hder 
sprouted,  or  from  any  other  cause  is  unfit  to  be  classed  under  causes 
any  of  the  recognized  grades,  shall  be  classed  "rejected."  "rejected." 

4.  All  grain  shall  be  weighed  and  the  weight  per  bushel  Weighing 
recorded  in  the  inspecting  officer's  book.  °  grain' 

5.  No  grain  that  has  been  subject  to  scouring  or  treatment  Grain  not 
by  use  of  lime  or  sulphur  shall  be  graded  higher  than  No.  3.  above  °*  3* 
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6.  In  the  inspection  of  grain  the  weight  shall  not  alone 
determine  the  grade. 

7.  All  inspecting  officers  shall  make  their  reasons  for 
grading  grain,  when  necessary,  fully  known  by  notation  on 
their  book.

FOREIGN  GRAIN. 


Inspection        *ML.  Inspecting  officers  shall,  when  required,  inspect  grain 
of  foreign      0f  United  States  production  passing  through  Canada  in  transit 
to  the  United  Kingdom  or  to  a  foreign  country,  and  shall  grant 
certificates  therefor  based  on  standard  samples  of  such  grain 
established  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  Standard  samples  for  grain  of  United  States  production 
may  be  established  yearly  by  the  grain  survey  board  of  any 
division  or  district,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  standards  for 
United  States  grain  of  that  division  or  district.  The  chief 
inspector  shall  be  a  member  of  this  survey  board. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  reject  such  standard  sam- 
ples if  he  deems  them  to  have  been  unfairly  or  improperly 
chosen,  and  in  such  case  he  shall  forthwith  cause  others  to  be 
chosen  in  their  place  by  such  means  as  he  thinks  proper. 

4.  Standard  samples  as  so  established  shall  be  distributed  by 
the  grain  survey  board  to  such  persons  as  the  Minister  from 
time  to  time  directs.  For  all  samples  so  furnished  the  chief 
inspector  shall  make  such  charge  as  is  approved  by  the  Min- 
ister. 

5.  Every  certificate  issued  for  such  grain  shall  state  that  it 
is  of  United  States  production  and  that  the  grade  given  thereon 
is  that  established  by  the  grain  survey  board  appointed 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  for  the  division  or  district  wherein 
the  inspection  takes  place. 

6.  The  fees  for  the  inspection  of  such  grain  shall  be  the 
same  as  provided  by  this  Act  in  the  case  of  Canadian  grain. 

7.  Appeals  from  the  grading  of  foreign  grain  by  inspecting 
officers  may  be  made  to  the  grain  survey  board,  as  provided 
for  in  the  case  of  Canadian  grain. 

8.  The  provisions  as  to  all  grain  in  section  91  shall  apply  to 
foreign  grain.

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CHAP.  16. 

An  Act  respecting  an  Arbitration  between  His  Majesty 
and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1 904. j 

\\J  HERE  AS,  under  the  authority  of  chapter  11  of  the  statutes  Preamble. 
VV  of  1879,  Her  late  Majesty  entered  into  a  certain  contract 
with  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  dated 
the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-  1879,  e.  11. 
nine ;  and  whereas  Her  Majesty  entered  into  a  further 
agreement,  dated  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  also  a  supplementary  traffic 
agreement  of  the  same  date,  which  contract  and  supplementary 
traffic  agreement  were  duly  ratified  and  confirmed  by  chapter  1899>  c>  5 
5  of  the  statutes  of  1899 ;  and  whereas  differences  have  arisen 
between  the  Government  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Com- 
pany respecting  divers  clauses  of  the  said  agreements  and  with 
respect  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  said  contracts,  and  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  contracts  such  differences  have  been 
referred  to  arbitration,  and  it  is  expedient  that  the  powers  of 
the  arbitrators  in  such  case  should  be  defined  and  extended  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  consider  and  determine  all  matters  in 
issue  between  His  Majesty  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
Company  of  Canada  in  respect  of  any  matters  provided  for  in 
the  said  agreements  or  arising  in  any  manner  in  relation 
thereto  :  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows  : — 


1.  The  arbitrators  who  have  been  or  are  hereafter  duly  Powers  of 
appointed  by  and  on  behalf  of  His  Maiesty  on  the  one  hand,  arbitrators  as 
and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada  on  the  etc. 
other  hand,  together  with  the  third  arbitrator  or  umpire  named 
by  the  said  two  arbitrators,  are  hereby  declared  to  possess  all 
the  powers  of  a  superior  court  of  original  jurisdiction  in  any 
province  of  Canada,  as  regards  the  summoning,  the  compel- 
ling the  attendance   and  the    swearing  of  witnesses,  the 
compelling  the  production  of  all  documents  or  writings  in 
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relation  to  the  matters  in  dispute,  the  granting  of  an  order  for 
examination  upon  discovery  of  any  witness,  or  the  inspection 
of  any  document  in  the  possession  of  either  party  or  of  any 
third  party,  the  maintenance  of  order  and  discipline  during 
their  sessions,  and  generally  with  respect  to  any  matter  of  pro- 
cedure to  make  any  orders  they  deem  necessary  in  the 
premises. 

Sessions.  *>.  The  said  arbitrators  may  sit  for  the  hearing  of  evidence 

wherever  in  Canada  they  think  it  necessary,  and  they  may, 
from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  they  think  fit,  adjourn 
their  sessions,  to  meet  either  in  the  same  place  or  elsewhere. 

Clerk.  3.  The  said  arbitrators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  appoint 

a  clerk  and  determine  his  duties ;  and  such  clerk  shall  have 
all  the  powers  of  the  clerk  of  a  superior  court  of  original  juris- 
diction for  the  issuing  of  subpoenas  to  witnesses  and  any  pro- 
cedure necessary  in  the  premises. 

Award.  4.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  said  agreements,  the 

said  arbitrators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  render  their  award 
at  any  time  within  three  months  alter  the  final  hearing  of  the 
evidence  and  argument ;  but  this  period  may  be  extended, 
either  before  or  after  its  expiration,  by  any  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  on  the  application  of  either  of  the 
parties.

"  (b.)  makes  a  sale  of  any  such  goods,  or  consigns  them  for 
sale  upon  commission,  to  another  person,  upon  such  terms  as 
would,  in  their  application,  give  more  profit  to  the  purchaser 
or  the  consignee  if  he  should  not  sell  or  deal  in  goods  of  a  like 
kind  produced  by,  or  obtained  or  to  be  obtained  from,  any 
other  manufacturer  or  dealer, 

"  and  the  collector  of  inland  revenue  shall  thereupon  cause  Notice  of 
a  notice  of  such  forfeiture  to  be  forthwith  inserted  in  The  forfelture- 
Canada  Gazette,  and  from  and  after  the  insertion  thereof  the  Conse  uencea 
license  shall  be  null  and  void  ;  and  no  new  license  shall  be  of  forfeiture, 
granted  to  such  person,  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  to  any 
other  person  for  carrying  on  any  business  in  the  premises  oc- 
cupied by  him  until  the  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue  is  satisfied 
that  the  dealings  above  referred  to  have  ceased.

An  Act  to  further  amend  the  Inland  Revenue  Act. 


[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.) 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enaots  as  fol- 
lows : — 


1.  Section  20  of  The  Inland  Revenue  Act,  chapter  34  of  the  R.S.C.,  c.  34, 
Revised  Statutes,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  new  s"  20' 
therefor : — 

"20.  Every  application  for  a  license  under  this  Act  shall  Applications 
be  forwarded  by  the  collector  to  the  district  inspector  of  inland  inVproceed- 
revenue,  with  such  information  as  is  required  by  any  depart-  ings  thereon, 
mental  regulation ;  and  so  soon  as  the  said  application  is  re- 
turned to  the  collector,  endorsed  with  the  approval  of  the  dis- 
trict inspector,  and  in  the  case  of  a  bonded  manufacturing 
license  by  the  department  also,  and  upon  the  due  execution 
of  the  bond  with  sureties  as  herein  required,  the  collector  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  department-  issue  a  license  issue  of 
to  carry  on  the  business  and  to  use  the  utensils,  machinery  and  llcense- 
apparatus  specified  in  the  application,  and  in  the  place  and  pre- 
mises therein  specified,  and  in  such  place  or  premises  only,  and 
shall  immediately  report  the  issue  of  such  license  to  the  depart- 
ment."

19.  No  officer  or  man  of  an  Active  Militia  corps,  raised  and  Notice  to  be 
maintained  by  voluntary  enlistment,  shall  be  permitted  to  g^en  of  retire- 
retire  therefrom  in  time  of  peace,  without  giving  to  his  com-  en 
manding  officer  six  months'  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do. 

2©.  Any  person  who  has  voluntarily  enlisted,  or  been  called  Discharge  on 
upon  to  serve  in  the  Militia,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  discharged  o^ltce*1 
at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  service  for  which  he  engaged, 
unless  such  expiration  occurs  in  time  of  emergency,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  liable  to  serve  for  a  further  period  of  not  more 
than  twelve  months. 


MILITARY  DIVISIONS. 

21.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  direct  that  any  portion  Military 
of  Canada  shall  be  a  Military  District  for  the  purposes  of  this  g^j^-JJJg 
Act,  may  alter  the  limits  of  any  such  district,  may  cause  two 
or  more  districts  to  be  grouped  together  for  the  purposes  of 
command  and  administration,  and  may  divide  any  Military 
District  into  subdistricts,  brigade,  regimental  and  company 
divisions,  as  appears  expedient. 

ACTIVE  MILITIA. 


22.  The  Active  Militia  shall  consist  of  such  Corps  as  are  Constitution 
from  time  to  time  named  by  the  Governor  in  Council ;  and  the  of  Active 
Governor  in  Council  may,  at  any  time,  disband  any  corps  or  Mllltia- 
portion  of  a  corps,  if  he  considers  it  advisable  so  to  do. 

23.  The  following  oath  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  before  oath  of 
one  of  such  commissioned  officers  of  the  Militia  as  are  author-  militiaman, 
ized  for  that  purpose  by  any  general  order  or  by  regulation, 

or  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  by  every  person  upon  engaging 
to  serve  in  the  Active  Militia  ;  and  such  oath  shall  have  the 
effect  of  a  written  engagement  with  the  King,  binding  the 
person  subscribing  it  to  serve  in  the  Militia  until  he  is  legally 
discharged,  dismissed,  or  removed,  or  until  his  resignation  is 
accepted  : — 

I,  A.  B.,  do  sincerely  promise  and  swear  (or  solemnly  declare) 
that  I  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  His  Majesty. 


PERMANENT  FORCE. 


24.  The  Permanent  Force  shall  consist  of  such  permanently  Constitution 
embodied  Corps,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  men,  enrolled  for^rmanent 
for  continuous  service,  as  are,  from  time  to  time,  authorized  by 
the  Governor  in  Council. 
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its  purposes.  25.  The  Permanent  Force  shall  furnish  schools  of  instruc- 
tion for  the  Militia,  and  provide  instructors  therefor  ;  and  it 
shall  also  be  available,  at  all  times,  for  general  service. 

ENROLMENT. 

Regulations  26.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
for  enrolment.  m2feQ  q\\  regulations  necessary  for  the  enrolment  of  persons 
liable  to  military  service,  and  of  Cadets,  and  for  all  procedure 
in  connection  therewith,  as  well  as  for  determining,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  order  in  which  the  persons  in 
the  classes  fixed  by  this  Act  shall  serve  ;  and  such  regulations 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  they  formed  part  of 
this  Act. 

ENROLMENT  BY  BALLOT. 

Ballot  when       27.  When  men  are  required  to  organize  or  complete  a  corps 
nowoiimteer0  at  any  time,  either  for  training  or  for  an  emergency,  and 
enough  men  do  not  volunteer  to  complete  the  quota  required, 
the  men  liable  to  serve  shall  be  dratted  by  ballot ;  but  at  no 
Number  from  time  shall  more  than  one  son  belonging  to  the  same  family 
one  family,     residing  in  the  same  house,  if  there  are  more  than  one  inscribed 
on  the  Militia  roll,  be  drawn,  unless  the  number  of  names  so 
inscribed  is  insufficient  to  complete  the  required  proportion  of 
service  men. 

Regulations  28.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make 
enrohnent  regulations  for  fixing  the  day  on  which  the  taking  of  the  en- 
etc.  '  rolment  shall  be  commenced  in  each  of  the  several  military 
districts  respectively,  for  notifying  the  men  liable  to  be  taken, 
or  those  balloted  for  service  in  any  quota,  for  finally  deciding 
claims  of  applicants  for  exemption,  and  for  the  administration 
of  oaths  before  a  commissioned  officer  of  a  corps,  for  ascertaining 
the  facts  in  reference  to  claims  for  exemption,  for  medical 
examinations,  and  for  the  discharge  of  such  men  as  are  unfit 
to  serve,  and  relating  to  every  other  matter  and  thing  not  in- 
consistent with  this  Act,  and  necessary  to  be  done,  in  the 
enrolling,  balloting,  warning  and  bringing  into  service,  of 
such  number  of  men  as  are  required  at  any  time  :  but  any  man 
balloted  and  notified  for  service,  may,  at  any  time,  be  exempt, 
until  again  required  in  his  turn  to  serve,  by  furnishing  an 
acceptable  substitute,  on  or  before  the  day  fixed  for  his  appear- 
ance ;  but,  if,  during  any  period  of  service,  any  man  who  is 
serving  in  the  Active  Militia  as  a  substitute  for  another,  becomes 
liable  to  service  in  his  own  person,  he  shall  be  taken  for  such 
service,  and  his  place  as  substitute  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
man  in  whose  stead  he  was  serving. 

Servicemen  29.  Every  man  of  the  Active  Militia  who,  during  any 
46^Suragof°°r  Peri°d  °f  service,  attains  the  age  of  thirty  years  or  forty-five 
age.  years,  according  to  his  class,  shall  nevertheless  be  required  to 
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complete  the  full  period  for  which  he  volunteered  or  was 
balloted  to  serve. 


OFFICERS  COMMANDING  THE  MILITIA. 


SO.  There  may  be  appointed  an  officer  who  shall  hold  rank  Appointment 
not  below  that  of  Colonel  in  the  Militia  or  in  His  Majesty's  o^?eral 
Regular  Army,  who  may  be,  subject  to  the  regulations  and  commanding, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Minister,  charged  with  the  military 
command  of  the  Militia,  and  such  officer  shall  have  the  rank  Rankandpay. 
of  Major  General  in  the  Militia,  and  shall  be  paid  at  such  rate, 
not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  as  is  prescribed.  . 

2.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  General  Officer  Temporary 
Commanding,  or  in  the  absence  of  that  officer  from  Canada,  command  in 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  detail  an  officer  of  the  Head- 
quarters Staff,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  military  com- 
mand of  the  Militia. 


31.  There  may  be  appointed  an  officer,  who  shall  hold  rank  inspector 
not  below  that  of  Colonel  in  the  Militia  or  in  His  Majesty's  GeneraK 
Regular  Army,  who  may  be,  subject  to  the  regulations  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  Minister,  charged  with  the  military 
inspection  of  the  Militia,  and  such  officer  shall  be  paid  at  such 

rate,  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  as  is 
prescribed. 

32.  The  duties  and  authority  of  each  of  the  officers  res-  Duties, 
pectively  referred  to  in  the  two  next  preceding  sections  shall 

be  denned  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

33.  There  shall  be  an  Adjutant  General  of  Militia  at  Head-  Adjutant 
quarters  who  shall  have  the  rank  of  Colonel  in  the  Militia,  hee^eq^rterd 
and  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  two  hundred 

dollars  per  annum. 

34.  There  shall  be  a  Quarter-Master  General  at  Head-  Quarter- 
quarters  who  shall  have  the  rank  of  Colonel  in  the  Militia,  g^j^j 
and  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  two  hundred  enera ' 
dollars  per  annum. 

35.  There  may  be  a  Master  General  of  the  Ordnance  at  Master 
Headquarters,  who  shall  have  the  rank  of  Colonel  in  the  ordnwic? 
Militia,  and  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

36.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  establish  a  General  staff. 
Staff,  Headquarters  Staff,  and  District  Staff,  and  may  appoint 

a  Chief  of  the  General  Staff  and  such  officers  to  the  respective 
staffs  as  are  deemed  necessary,  and  shall  define  their  duties 
and  authority.

Pay  of  staff. 


37.  In  and  for  each  of  the  Military  Districts  there  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  an  officer,  of  rank  not 
lower  than  that  of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  who  shall,  subject  to 
the  regulations,  command  the  Militia  in  his  District,  and  there 
shall  also  be  appointed  such  other  officers  as  are  from  time  to 
time  deemed  expedient. 

38.  The  pay  and  allowances  of  the  officers  of  the  General 
Staff,  Headquarters  Staff,  and  District  Staff,  not  provided  for 
by  this  Act,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 


OFFICERS. 

Commission-  39.  Commissions  of  officers  in  the  Militia  shall  be  granted 
^,d^a)rnrant  by  His  Majesty  during  pleasure,  and  all  warrant  and  non- 
commissioned commissioned  officers  shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner  and 
officers.        shall  hold  such  rank  as  are  prescribed  by  the  regulations. 


Governor's 
signature  to 
commission. 


40.  The  Governor  General  may  cause  his  signature  to  be 
affixed  to  any  commission  granted  or  issued  under  this  Act, 
by  stamping  the  same  on  such  commission  with  a  stamp  ap- 
proved by  him,  and  used  for  the  purpose  by  his  authority  ; 
and  the  signature  so  affixed  shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  in  the  handwriting  of  the 
Governor  General ;  and  neither  the  authenticity  of  any  such 
stamped  signature,  nor  the  authority  of  the  person  by  whom 
it  has  been  affixed  to  any  commission,  shall  be  called  in  ques- 
tion except  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  ;  and  the  forging  or  coun- 
terfeiting of  any  such  stamped  signature,  or  the  uttering 
thereof,  knowing  it  to  be  forged  or  counterfeited,  shall  be  an 
indictable  offence  punishable  in  like  manner  as  the  forgery  of 
the  privy  seal  or  seal-at-arms  of  the  Governor  General.

Reappoint- 
ments. 


41.  Officers  of  the  Militia  may  be  appointed  to  corps,  and 
may  be  transferred  to  an  unattached  list,  or  may  be  retired 
with  or  without  honorary  rank,  and  may  be  reappointed  from 
the  retired  list,  under  such  regulations  as  are  made  from 
time  to  time  ;  but  no  officer  shall  be  bound  to  serve  in  the 
Militia  in  a  lower  grade  than  that  of  the  rank  with  which  he 
has  been  retired.

46.  The  relative  rank  and  authority  of  officers  in  the  ^e^^s rank

47.  An  officer  of  His  Majesty's  regular  army,  while  serving  Rank  of 

in  Canada,  may  be  granted  a  temporary  commission  in  the  Jft]^^rvin 
Militia  of  rank  equivalent  to  his  army  rank  and  antedated  to  in  Canada, 
the  date  of  his  Imperial  commission.

48.  The  uniform,  arms,  clothing  and  equipment  of  the  Arms  and 
Militia  shall  be  of  such  pattern  and  design  as  are  from  time  to  o?miht?a.* 
time  prescribed  and  shall  be  issued  under  regulations. 

49.  Officers  of  the  Militia  shall  provide  their  own  uniform  Uniform  and 
and  equipment,  with  the  exception  of  mounted  officers,  to  of  officer?

50.  The  value  of  all  such  articles  of  public  property  as  have  Responsibility 
become  deficient  or  damaged,  while  in  possession  of  any  corps,  fordamases- 
otherwise  than  through  fair  wear  and  tear  or  unavoidable 
accident,  may  be  recovered  by  the  Minister,  or  by  any  other 

person  authorized  by  him,  from  the  officer  in  command  of 
such  corps  ;  and  the  officer  commanding  any  corps  may  recover 
the  value  of  such  articles  of  public  property,  or  property  of 
the  corps,  as  have  become  deficient  or  damaged  while  in 
possession  of  his  corps,  otherwise  than  through  fair  wear  and 
tear  or  unavoidable  accident,  from  the  officer,  man  or  men  who 
is  or  are  responsible  therefor. 

51.  Every  man  serving  in  the  Militia  who  is  about  to  leave  Men  leaving 
Canada,  shall  first  return  to  the  captain  or  senior  officer  of  his  return* t0 
company  all  articles  of  public  or  corps  property  which  he  has  in  clothing,  etc. 
his  possession,  and  shall  obtain  a  written  discharge  from  such 

officer,  which  discharge  shall  also  be  recorded  in  the  books  of  Penalty  for 
the  corps;  and  any  person  who  leaves  Canada  with  any  articles  defaulfc- 
of  public  clothing  or  other  public  or  corps  property  in  his 
possession,  is  guilty  of  embezzlement,  and  may  be  tried  therefor 
at  any  time ;  and  a  record  in  the  books  of  a  corps  of  his  proof. 
having  so  received  and  not  having  returned  any  articles  of 
public  clothing  or  other  public  or  corps  property,  shall  be 
evidence  of  possession. 

52.  No  corps  and  no  non-commissioned  officer  or  man  shall,  When  only 
at  any  time,  appear  in  uniform  or  armed  or  accoutred,  except  ^fpeSln 
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when  actually  on  duty  or  at  parade  or  drill  or  at  target  practice, 
or  at  reviews  or  on  field  days  or  inspections,  or  by  permission 
of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  corps.

Provisions  as 
to  drill. 


57.  When  corps  of  the  Militia  are  ordered  to  assemble  in 
a  camp  of  exercise  for  drill  and  training  they  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  be  on  service  during  the  whole  of  the  period  for 
which  they  were  called  out,  and  when  so  assembled  all  ranks 
shall  receive  rations  and  shelter  at  the  public  expense  in  ad- 
dition to  their  daily  pay. 


RIFLE  RANGES  AND  DRILL  SHEDS. 


Rifle  ranges.      5<S.  At,  or  as  near  as  possible  to,  the  headquarters  of  every 
regimental  division,  there  may  be  provided  a  rifle  range  with 
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suitable  butts,  targets  and  other  necessary  appliances  ;  and 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  stop,  at  such  time  as  is  necessary  Regulations, 
during  the  target  practice  of  the  Militia,  the  traffic  on  any 
roads,  not  being  mail  roads,  that  cross  the  line  of  fire,  and 
may  make  such  other  regulations  for  conducting  target  prac- 
tice and  registering  the  results  thereof,  and  for  the  safety  of 
the  public,  as  are  necessary,  and  may  impose  penalties  for  wil-  inspection, 
ful  damage  to  any  such  butts,  targets  or  appliances ;  and  all 
such  ranges  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  and  approval  before 
being  used. 

59.  His  Majesty  shall  be  liable  to  make  compensation  for  Compensation 
the  death  of  any  person,  or  for  any  injury  to  the  person  or  to 
property  arising  from  the  use  of  any  such  rifle  range  or  of  any 

rifle  range  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Militia  and 
Defence  for  target  practice,  carried  on  in  accordance  with  the  ■ 
regulations  of  the  Governor  in  Council  in  that  behalf ;  pro- 
vided that  there  shall  be  no  claim  to  compensation  where  death 
or  injury  to  the  person  is  due  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
person  killed  or  injured,  or  where  such  person  at  the  time 
death  or  injury  was  sustained  was  present  as  a  spectator  at  the 
shooting  or  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  the  shooting,  or 
in  some  official  or  other  capacity  in  connection  therewith,  or, 
in  case  of  injury  to  property,  where  such  injury  is  due  to 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  the  property. 

60.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  works  of  defence,  artillery  Shooting 
ranges,  or  rifle  ranges,  shooting  privileges  only  may  be  acquired  Prmleses- 
on  land  adjoining  such  works  of  defence  or  ranges  ;  and  com- 
pensation therefor  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  The 
Expropriation  Act. 


61.  Any  land  now  held  or  hereafter  acquired  by  His  Militia  land 
Majesty  for  militia  purposes,  in  connection  with  drill  sheds,  1nn°ayrbeUired 
rifle  ranges,  armouries  or  such  like  uses,  and  found  unnecessary  disposed  of. 
to  be  retained   therefor,   may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  by 
direction  of  the  Governor  in  Council ;  and  if  any  portion  of  the 
cost  of  such  lands,  or  of  any  building  thereon,  has  been  de- 
frayed  by  the  municipality  in  which  the  land  is  situate,  a  fair 
proportion  of  the  proceeds,  to  be  determined  by  the  Governor 
in   Council,  may  be  returned  to  such  municipality   or  ex- 
pended therein  for  other  militia  purposes  of  a  permanent 
nature.

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EIFLE  ASSOCIATIONS  AND  CLUBS. 


Regulation 
of  rifle 
associations. 


63.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  for  the 
management  of  existing  rifle  associations  and  clubs,  and  those 
hereafter  formed  ;  for  prescribing  the  constitution,  objects  and 
duties  of  such  associations  and  clubs,  and  the  conducting  of 
their  business  and  rifle  meetings  ;  and  for  furnishing  rifles 
and  ammunition  for  the  training  and  practice  of  persons, 
whether  they  are,  or  are  not,  members  of  the  Militia.

64.  In  case  of  emergency  the  members  of  rifle  associations 
and  clubs  shall  become  members  of  the  Militia  and  shall  be 
under  the  command  of  the  District  Officer  Commanding  ;  and 
so  long  as  the  emergency  exists,  aud  until  lawfully  discharged 
all  members  of  such  associations  and  clubs  shall  remain  mem- 
bers of  the  Militia,  and  shall  be  subject  to  drill,  training  and 
discipline  to  the  same  extent  as  other  members  thereof. 


CADET  CORPS. 

Cadet  corps.      65.  The  Minister  may — 

(a.)  authorize  boys  over  twelve  years  of  age,  who  are  at- 
tending school,  to  be  formed  into  school  cadet  corps  ; 

(b.)  authorize  boys  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  to  be  formed  into  senior  cadet  corps  ; 

(c.)  authorize  senior  cadet  corps,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to 
be  attached  to  any  portion  of  the  Active  Militia  for  the  pur- 
poses of  drill  and  training.

66.  All  cadet  corps  shall  be  subject  to  the  authority  and 
under  the  orders  of  the  District  Officer  Commanding. 

67.  Cadet  corps  shall  be  drilled  and  trained  as  prescribed, 
and  may  be  furnished  with  arms,  ammunition  and  equipment, 
under  the  conditions  prescribed. 


Liability  to 
service. 


68.  Cadet  corps  shall  not  be  liable  to  service  in  the  Militia 
in  any  emergency,  save  only  in  the  case  of  a  levee  en  masse.

The  Governor  in  Council  may  place  the  Militia,  or  any 
part  thereof,  on  active  service  anywhere  in  Canada  and  also 
beyond  Canada,  for  the  defence  thereof,  at  any  time  when  it 
appears  advisable  so  to  do  by  reason  of  emergency. 
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71.  Whenever  the  Governor  in  Council  places  the  Militia,  Parliament  to 
or  any  part  thereof,  on  active  service,  if  Parliament  is  then  be  called- 
separated  by  such  adjournment  or  prorogation  as  will  not 

expire  within  ten  days,  a  proclamation  shall  be  issued  for  the 
meeting  of  Parliament  within  fifteen  days,  and  Parliament 
shall  accordingly  meet  and  sit  upon  the  day  appointed  by 
such  proclamation,  and  shall  continue  to  sit  and  act  in  like 
manner  as  if  it  had  stood  adjourned  or  prorogued  to  the  same 
day. 

72.  In  time  of  war,  when  the  Militia  is  called  out  for  active  Command  in 
service  to  serve  conjointly  with  His  Majesty's  Regular  Forces, timeof  war- 
His  Majesty  may  place  in  command  thereof  a  senior  General 

Officer  of  His  Regular  Army. 

73.  In  time  of  war  no  man  shall  be  required  to  serve  in  the  Period  of 
field  continuously  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  ;  but  any  ^fmeof  war 
man  who  volunteers  to  serve  for  the  war,  or  for  any  longer 
period  than  one  year,  shall  be  compelled  to  fulfil  his  engage- 
ment ;  the  Governor  in  Council  may,  in  cases  of  unavoidable 
necessity  (of  which  necessity  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  be 

the  sole  judge),  call  upon  any  militiaman  to  continue  to  serve 
beyond  his  one  years  service  in  the  field  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  six  months. 

2.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  Permanent  Force.  Exception. 

74.  The  Army  Act  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Army  Act, 
United  Kingdom,  the  King's  Regulations,  and  all  other  laws  to^act?vePply 
applicable  to  His  Majesty's  troops  in  Canada  and  not  incon-  service, 
sistent  with  this  Act  or  the  regulations  made  thereunder,  shall 

have  force  and  effect  as  if  they  had  been  enacted  by  the  Par- 
liament of  Canada  for  the  government  of  the  Militia,  and 
every  officer  and  man  of  the  Militia  shall  be  subject  thereto 
from  the  time  of  being  called  out  for  active  service,  and  also 
during  the  period  of  annual  drill  or  training  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  also  at  any  other  time  while  upon 
military  duty  or  in  the  uniform  of  his  corps  upon  or  within 
any  rifle  range  or  any  armoury,  or  other  place  where  arms, 
guns,  ammunition  or  other  military  stores  are  kept,  or  any 
drill  shed  or  other  building  or  place  used  for  militia  purposes, 
or  during  any  drill  or  parade  of  his  corps  at  which  he  is 
present  in  the  ranks,  when  going  to  or  from  the  place  of  drill 
or  parade,  and  also  whether  in  uniform  or  not  at  any  drill  or 
parade  of  his  corps  at  which  he  is  present  as  a  spectator. 

2.  Officers  and  men  of  the  permanent  force  and  members  of 
the  permanent  staff  of  the  Militia  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  military  law. 

75.  Any  officer  or  man  charged  with  any  offence  committed  Trial  by  court 
while  serving  in  the  Militia,  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  by  court  SsJwg^c-T 
martial,  and  if  convicted  to  be  punished  therefor,  within  six  relief, 
months  after  his  discharge  from  the  Militia,  or  after  the  corps

77.  Every  member  of  the  Militia  called  out  for  active

are  made,  from  to  time,  by  the  Governor  in  Council ;  and  any 
medical  practitioner  who  signs  a  false  certificate  in  any  such 
case  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars.

who  has  jurisdiction  there  ; 

(b.)  If  the  place  where  such  riot  or  disturbance  occurs  or  is* 
anticipated  is  not  municipally  organized,  the  county  or  district 
court  judge,  or  one  of  the  county  or  district  court  judges,  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  in  such  place,  or  if  there  is  no  such  county  or 
district  court  judge,  then  any  judge  of  a  superior  court  who 
has  jurisdiction  there. 

2.  "Wherever  under  subsection  1  of  this  section  a  judge  is 
designated  as  the  civil  authority  by  whom  a  requisition  may 
be  made,  and  there  is  no  such  judge,  or  the  judge,  or  all  the 
judges,  who  might  have  acted  are  absent,  or  unable  to  act,  any 
judge  or  magistrate  who  may  do  alone  whatever  is  authorized 
by  The  Criminal  Code,  1892,  to  be  done  by  two  or  more 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  has  jurisdiction  at  the  place  where 
such  riot  or  disturbance  occurs  or  is  anticipated,  may,  acting

4.  Where  the  requisition  is  made  by  a  judge  or  magistrate 
having  the  powers  of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  acting  with 
two  justices  of  the  peace,  or  by  three  justices  of  the  peace, 
any  statement  of  fact  therein  contained  shall  not  be  open  to 
dispute  by  the  officer  upon  whom  the  requisition  is  made.

out taking  any  oath  of  office,  be  special  constables,  and  shall 
be  held  to  act  as  such  as  long  as  they  remain  so  called  out ;

dividually liable  to  obey  the  orders  of  their  Militia  superior 
officer  only.

86.  When  any  of  the  Militia  are"so  called  out  in  aid  of  the 
civil  power,  the  municipality  in  which  their  services  are  re- 
quired shall  pay  them,  when  so  employed,  the  rates  authorized 
to  be  paid  for  active  service  to  such  officers  and  one  dollar  per 
diem  for  each  man,  and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  diem  for 
each  horse  actually  and  necessarily  used  by  them,  together 
with  an  allowance  of  one  dollar  to  each  officer,  and  fifty  cents 
to  each  man  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  and  fifty  cents  per 
diem  in  lieu  of  forage  for  each  horse,  and,  in  addition,  shall 
pay  the  cost  of  transport  and  provide  them  with  proper  lodg- 
ing, and  wTith  stabling  for  their  horses ;  and  the  said  pay  and 
allowances  for  subsistence  and  forage  and  the  cost  of  transport, 
as  also  the  cost  or  value  of  lodging  and  stabling,  unless 
furnished  in  kind  by  the  municipality,  may  be  recovered  from 
it  by  His  Majesty  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 


As  to

87.  Such  pay  and  allowances  of  such  of  the  Militia  as  are 
called  out,  together  with  the  reasonable  cost  of  transport,  shall, 
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pending  payment  by  the  municipality,  be  advanced  in  the  first 
instance  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada, 
by  authority  of  the  Governor  in  Council ;  but  such  advance 
shall  not  interfere  with  the  liability  of  the  municipality,  and 
such  pay,  allowances  and  cost  of  transport  may  be  at  once 
recovered  as  a  debt  due  to  the  Crown  by  the  municipality. 


BILLETING  OF  THE  MILITIA. 

88.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  for  the  Regulation 
quartering,  billeting,  and  cantoning  of  the  Militia,  and  may, for  bllletm£- 
by  such  regulations,  impose  penalties,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  for  any  breach  thereof. 

89.  Nothing  in  this  Act  or  the  regulations  shall  authorize  Militia  not  to 
the  quartering  or  billeting  of  the  Militia,  or  any  part  thereof,  \* consents!* 
in  any  house  occupied  solely  by  females,  or  oblige  the  occupiers 

of  any  such  house  to  receive  the  Militia,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  to  furnish  them  with  lodging  or  house  room. 


TRANSPORT. 

90.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  requiring  Requisitions 
any  person  in  whom  any  railway,  tramway,  boat,  barge,  scow, for  transPort- 
or  steamship  or  other  vessel,  or  any  wagon,  carriage,  or  pack 

animal  is  vested,  or  any  employee  of  any  such  person,  to  con- 
vey to  and  from  any  point  or  place,  any  portion  of  the  Militia, 
together  with  their  horses,  guns,  ammunition,  forage,  baggage 
and  stores,  as  may  be  required  to  be  carried  or  conveyed  ;  and 
such  person  or  employee  shall  thereupon  provide  the  neces- 
sary engines,  carriages,  trucks  and  rolling  stock,  boat,  barge, 
scow,  steamship,  or  other  vessel,  or  pack  auimals,  together 
with  the  persons  and  materials  necessary  for  their  use,  within 
a  reasonable  time  before  the  time  when  such  order  is  to  be 
complied  with. 

91.  Any  person  lawfully  required  under  this  Act,  or  the  Penalty  for 
regulations,  to  furnish  a  car,  engine,  boat,  barge,  scow,  steam-  nishtransport 
ship,  or  other  vessel,  wagon,  carriage,  or  pack  animal,  for 

the  conveyance  or  use  ot  any  portion  of  the  Militia,  who 
refuses  or  neglects  to  furnish  it,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  with  or 
without  hard  labour,  or  to  both  the  penalty  and  imprisonment, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

92.  The  rates  of  hire  or  recompense  for  the  transport  of  Payment  of 
the  Militia,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  their  horses,  guns,  am- transiX)rt- 
munition,  forage,  baggage  and  stores,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor  in  Council.

When  the  Governor  in  Council  declares  that  an  em- 
ergency has  arisen  in  which  it  is  expedient  for  the  puhlic 
service  that  the  Government  should  have  control  oi  the  rail- 
ways in  Canada,  or  any  of  them,  the  Minister  may,  by  war- 
rant under  his  hand,  empower  any  person  or  persons  named  in 
such  warrant  to  take  possession  in  the  name  or  on  behalf  of 
His  Majesty  of  any  railway  in  Canada,  and  of  the  plant  belong- 
ing thereto,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  or  to  take  possession  of  any 
plant  without  taking  possession  of  the  railway  itself,  and  to  use 
it  for  His  Majesty's  service  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  Minister  directs  ;  and  the  directors,  officers  and  servants 
of  such  railway  shall  obey  the  directions  of  the  Minister  as  to 
the  use  of  the  railway  or  plant  as  aforesaid  for  His  Majesty's 
service. 

2.  Any  such  warrant  granted  by  the  Minister  shall  remain 
in  force  so  long  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister,  the  emerg- 
ency exists.

94.  There  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  whose  railway  or 
plant  is  taken  possession  of  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  out  of 
moneys  to  be  provided  by  Parliament,  such  full  compensation 
for  any  loss  or  injury  he  sustains  by  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
of  the  Minister  under  the  next  preceding  section  as.  is 
agreed  upon  between  the  Minister  and  the  said  person,  or,  in 
case  of  difference,  as  is  fixed  upon  reference  to  the  Exchequer 
Court  of  Canada.

COURTS  OF  INQUIRY  AND  COURTS  MARTIAL. 

96.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  convene  courts  of  inquiry, 
and  appoint  officers  of  the  Militia  to  constitute  such  courts, 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  and  reporting  on  any  matter 
connected  with  the  government  or  discipline  of  the  Militia 
and  with  the  conduct  of  any  officer  or  man  of  the  force ;  and 
may,  at  any  time,  convene  courts  martial  and  delegate  power 
to  convene  such  courts,  and  to  appoint  officers  to  constitute 
them  for  the  purpose  of  trying  any  officer  or  man  of  the  Mili- 
tia for  any  offence  under  this  Act,  and  may  also  delegate 
power  to  approve,  confirm,  mitigate  or  remit  any  sentence  of 
SLB.J  such  court. 
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97.  The  regulations  for  the  composition  of  courts  of  in-  Consthotion 
quirj  and  courts  martial,  and  the  modes  of  procedure  and  °  cour  s*

refused,  concealed  or  falsely  stated ;  and  every  person  who 
refuses  to  give  his  own  name  and  proper  information,  when 
applied  to  as  aforesaid,  or  gives  a  false  name  or  false  informa- 
ation,  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as

!•  The  agreement  made  between  His  Majesty  and  the  Agreement 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company  (hereinafter  called  the  confirmed*6 
"  Pacific  Company,")  dated  the  eighteenth  day  of  February, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  a  copy  of  which  forms 
the  schedule  to  this  Act,  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  and

10.  The  work  of  construction  on  the  Eastern  Division  of  Woik  of 
the  National  Transcontinental  Railway  shall  be  commenced,  ^EasterT 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  simultaneously  at  Moncton,  at  Quebec,  Division, 
at  the  point  of  junction  of  the  Eastern  Division  with  the  branch 
southerly  to  a  point  at  or  near  either  North  Bay  or  Nipissing 
Junction,  and  at  Winnipeg,  and  shall  be  carried  on  westward 

from  Moncton,  eastward  and  westward  from  Quebec,  eastward 
and  westward  from  the  point  of  junction  aforesaid,  and  east- 
ward from  Winnipeg,  in  such  manner  that  the  section  between 
Winnipeg  and  Quebec,  and  that  between  Quebec  and  Moncton 
shall  be  completed  as  nearly  as  practicable  at  the  same  time. 

11.  Section  9  of  The  National  Transcontinental  Railway  1903,  c.  71, 
Act  is  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "three"  in  the  s-  9  amended- 
fourth  line  thereof  and  substituting  therefor  the  word  "four."

His  Majesty  the  King,  acting  in  respect  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  and  herein  represented  and  acting  by  the 
Honourable  Henry  Robert  Emmerson,  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals, 

OF  THE  FIRST  PART  ; 

And 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company, 

of  the  second  part. 

Whereas  a  contract  bearing  date  the  twenty-ninth  day  oi 
July,.  1903,  was  made  and  entered  into  between  His  Majesty 
the  King,  of  the  first  part,  and  Sir  Charles  Rivers- Wilson  and 
others,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  said  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company,  and  providing,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
in  the  said  contract  mentioned  and  set  forth,  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  the  line  of  railway  therein  described  ; 

And  whereas  the  said  Contract  was  afterwards  confirmed 
by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  chapter  seventy-one  of 
the  statutes  of  1903,  known  as  The  National  Transcontinental 
Railway  Act ; 

And  whereas  the  parties  hereto  have  agreed,  subject  to 
ratification  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  to  make  certain 
modifications  of  the  said  Contract. 

Now  Therefore  this  Agreement  Witnesseth  that  the  said 
parties  have  contracted  and  agreed  with  each  other  as 
follows : — 

1.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  said  Contract  contained, 
the  time  for  completion  of  the  Western  Division  of  the  railway 
shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  first  day  of 
December,  A.D.  1911,  and  the  tenth  paragraph  of  the  said 
Contract  is  amended  accordingly  and  by  inserting  the  word 
"  strikes  "  after  the  word  "  floods  "  in  the  seventh  line  thereof. 

2.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  thirteenth  and 
twenty-ninth  paragraphs  of  the  said  Contract,  the  Company 
shall,  when  it  shall  have  completed  the  construction  ot  the 
said  Western  Division  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  said 
Contract  as  hereby  amended,  and  shall  have  supplied  rolling 
stock  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  million  dollars  ($15,000,000),  if 
the  Eastern  Division  shall  not  then  have  been  constructed  and 
completed  by  the  Government,  be  entitled  to  the  return  of  the 
deposit  made  under  the  twelfth  paragraph  of  the  said  Contract, 
or  any  part  thereof  which  may  then  remain  unforfeited  in  the 
hands  of  the  Government  under  the  terms  of  the  said  Contract ; 
and  the  Company  shall  also  be  entitled  to  have  the  guarantee 
of  the  Government  endorsed  upon  the  said  bonds  issued  in 
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respect  of  the  Western  Division,  pursuant  to  paragraph 
twenty-nine  of  the  said  Contract ;  and  if  it  is  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Government  that  the  Western  Division  will 
be  completed  and  rolling  stock  to  the  said  amount  of  fifteen 
million  dollars  ($15,000,000)  supplied  before  the  construction 
and  completion  of  the  Eastern  Division  and  that  the  applica- 
tion of  the  said  deposit  will  enable  the  Company  to  so  complete 
the  Western  Division  and  supply  rolling  stock  to  the  said 
amount  and  that  the  same  will  be  so  supplied,  the  said  deposit 
shall  be  released  by  the  Government  in  such  instalments  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon. 

Provided,  however,  that,  of  the  said  rolling  stock  to  the 
amount  of  fifteen  million  dollars  ($15,000,000),  rolling  stock 
to  the  amount  of  five  million  dollars  ($5,000,000),  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Government,  shall  then  have  been  marked 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  twenty-second  paragraph  of 
the  said  Contract,  ready  to  be  assigned  to  the  Eastern  Division 
under  the  said  paragraph  upon  its  completion  and  to  serve  all 
the  purposes  in  respect  of  the  whole  of  the  said  Contract 
intended  to  be  served  by  the  five  million  dollars  ($5,000,000) 
worth  of  rolling  stock  in  the  said  twenty-second  paragraph 
mentioned. 

3.  Pending  the  completion  of  the  Eastern  Division  by  the 
Government,  the  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  lease  from  the 
Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  under  the  said  Act,  and  to 
operate  such  portions  of  the  said  Eastern  Division  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  completed,  but  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  Company  and  the  said  Commissioners, 
which  terms  are  not  to  be  more  onerous  than  those  of  the 
lease  of  the  whole  division  by  the  said  Contract  provided  for, 
save  in  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  full  effect  to  the 
paramount  right  of  the  said  Commissioners  next  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  subject  always  to  the  paramount  right  of  the 
said  Commissioners  to  use  and  operate  the  same  without  any 
payment  of  tolls  or  other  compensation  for  such  purposes  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  in  the  execution  of 
their  commission. 

4.  The  twenty-eighth  paragraph  of  the  said  Contract  is 
amended  by  striking  thereout  all  the  words  following  the 
word  "  not "  in  the  eighth  line  thereof  and  inserting  instead 
thereof  the  words  "  in  respect  of  the  prairie  section  exceed 
thirteen  thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  the  mileage  thereof, 
although  seventy-five  per  centum  of  such  cost  of  construction 
may  have  exceeded  the  said  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars 
per  mile." 

5.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  said  Contract  contained, 
the  Government  may  and  shall,  preserving  always  the  propor- 
tions in  the  said  Contract  provided  as  between  the  prairie  and 
mountain  sections  of  the  Western  Division,  implement  for  the 
purposes  and  subject  otherwise  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Contract,  its  guarantee  of  the  bonds  of  the  said  Company  to 
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be  issued  for  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  said  Western 
Division,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  so  as  to 
make  the  proceeds  of  the  said  bonds  so  to  be  guaranteed  a 
sum  equal  to  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion of  the  Western  Division  ascertained  as  provided  in  the 
said  Contract,  but  not  exceeding  in  respect  of  the  prairie  sec- 
tion, thirteen  thousand  dollars  ($13,000)  per  mile. 

6.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  said  Contract  contained, 
the  Government  shall  not  exercise  any  rights  in  respect  of 
possession,  foreclosure  or  sale,  by  reason  of  non-payment  of 
interest  by  the  Company  under  the  thirty-first,  thirty-second 
or  thirty-third  paragraphs  of  the  said  Contract,  or  under  all  or 
any  of  them,  unless  and  until  there  shall  be  such  default  to  the 
extent  in  the  whole  of  a  sum  equal  to  five  years  of  such 
interest,  as  the  Company  is  not  relieved  from  payment  of  or 
permitted  to  defer  or  capitalize  by  the  provisions  of  the  said 
paragraphs. 

7.  In  case  of  such  default  being  made  by  the  Company  in 
respect  of  the  interest  of  the  said  bonds  so  guaranteed  by  the 
Government  as  would,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Contract 
as  amended  hereby,  entitle  the  Government  to  take  possession 
of  the  said  Western  Division  or  to  foreclose  or  sell  the  same, 
the  remedy  of  the  Government  shall,notwithstanding  anything 
in  the  said  Contract  contained,  be  the  taking  possession  thereof 
by  and  through  an  agent  or  manager  to  be  appointed  as  here- 
inafter provided,'  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  to  manage 
and  operate  the  said  Western  Division,  to  receive  all  the  tolls 
and  revenues  thereof,  to  pay  thereout  working  expenditure  a3 
defined  by  The  Railway  Act^  1903,  including  the  expenses  of 
such  management  or  agency,  and  to  distribute  the  surplus  tolls 
and  revenues,  alter  payment  of  such  working  expenditure, 
pari  passu  between  the  Government  or  other  holders  of  the 
bonds  secured  as  provided  by  paragraph  35  (a)  of  the  said 
Contract  and  guaranteed  by  the  Government  and  the  holders 
of  the  bonds  secured  as  provided  by  paragraph  35  (b)  of  the 
said  Contract  and  guaranteed  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
Company,  in  the  proportion  of  seventy-five  per  centum  of  such 
surplus  tolls  or  revenues  to  the  holders  of  the  former  issue  of 
the  bonds  and  twenty-five  per  centum  to  the  holders  of  the 
latter  issue,  and  the  mortgage  to  be  prepared  under  the  said 
paragraph  35  (a)  shall  contain  appropriate  provisions  in  that 
behalf.  The  said  manager  or  agent  is  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Government,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Company,  or,  if  they 
are  unable  to  agree,  by  a  majority  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada. 

8.  Should  possession  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  the  right  of  the 
Government  to  such  possession  shall  terminate  if  and  when  the 
application  of  the  proportion  herein  provided  of  the  said  sur- 
plus tolls  and  revenues  shall  have  paid  off  all  arrears  of  such 
interest. 

9.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  twenty-seventh  para- 
graph of  the  said  Contract  contained,  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
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way  Company  shall  not,  after  the  acquisition  of  the  twenty- 
five  million  dollars  ($25,000,000)  of  common  stock  therein 
mentioned  (less  shares  held  hy  directors,  not  exceeding  one 
thousand),  be  prevented  from  making  any  such  disposition  of 
such  common  stock  as  the  said  Grand  Trunk  Railway  may 
deem  expedient,  provided,  however,  that  the  said  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  Company  shall,  during  the  delay  mentioned  in  the 
said  paragraph,  continue  to  hold  a  majority  of  the  said  stock 
by  such  title  as  shall  enable  the  said  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
Company  to  control  the  policy  of  the  Company. 

10.  Paragraph  twenty-one  of  the  said  Contract  is  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  clause  : — 

"  Provided,  further,  that  in  the  event  of  the  Government 
determining  to  undertake  the  operation  of  the  said  Eastern 
Division,  the  Company  shall  be  entitled  for  a  further  period  of 
fifty  years  to  such  running  powers  and  haulage  rights  as  may 
be  necessary  to  continuity  of  operation  between  the  said 
Western  Division  and  other  portions  of  the  Company's  system 
and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  system  upon  such  terms  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon,  or  as  may,  from  time  to  time, 
in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  be  determined  in  the  manner 
provided  by  paragraph  24  (2)  hereof,  which  is  hereby  made 
applicable  to  cases  arising  under  this  paragraph." 

11.  In  case,  during  the  currency  of  the  lease  of  the  Eastern 
Division,  the  Company  shall  have  constructed  a  branch  line  or 
lines  running  from  a  point  or  points  in  the  said  Eastern 
Division,  the  Government  shall,  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
lease,  it  shall  determine  to  undertake  the  operation  of  the  said 
Eastern  Division,  take  over  such  branch  line  or  lines  as  the 
Company  may  elect  not  to  retain,  at  such  value  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  or  as  may,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  be 
determined  in  the  manner  provided  by  paragraph  24  (2)  of 
the  said  Contract,  which  is  hereby  made  applicable  to  cases 
arising  under  this  paragraph.  If  any  such  branch  line  or 
lines  shall  have  received  any  grant  or  grants  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  the  amount 
of  such  grant  or  grants,  without  interest,  shall  be  deducted 
from  such  value  and  the  difference  only  shall  be  payable  by 
the  Government  upon  the  taking  over  of  such  branch  line  or 
lines. 

12.  The  said  Contract,  as  modified  by  this  agreement,  is  to 
be  ratified  by  a  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada  on  or  before  the  • 
eighth  day  of  March,  1904,  and  the  deposit  required  by  the 
twelfth  paragraph  of  the  said  Contract  is  to  be  made  in  cash 
or  approved  securities  immediately  after  such  ratification. 

13.  Save  as  herein  expressly  provided,  the  said  Contract  and 
each  and  every  paragraph  and  provision  thereof  are  not  to  be 
deemed  to  be  in  any  way  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Supplemental  Contract,  but  are  hereby  expressly  confirmed  and 
ratified,  and  the  words  and  expressions  which  are  defined  in 
the  said  contract  shall,  except  as  herein  expressly  varied,  be 
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held  to  have  the  same  meaning  herein  as  in  the  said  Contract, 
and  particularly  and  without  in  any  way  limiting  the  gener- 
ality of  the  foregoing,  the  words  and  expressions,  "Government," 
"Company,"  "Eastern  Division,"  "Western  Division," 
"<  Prairie  section,"  "  Mountain  section,"  "  cost  of  construction," 
and  "  bonds,"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  herein  as  in  the 
said  Contract. 

14.  The  thirty-fourth  paragraph  of  the  said  Contract  is 
amended  by  substituting  the  word  "  thirty-five  "  for  the  word 
"  twenty-five  "  in  the  twelfth  line  thereof. 

15.  This  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  and  be  subject  to 
ratification  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

In  Witness  whereof,  the  said  Henry  Robert  Emmerson, 
Minister  of  Railways,  acting  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  the 
King,  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal,  and  the  said  Com- 
pany, represented  herein  by  Sir  Charles  Rivers- Wilson  and 
others,  have  also  set  their  hands  and  seals.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Acts  relating  to  Naturalization 

and  Aliens. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.] 

WHEREAS  doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  jurisdiction  under  Preamble. 
The  Naturalization  Act,  as  amended  by  chapter  38  of 
the  statutes  of  1903,  of  circuit  courts  in  and  for  territorial 
divisions  of  districts  or  counties  in  the  province  of  Quebec,  and 
it  is  expedient  to  remove  such  doubts  and  to  make  valid  the 
exercise  of  such  jurisdiction  since  the  last-mentioned  Act  was 
passed  :  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : — 

1-  Section  11  of  The  Naturalization  Act,  chapter  113  of  the  r.s.c.,c.  113, 
Revised  Statutes,  as  that  section  is  enacted  by  section  1  of s- 11  amended, 
chapter  38  of  the  statutes  of  1903,  is  amended  by  striking 
out  the  sixth  and  seventh  lines  thereof  and  substituting  the 
following  therefor  : — "  In  Quebec,  to  any  circuit  court  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  alien 
resides." 

2.  The  said  section  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
twentieth  to  the  twenty-sixth  lines,  both  included,  and  substi- 
tuting the  following  therefor  : — 

"  In  Manitoba,  to  the  county  court  having  jurisdiction  where 
the  alien  resides,  or  if  there  is  no  county  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion there,  then  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  nearest  to  his 
residence  or  the  county  court  the  place  of  holding  which  is 
nearest  to  his  residence." 

2.  The  circuit  courts  in  and  for  territorial  divisions  of  dis-  Retroaction, 
tricts  and  counties  in  the  province  of  Quebec  are  hereby 
declared  to  have  had  jurisdiction  under  The  Naturalization 
Act,  as  so  amended,  on  and  since  the  thirteenth  day  of  August, 
1903,  as  if  the  said  section  11  had  been  enacted  by  chapter  38

An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  respecting  the  navigation  of 
Canadian  Waters. 

[Assented  to  18th  July,  1904.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Section  14  of  chapter  79  of  the  Revised  Statutes  in-  r.s.c,  c.  79, 
tituled  An  Act  respecting  the  navigation  of  Canadian  Waters,  *- 14 amended, 
is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  subsection  : — 

"  2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  repeal  the  whole  or  any  Regulations 
part  of  the  regulations  for  preventing  collisions  so  far  as  they  as  to  inland 
apply  to  the  inland  waters  of  Canada,  and  may  make  new  re-  ers* 
gulations  to  be  in  force  in  such  inland  waters,  and  may  direct 
to  what  inland  waters  such  regulations  shall  apply ;  and  all 
such  regulations  shall  be  published  in  The  Canada  Gazette."

2.  Section  5  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  striking  out  Section  5 
the  words  "  petition  and  fiat  shall  "  in  the  second  line  of  the  amended» 
said  section  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  :  "  suppliant 

shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  the 
amount  of  the  court  fee  on  filing  the  petition,  and  thereupon 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  the  petition  and  fiat  to. "

An  Act  respecting  the  payment  of  certain  railway 

subsidies. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.] 

WHEREAS,  by  chapter  7  of  the  statutes  of  1901  and  chapter  190i}  c.  7; 
57  of  the  statutes  of  1903,  it  is  provided  that  subsidies  1903!  c!  57. 
may  be  granted  in  aid  of  certain  lines  of  railway  therein  men- 
tioned, and  it  is  expedient,  in  order  to  aid  the  companies  con- 
cerned in  financing  their  undertakings,  to  make  the  following 
provisions  :  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Whenever  a  contract  has  been  duly  entered  into  with  a  jyjode  ^ 
company  for  the  construction  of  any  line  of  railway  subsidized  paymentof 
by  either  of  the  Acts  mentioned  in  the  preamble,  the  Minister  railway 
of  Eailways  and  Canals,  at  the  request  of  the  company  and  subsidies  . 
upon  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer  of  government  railways, 
and  his  certificate  that  he  has  made  careful  examination  of 
the  surveys,  plans  and  profiles  of  the  whole  line  so  contracted 
for  and  has  duly  considered  the  physical  characteristics  of  the 
country  to  be  traversed  and  the  means  of  transport  available 
for  construction,  naming  the  probable  and  reasonable  cost  of 
such  construction,  may,  with  the  authorization  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  enter  into  a  supplementary  agreement,  fixing 
definitely  the  maximum  amount  of  the  subsidy  to  be  paid, 
based  upon  the  said  certificate  of  the  chief  engineer,  and  pro- 
viding that  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid,  as  the 
minimum,  the  ordinary  subsidy  of  $3,200  per  mile,  together 
with  sixty  per  cent  of  the  difference  between  the  amount  so 
fixed  and  the  said  $3,200  per  mile,  if  any ;  and  the  balance, 
forty  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  only  on  completion  of  the  whole 
work  subsidized,  and  in  so  far  as  the  actual  cost,  as  finally 
determined  by  the  chief  engineer,  entitles  the  company  thereto  : 
Provided  always — 

(a.)  that  the  estimated  cost,  so  certified,  is  not  less  on  the 
average  than  eighteen  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  the  whole 
mileage  subsidized  ;

An  Act  to  authorize  the  granting'  of  subsidies  in  aid 
of  the  construction  of  the  lines  of  railway  therein 
mentioned. 

[Assented  to  10th  August,  1904.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  :— 

1.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  interpreta- 
expression  "cost"  means  the  actual,  necessary  and  reasonable  tIon- 
cost,  and  shall  include  the  amount  expended  upon  any  bridge,  "Cost.' 
up  to  and  not  exceeding  $2o,0u0,  forming  part  of  the  line  of 
railway  subsidized  not  otherwise  receiving  any  bonus,  but  shall 

not  include  the  cost  of  terminals  and  right  of  way  of  the  rail- 
way in  any  city  or  incorporated  town  ;  and  such  actual,  neces- 
sary and  reasonable  cost  shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer 
of  government  railways,  certifying  that  he  has  made  or 
caused  to  be  made  an  inspection  of  the  line  of  railway  for 
which  payment  of  subsidy  is  asked,  and  careful  inquiry  into 
the  cost  thereof,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  amount  upon 
which  the  subsidy  is  claimed  is  reasonable,  and  does  not  ex- 
ceed the  true,  actual  and  proper  cost  of  the  construction  of  such 
railway. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  a  subsidy  of  $3,200  Subsidies  for 
per  mile  towards  the  construction  of  each  of  the  undermen- railwiiys* 
tioned  lines  of  railway  (not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  number 

of  miles  hereinafter  respectively  stated)  which  shall  not  cost 
more  on  the  average  than  $15,000  per  mile  for  the  mileage 
subsidized,  and  towards  the  construction  of  each  of  the  said 
lines  of  railway  not  exceeding  the  mileage  hereinafter  stated, 
which  shall  cost  more  on  the  average  than  $15,000  per  mile 
for  the  mileage  subsidized,  a  further  subsidy  beyond  the  sum 
of  $3,200  per  mile  of  fifty  per  cent  on  so  much  of  the  average 
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cost  of  the  mileage  subsidized  as  is  in  excess  of  $15,000  per 
mile,  such  subsidy  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
$6,400  per  mile  :'— 

1.  To  the  Bracebridge  and  Trading  Lake  Railway  Com- 
pany, for  a  railway  from  Bracebridge,  in  Muskoka,  to  a  point 
at  or  near  Baysville,  Ontario,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted 
by  item  7  of  section  2  of  chapter  8  of  1900,  not  exceeding  15 
miles. 

2.  To  the  Bruce  Mines  and  Algoma  Railway  Company,  for 
the  following  lines  of  railway  : — 

(a.)  For  that  portion  of  its  line  of  railway  from  Bruce 
Mines  Junction  southerly  to  the  town  of  Bruce  Mines,  on 
Lake  Huron,  a  distance  not  exceeding  3  miles ; 

(/;.)  For  the  6  miles  of  railway  constructed  from  Gordon 
Lake  Station,  being  the  end  of  its  line  as  subsidized  by  chap- 
ter 7  of  1901,  northward  to  Rock  Lake,  a  distance  of  6  miles; 

(c.)  For  12  miles  from  Rock  Lake  northward,  a  distance 
not  exceeding  12  miles  ; 

The  subsidies  to  the  said  lines  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the 
subsidy  granted  by  item  38  of  section  2  of  chapter  57  of  1903, 
not  exceeding  21  miles. 

3.  To  the  Nepigon  Railway  Company,  for  the  following 
lines  of  railway  : — 

(a.)  From  a  point  at  or  near  Nepigon  Station  on  the  line  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  Nepigon  Lake,  not  exceeding 
30  miles  ; 

(6.)  From  a  point  on  Nepigon  Bay  of  Lake  Superior  to  a 
point  on  the  west  of  Lake  Helen  on  the  line  of  the  Nepigon 
Railway,  not  exceeding  3J,  miles  ; 

(c.)  From  a  point  on  the  line  of  the  Nepigon  Railway  at  or 
near  the  crossing  of  the  Fraser  River,  to  a  point  on  Lake  Jesse, 
by  way  of  Cameron's  Falls,  not  exceeding  1J  mile; 

(d.)  From  a  point  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Nepigon 
northerly,  not  exceeding  45  miles  ; 

The  subsidies  to  the  said  lines  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the 
subsidy  granted  by  item  38  of  section  2  of  chapter  57  of  1903, 
not  exceeding  80  miles. 

4.  For  the  construction  of  a  branch  line  of  railway  beginning 
at  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company's  main  line  at  St. 
Philippe  d'Argenteuil  Station,  or  at  a  point  between  there  and 
Grenville,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction,  in  lieu  of  the  sub- 
sidy granted  by  item  49  of  section  2  of  chapter  57  of  1903,  not 
exceeding  3  miles. 

5.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway,  for  a  railway 
from  a  point  in  Hochelaga  ward,  Montreal,  to  a  point  on  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  in  or  near  the  town  of  Joliette,  pass- 
ing at  or  near  the  town  of  L'Assornption,  Quebec,  together 
with  a  spur  line  into  the  said  town,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy 
granted  by  item  32  of  section  2  of  chapter  8  of  1900,  not  ex- 
ceeding 42  miles 

6.  To  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  to 
enable  it  to  extend  its  railway  from  Arundel  to  a  point  in  the 
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municipality  of  the  united  townships  of  Preston  and  Hartwell, 
province  of  Quebec,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the 
Montford  and  Gatineau  Colonization  Eailway  by  item  6  of 
section  2  of  chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  30  miles. 

7.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Eailway  Company, 
for  a  branch  line  from  a  point  on  its  main  line  at  or  near 
Charlemagne,  thence  northerly  and  westerly  to  a  point  on  the 
Montford  and  Gatineau  Railway  at  or  near  Morin  Flats,  in 
lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the  Montford  and  Gatineau 
Colonization  Railway  by  item  41  of  section  2  of  chapter  57  of 
1903,  not  exceeding/22  miles. 

8.  To  the  Ottawa  River  Railway  Company,  for  a  line  of 
railway  from  a  point  at  or  near  Ste.  Agathe  des  Monts  Station 
towards  the  township  of  Howard  in  the  county  of  Argenteuil, 
passing  near  Lakes  St.  Joseph  and  Ste.  Marie,  in  a  southerly 
direction,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the  Montreal 
Northern  Railway  Company  by  item  58  of  section  2  of  chapter 
57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  15  miles. 

9.  To  the  Ottawa  River  Railway  Company,  for  a  line  of 
railway  between  a  point  in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrews,  in  the 
county  of  Argenteuil,  and  a  point  in  the  parish  of  St.  Law- 
rence, in  the  county  of  Jacques  Cartier,  passing  through  the 
parishes  of  St.  Placide,  St.  Eustache  and  St.  Martin,  in  lieu 
of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  10  of  section  2  of  chapter  57 
of  1903,  not  exceeding  38  miles. 

10.  For  a  line  of  railway  from  Lardo  towards  Upper  Arrow 
Lake,  British  Columbia,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by 
item  28  of  section  2  of  chapter  7  of  1901,  not  exceeding  30 
miles. 

11.  To  the  Western  Alberta  Railway  Company,  from  a  point 
on  the  United  States  boundary,  west  of  range  27,  north- 
westerly towards  Anthracite,  in  the  district  of  Alberta,  in  lieu 
of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  40  of  section  2  of  chapter  7  of 
1899,  not  exceeding  50  miles. 


3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  the  subsidy  herein-  Subsidy  for 
after  mentioned  towards  the  construction  of  the  bridge  also  a  bri^e- 
hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  : — 

1.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway  Company, 
the  balance  remaining  unpaid  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item 
33  of  section  2  of  chapter  8  of  190C,  for  a  single-track  standard 
railway  bridge,  with  two  roadways  10  feet  wide,  for  free  vehic- 
ular traffic,  the  same  as  upon  a  public  highway,  from  Bout  de 
L'lle  to  Charlemagne  at  the  junction  of  the  Ottawa  and  St. 
Lawrence  Rivers,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $51,000. 


4.  The  subsidies  hereby  authorized  towards  the  construe- How  subsidies 
tion  of  any  railway  or  bridge  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  Con-  shallbePaid- 
solidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada,  and  may,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided  in  this  Act,  at  the  option  of  the  Governor 
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in  Council,  on  the  report  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and 
Canals,  be  paid  as  follows  : — 

(a.)  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  subsidized  ;  or 
(b.)  by  instalments,  on  the  completion  of  each  ten-mile  sec- 
tion of  the  railway,  in  the  proportion  which  the  cost  of  such 
completed  section  bears  to  that  of  the  whole  work  undertaken ; 
or 

(c.)  upon  the  progress  estimates  on  the  certificate  of  the 
chiei  engineer  of  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals,  that, 
in  his  opinion,  having  regard  to  the  whole  work  undertaken 
and  the  aid  granted,  the  progress  made  justifies  the  payment 
of  a  sum  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  ;  or 

(d  )  with  respect  to  (6)  and  (c),  part  one  way,  part  the  other. 

Conditions.  5.  The  subsidies  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  granted  to 
companies  named  shall,  if  granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council, 
be  granted  to  such  companies  respectively  ;  the  other  subsidies 
may  be  granted  to  such  companies  as  establish  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Governor  in  Council  their  ability  to  construct  and 
complete  the  said  railways  and  bridge  respectively  ;  all  the 
lines  and  bridges  for  the  construction  of  which  subsidies  are 
granted,  unless  they  are  already  commenced,  shall  be  com- 
menced within  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  August,  1904, 
and  completed  within  a  reasonable  time,  not  to  exceed  four 
years  from  the  said  first  day  of  August,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  Council,  and  shall  also  be  constructed  according  to 
descriptions,  conditions  and  specifications  approved  by  the 
Governor  in  Council  on  the  report  of  the  Minister  of  Railways 
and  Canals,  and  specified  in  each  case  in  a  contract  between 
the  company  and  the  said  Minister,  which  contract  the  Minis- 
ter, with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  is  hereby 
empowered  to  make.  The  location  also  of  such  subsidized 
lines  and  bridge  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council. 

As  to  running  <?•  The  granting  of  such  subsidies,  and  the  receipt  thereof 
powers.  the  respective  companies,  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition 

t  hat  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  may  at 
all  times  provide  and  secure  to  other  companies  such  running 
powers,  traffic  arrangements  and  other  rights,  as  will  afford  to 
all  railways  connecting  with  the  railways  and  bridge  so  sub- 
sidized, reasonable  and  proper  facilities  in  exercising  such 
running  powers,  fair  and  reasonable  traffic  arrangements  with 
connecting  companies,  and  equal  mileage  rates  between  all  such 
connecting  railways  ;  and  the  said  Board  shall  have  absolute 
control,  at  all  times,  over  the  rates  and  tolls  to  be  levied  and 
taken  by  any  of  the  companies,  or  upon  any  of  the  railways 
and  the  bridge  hereby  subsidized  :  Provided  always  that  any 
decision  of  the  said  Board  made  under  this  section  may  be  at 
any  time  varied,  changed,  or  rescinded  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  as  he  deems  just  and  proper. 
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7.  Every  company  receiving  a  subsidy  under  this  Act,  its  Transporta- 
successors  and  assigns,  and  any  person  or  company  controlling  Government 
or  operating  the  railway  or  portion  of  railway  subsidized  supplies,  etc. 
under  this  Act,  shall  each  year  furnish  to  the  Government  of 
Canada  transportation  for  men,  supplies,  materials  and  mails 
over  the  portion  of  the  lines  in  respect  of  which  it  has  received 
such  subsidy,  and,  whenever  required,  shall  furnish  mail  cars 
properly  equipped  for  such  mail  service  ;  and  such  transporta- 
tion and  service  shall  be  performed  at  such  rates  as  are  agreed 
upon  between  the  Minister  of  the  department  of  the  Govern- 
ment for  which  such  service  is  being  performed,  and  the  com- 
pany performing  it,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  at  such 
rates  as  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
for  Canada;  and  in  or  towards  payment  for  such  charges  the 
Government  of  Canada  shall  be  credited  by  the  company  with 
a  sum  equal  to  three  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  of 
the  subsidy  received  by  the  company  under  this-  Act. 

As  respects  all  railways  and  the  bridge  for  which  subsidies  Production 
are  granted  by  this  Act,  the  company  at  any  time  owning  or  of  acc0UIlts- 
operating  any  of  the  railways  shall,  when  required,  produce 
and  exhibit  to  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  or  any 
person  appointed  by  him,  all  books,  accounts  and  vouchers, 
showing  the  cost  of  constructing  the  railway  or  bridge,  the 
cost  of  operating  it,  and  the  earnings  thereof. 

9.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  it  a  condition  of  the  As  to 
grant  of  the  subsidies  herein  provided,  or  any  heretofore  autho-  ^eefraiis 
rized  by  any  Act  of  Parliament  as  to  which  a  contract  has  not 

yet  been  entered  into  with  the  company  for  the  construction 
of  the  railway,  that  the  company  shall  lay  its  road  with  new 
steel  rails,  made  in  Canada,  if  they  are  procurable  in  Canada 
of  suitable  quality,  upon  terms  as  favourable  as  other  rails  can 
be  obtained,  of  which  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals 
shall  be  the  judge. 

10.  Whenever  a  contract  has  been  duly  entered  into  with  a  Mode  of 
company  for  the  construction  of  any  line  of  railway  hereby  Sai^raif- 
subsidized,  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  at  the  request  way  subsidies, 
of  the  company,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer  of 
government  railways,  and  his  certificate  that  he  has  made 

careful  examination  of  the  surveys,  plans  and  profile  of  the 
whole  line  so  contracted  for,  and  has  duly  considered  the  phy- 
sical characteristics  of  the  country  to  be  traversed  and  the 
"means  of  transport  available  for  construction,  naming  the 
reasonable  and  probable  cost  of  such  construction,  may,  with  the 
authorization  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  enter  into  a  supple- 
mentary agreement,  fixing  definitely  the  maximum  amount

u  IOO.  Every  one  who,  by  himself,  his  clerk,  servant  or  Penalty  for 
agent,  exposes  or  keeps  for  sale,  or  directly  or  indirectly,  onjj^1^™^, 
any  pretense  or  by  any  device,  sells  or  barters,  or  in  considera-  part  of  this 
tion  of  the  purchase  of  any  other  property,  gives  to  any  other  Act- 
person  any  intoxicating  liquor,  in  violation  of  the  second  part 
of  this  Act,  shall,  on  summary  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
for  the  first  offence  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  month,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  for  a  second  offence  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  two  months,  with  or 
without  hard  labour,  and  for  the  third  and  every  subsequent 
offence,  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  four  months, 
with  or  without  hard  labour. 

"  2.  Every  one  who,  in  the  employment  or  on  the  premises  Punishment 
of  another,  so  exposes  or  keeps  for  sale,  or  sells  or  barters,  or  °fh®* "j^g5  ee 
gives  in  violation  of  the  second  part  of  this  Act,  any  intoxicat- 
ing liquor,  is  equally  guilty  with  the  principal,  and  shall,  on 
summary  conviction,  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  or  punish- 
ment. 

"  3.  All  intoxicating  liquors,  with  respect  to  which  any  such  Forfeiture, 
offence  has  been  committed,  and  all  kegs,  barrels,  cases,  bottles, 
packages  or  receptacles  of  any  kind  in  which  such  liquors  are 
contained,  shall  be  forfeited."

member  for  an  electoral  district,  residence  in  the  district  for  ™®>  £  ^  j 
any  period  not  less  than  three  months  and  not  longer  than  1902',  c' 34; 
twelve  months  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election ;  and  any  1903>  c-  73- 
ordinance  heretofore  made  by  the  Commissioner  in  Couneil 
in  so  far  as  it  did  or  does  so  provide  or  prescribe,  is  hereby 
declared  to  have  been  valid  and  effectual  from  the  date  when 
it  was  passed.
